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ciueiulutions cxiiild not btj otherwise tliEin udoftteii. Mr 
Mill, the well known liUtorian of India, encotintgfed the 
design entertained hy the author in this publicutioii, 
but it was afterwards abandoned, and has been resumeil 
only within these few weeks in Edinburgh. 

It will be observed, that there is an Introduction to 
every division of this work t—instancing the Stipendiary 
Princes, it shews the relation in which they stand 
generally to the British Government, while at the 
end of that division is shewn in a table the stipends 
which they receive, and the rertupes which they ^ 
have relimiuished.

A rapid successbii of wicked, wcsit, or infiint princes, tie 
tools, nnd, iti Huccessioii, the victims of conspiracies, left the 
affiiiTS of the empire to be conducted by those who bad 
jMWer to iLstirp and energy to bold tlm reins of government, 
whicli coiitaitied in itself intrinsic seeds of dissolutinn. Tliig 
event wia accelcmtcd by a power recentiy sprung up, amidst 
liie ennfusian of the period, into n notion of conqueront: these 
were the Msihrattas. 'i'hla people, who iind aciueved their 
independence, ihoiigJi opposed by' the power of Atirnngiteb 
during twenty years, appeared on tlie arena of war, in Upper 
Hitidoslan, to profit by the anarchy created by the contests 
among Lbi ileaceiiriants. Tlieir chief lenders, the Peshwa and 
Suennptilee, the former of whom was the great Bajeerow, 
served with the imperial forces in Flliidostau lu auxiliaries* 
and, in I7i!0, obtained for their services, from tire imrly 
whose power they upheld, those grants for tribute, whiclj 
effcctiinlly to renliae for national benefit, tmnsformed a nation 
Ilf liiisbaMdmen into wnrriori, and peacefid Brnmins inio 
military lenders and statesmen. Bnycerow, equally eminent 
for political abilities us military skill, imd nhseWed, tliat 
feuds and jwrsonal auinmsitieB among the iiubles of the impe-. 
rial court had broken the strength of the house of Timoor- 
and he returned to the Deccan to arouse the enthusiasm of his 
countrymen, and to inspire them with the desire of conquest. 
Hie flag of the Maiimttos soon after appeared in every pan 
of tJie eoamry, and for a time tlmy became the parninoui.t 
jnjwcr in India; until the British merchants, urged by the 
principle of self-].reservation, were, by the tide of eints, 
transformed from traders iuto soldiers.

About ibis time Iwtb the Freiicb and tbe EngJUb Ik^u to 
mb in the politics and intrigaes of the native eonrls. By the 
reiiiforcemcntM sent from Earope daring the war, they bad 
more troops tlian was retjuifetl for tbe defoiice of dieir 
seulemcnts, and Uioiigb their respective nations were at peace 
at borne, they were soon opposed to ouch otlier in the eharaetcr 
of allies to contending native princes, in whiHe nrtnies they 
idwuys Imre the bmiU of ibe battle.

IVo years prior to ihw, the t rench were 
poHWSMiJ of more ferritory tkiii any other Euro[H!an power, 
great ]iart of which was resigned to purchofio poacc. 

ill 1756, the war in tbe Carnatic was renewed, m wlucb 
ll,e ii’rcneh and Engredi act«t more as princli».l.i. It was 
prosecuted with vigour iiml activity on both siikv until 176-3, 
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when it endetl witli mI vantage to (Jif EnglisL, and prc^iared 
the way for the tUwlution of Uuj t rench East India Company, 
which followed sliortiy after. 

In 1757, tlie Wetory obouned at Pbssey made the Englislt 
parumuunt in the Bengal provinces, and led eventiutlly to theii' 
acquuddoii of them. 

i!>upleu£ first djEcorered the (leci&ive superiotity in war of 
European luttinfis over Aaiatic in 1747, at Madras; hut Clive 
put die ijneRtion beyoud a doubt, at Plassey, ten yeans after.

him. On Lk amml in India, he found that the events of war 
Jiad plnced the Emperor of Delhi under protection of, or in 
dependent alliiuice with, tlie Coniptniy. He took this oppor* 
tujirt>' of obtaining from him a grant of tho Dewnnee of Bengal, 
Babar, and Orisis, which superseded tiie auBiority of a feeble 
reigtiiug viceroy.

Xiisam hml jirevioiialy refuEsd to rent them to the Company on

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of Bengal; a aupTcme court uf judicature wm cshtldUbed ul 
Culcutto, coQsistuig of a Ckief Justice, aitli £y000 a-yrar, and 
thTeeotlicr Judges, with cncli £6D0(» a-year, appoiuted tiy the 
cxDwn. 'flu: first Goronior-gctieral aad Members of Council 
were no^iiuiled by ParJiameat, ami to hold lioir office for five 
yeant; after wbieb, the iiominutluii was to be exenM'sed by the 
DireLtoo.* tliougb the iipprobatigwof the Ciduti should always 
be necessary; the whole of the Company's poUticiil corres, 
pondcucc to Iw laid before the iniiiislry; the Govenior-gencnd, 
the l^fembcrs of Couadl, and Judges, were excluded from ail 
cominercisa piirsuita; and no person in tho service of Uw 
or of the Copipany was allowed to recciw presenbt. 

The operation of Uwi two acta embodying these comCtioas 
was to have efll'ct In wliEit lancemed the home business, from 
the 1st of October, 1773; aiid in reference to the foreign, 
from tic lut of August, 177-f. 

Mr Ifetinga succeeded to the gavonunent of India In 
April, I Ti'i, and ptocceded immediately, agreeably to pie vlous 

TnsttucUous, to take Liu seat ax Dewnn of the Beugal Pro¬ 
vinces, and to ussiimc the maiiagcnHint of the revenues. The 
aupm-bors, who had been aftpoEnted, in 176!), to superintend 
tifi cuUcctsim o^lhe revenues and nitration of jiLsrice 
by tie pjuive fifficiala^ w^cre ajuvertod into collectorBj tie 
revrnues were fiirmed for five years, and ibe Governor-genend

undent enwys were first appointed to native courts, 
Mr MostjTi to Poona, in 1772, imd Mr Middleton to Omie, 
in I77U. 

The Governor-geuciHl and Cotmdl lu&umerl the powers of 
guvcninicut, imder the new constitution, towartla tijc end of 
October,^ 1774. Their first coDaidtatioiis were marked by 
tliat hostile fcoliiig whioh tUviried tic aupreme couiidl, and 

afterwards occupied so much of the time of the Briu'sJt 
PorliaaiciiL 

The now Supreme Government was vested with a cuntrelling 
pow'er over the tirco l»rcaidendes, and very early dt-numHed 
from Bombay and Madias an accoont of its political, financial, 
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atitl «»mnicrci£l sitontioii. The gaTernMent of Borntiiiyf 
bi^fore iht ccmtroliiiig mlminii^tnidcui was formed, iiad etiterail 
into u treaty with Rjugobdt die expelled Pcsli\siis for hi*! resto 
indoii* wkieli eveatiially ledi io i775i to the MiilimiCi 
iviiT* The supreme goverameiit, liowevert iitclal®d the 
treaty invalid, and directed tlie recall of the troops wbSeb hm\ 
sdTaiieeil hito the DecM^ in supf’Kirl of Hegobfiii wfcite they 
tent an cnToy of their own to treat with Ms enemies, tlio 
nunisterutl part^. Tlio Bomhuy presidency, lotverfed in their 
political impoTtancE in the eyes of the native prinees, and 
compelled tn a bfench of treaty, sont a moiDbeT of their 
coisnciil to CftlciitUi, who advocated their caizsi^ hot Ifitliout 
A treuly was ^CJncluiled witln the ininHtcrial paJty# 
which the lattc?r nenrer meant to abide by, and hrofee when 
Uie perforroanw of lhair part of it -was requireih llio 
Stiprome Govexnjmnit thep proceeded to treat witli the other 
party, when the minister? ciiaagied tlidr tone, and agreed to p 
trciuty, thpogh much lisss udvanta^CDiis in its tcnna ihiu] tliat 
formerly eouclnded wi^ UiigobiL 

llicse wore port of the inconsiftent or impalitic mcnsve«r 
which eiELOiiatcd from the diviiled councils of the Supreme 
Government, three of members of whit^ being violently 
oppose!! to tlie Goveixiijr-gcncnd mid the rcnittiaing momher,^ 
hid virtmLly nfifiuined the poivers of guTernmeiit, 

The Company applledt in 1769, for n part pf Ids afnjcsty'? 
nuvy to proteet their eammer^fc on the Indian s4?as, when the 
minister required, in return, lliat the chief mmil nfficoT ihould 
be QUi powered to lu^date, and conclude arningcmento anth 
tbe native princes \ and to exercise, in fnet, tlie principal 
authority in tlic poUiicai] conceriM of the country. To this 
mensure tlicre wm uatttmUy opposition f and the minuitef 
appears to have ceased to contend for it- hievertbeiefis^ on 
the 26ih July, 1770, a cftminandcr of the uavy in India 
arrived at Modnis, nnd exliibitcd hia commission under tlio 
great md, aa his Majesty's mmiftter pkaipotentiary, with 
plenary pow ers, which superseded tlie Governor us the repre¬ 
sentative of tlie British m&imrch. No indniuilion luul been 
given to the Company, and their servants in India were 
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unprcpured to acknowledge tiiia superior comniKsion; lie w«s, 
therefore, received wid. jealoasy. and tlicir commonicaHoas 
were conducted with every feeling of hostility. Admittinir 
the plcmpotentlary to have been possessed of botli talent and 
t™per,JiLs want of Wl knowlcfige, or knowledge of jiutivc 

ar^ter, exhibited him a lit subject to be the dune of native 
cuinung, He accomled the idle views of Afalioaied AJi, botii 
in urging the Mmlras government ta unite with tlic MaLiutms 
Hydcf Ali, in the fi.ee of the bte treatv. by one article 
of which the English and Uyder hnd m lit aally agreed to assist 
eadi o^ri also to commence liostiUtlc^ in 1771, against the 
Kjija of 1 anj^re, to ei.fon-e arream of tribute due w iMahomotl 
mid, b!i%, u, 177a, to subjugate the former prince to 
the latter. Tim interference of the plcnipatciitijirv for¬ 
tunately not repeated or esrerctHed at any other tiresidencv ■ 
but on tins octaislon ii was abundantly pernidotia.

Lord Pipt’3 ai^inistmrioi, marked by extraordinory 
eveniJt \ioleut discussions at the eoundJ.board took pkee- 
mid the majonty being against the President, tiiey canstituti-d 
tiiemsclvcs the government, and praceeded to The extreme 
meaaare of directing the Counnandcr-in-ehief to arrest bis 
person. Both parties had their advocatcrt in Pbrlioment; the 
rmiiUt, hojever, was on order ui restore Liml Bigot to offi™, 
but he kid died m confinement in the laeamimej to rc^U the 
re^ctory inembem of eounril to England; and to try the 
military officers concerned by court-martial. 

Ills anchor was Sir ’Jlmmas itumboW. who entered ur™, 
office .n February, 1778, ami, in J781. was dismWd the 
Comiiany « service, together with two member, of the ooimeif 
the latter of whom kul lieeii found guilty of bribery and eor- 
rnptiou ; the rcniamiHg members were uJm, deprived of their 
«iani. .ytjclw ijf dmige were c.vJiibitcd in tlie foIJouing 
year nga.ust the three former in Parliament, imd Sk Tl.oinm 
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wm bfanl m hia ilefoncp, but hp ttTW reboscil witbont imy 
stiit€!iic« bebig* paiiscd upon lilm. 

In 1780^ while eJigagetl in wnr whh. tlic Malimtms in tlie 
Uecean wid Himloofitaii, the Corapany^s resourcea fiiiled nt 
all the presidencies, nnd they were forced by drcnm^itrmceft 
into a new wm with Hyder Ali, which wns proseciited iddi 
alternate sticci^sis for four years. 

But a contest of grcfiter uiomcnt wm in the mean time goin^ 
on between tiw Guvemment and Supmm^ Court of Jiniicatnre 
of Calcutta, in the effeirta tif liie latter (n eitend its junsilicLion. 
To this court the ParliaiDent had intnwtcd powersra the 
exerelso of which spread terror through the provinces, and 
emlongercd the stability of our power in tbc East. 

The Supreme Cuiirt, according to the act passoil in 1773* 
cansLsted of a chief justice and three puwnc judges. The power 
of this court emaiiuled not from the Compaiiy, but from the 
King* who likc^dse Rominated the judges; and it was IntrustcNl 
with tho adminIstmtion of all branchew of English bw in India. 
Its power* in civO cases, caLleiided over aU cIcuiils jigainst the 
Com]ULriy or nguiuat any Dritiali subject, ami over all such 
ebims ogEiinst nativ es, ^ entering into any 

contract* tjad igreed to liubmit to iL lii criminal affairs, its 
powers e,Ttenfied over all British subjects* nnd overall persons 
dirceUy or Lodircetly m the service of the Company, or of any 
British subject. 

During the dLs^cussions, in 17*Wi relative to a roneiml of the 
charter, accounia reached Eiighmd of these violent eontcet^ 
|jet\^wii the Gavcriiraent and Bupreuie Court, wliidi, together 
with the war with Hyder Alls produced fears for the Company^a 
stability* The clmrter* however, wtis riMicwet! from the 1st 
March, 1781, and ao act wtw jwjfii^cd tu Phrliument on the 19th 
June* 1782, to regtikte anew the Bupremu Court of Judicature* 
anti depnve k of the jmwers, tho eitcrcke of wdilch hud been 
fouinl so destructive. The act particubrly exempted from its 
juristliction, the Governor arid Council, revenue oflIicerH in the 
perfurmunce of their duty, anti all mutters of rcveiiiip. 

I now tresspass upon chronological opiler, to introduce an 
extract from a minute made by Sir Tliomns Munro, in 1822,

Oil the I2tU December, 1707, Sir GDlwTt Elliot, in the 
House uf Cuomioits^ exiubiteti artides charging ^Sir Elijah 
Impcy* with high crimes and mhidemeaDOiirs, hut his impeach¬ 
ment did Jiot take place. 

The year 17&0 wua nturked bis a struggle between the 
Bimrd of Control and Conrt of THreetora as to whicli ImIv

uito the Icmik of Lord Cotuwalljs in 1707, which Cnubiod him 
to commence those snhistaiitiEil rcranns In the udmiiiLirtnitiuii of 
civil mifZ criDUnat law, for whidi British Iniiiii is m much 
indebted to the first ndmlnbtratiuif of thht notilemuii, though 
all luH benevolent plans did not meet the success they meiited.

His lortLsbii^ endeuvoufti'd to create a landed gentry, and 
iiitriKluccd a Hplem of revenue by means of tliein ^ but H&tb 
projects faUecL Reforms w-cre abio introduced into tlie rules 
cstnblislicd for securing a re Venn e from tbe monopolies of Suit 
jiTid Opium, wLich are ilie second and third bmiielies of the 
Company^a territorml reveDue. To perfect the revenue syslem^ 
nil former regubtious were revised, and the cckIc thus fmmLHl 
and prijited, in 170#% beenttie the statute hook of the RritUh 
govcrnmcDt in Indio. 

Duruig tins udmitihlrationt the jKiwer of Tippno was eur- 
lailcd, ami all prospect of the French becomlug a tmtlon in

^^e^ions there itt 1793* 

In 1795, ah the Dutch settlement* east of the Cflpe of Good 
Hope in elusive, fell into the hands of the English^ viaf. Cochin, 
ivitU those on Ceylon, Mnlaccii, Biinda^ and Amboymu 

On the 17th May, 1798, the ^ran^uja %Velles!ey succeeded 
to the government of India, The first important jwt of his 
urlmiiiistnition effected the removal of the Frci^di army and 
iiilluenco from the Hydrribad damliiiDds. ’'HiIs followed, 

in 17DJ>, by the capture of Seringapatum^ when tlie territories 
of Mysore were divided by the Pcshwii, the NiHim, anil the 
Company* 

Between the yeani 1800 and IB02, tho dominions and 
influence of the Cotupany were further cotiiiiderubly enlarged. 
Half of the territorie*? of the Vidor, and tliose of ihe Nuwul>s 
of the Carnatic, Fnrruckabnd, and Sarot^ also of the Raja of 
Timjore, were annexed to Lite British posvscssioiis, wliilc these 
chicfr, whose wretched system of misrule had occasioned tlieir 
depositiaii, had Iil>erfil ^ipends assigned them for support. 

llie Mahnittu war, which liad commenced in 1603, had 
not Icrminate^l in August, lriG5, when tlie venerable ^lorqub 
Cornwallis returned to IndU a* Goveru^ir-geiicrah with 
iuBtruedons to bring about a peace. He found that the hoodie 
chiefli had, by a series of i^ucccssful cipemdons i^falnst them, 
been driven to extremity; but he wm anxious to tormiiiato

Ilb lurtbililii JmpproTod of aub- 
Kuliiiiy or defensive Eiltiimceiii Uui it in quesiloiiuhlc how far 
it was eitLer politic or just to abanilEm the coiiuection wbicli 
his predece^or had futnied witli the petty slate* oil the 
JiHnna^ and who bod ^during tlie waf [ileil^ed to tlH?in the 
protection of tlie British government. He dtrected that tlie 
lernLory conquered fftnn Siiidldo, south of die Jutnuii} should 
be divided between tliein us a rcnniiu'ration, aiifi dedated the 
llridah govern me at CTtenipteit ftom all obligation to protect 
them against any of the greater powers* recommending llicm 
to unite in their own defence. With die cjieepcieii oT 
Blkurtpoor and Mnehcry* wdioese forts were slrtjiig^ and w’ltb 
whom the trendcs remained in force, die rest were all rendered 
tributary to their more powerful neigliboiirs^ 

Wliilc the Marquis Wellesley believed that the trfmqnillity 
of British India was to be en&arod only by establishliig British 
iisceudeacy bi the eokincils of nativo princes* the ftLirqiiiH 
CoruwidUs ^conceived it to be attained only by abstaining 
from all interfereiico with their itilertud administnitlon, or 
milling ni theb {loliries, considexing U preferable, and more 
consonant to iiariomil dlgnityj to leave them to settle their 
own disputes^ 

The psieific or daii-ititerfercjice system of policy mlopU'd 
at diis timCt nod rm imw'iilinguess to depart: from it, permitted 
the growth nnchecked of die Putaii atiil Kndbary powers, 
both .systematic plunderers^ At length, tlic Litter Imviiig 
carried tboir devastudons and atrocities iato tbe Bridsii 
territories* and it being discovered that they were abetted by 
some of the great ^fahnitla powers^ a hostile attitude botuinc, 
in 1^17* aiie of strict self-ckfcnce, Thu rnilimry ojicrutiuiis, 
and political alLmncea which followetl in consequence* liave 
limoght all states of the secondary ebss witliin the pale of 
BritLsb pratcedon* and gives a prospect of long undisturbed 
tituu|uilIiLy to Indb.

Notliiii^ can be more diorLsI^lited In a govenmieiit, tlian to 
permit bwa or restrictions to eskl, wliieliT in tlieir upemtion, 
efiifcLiially dijstroy the eonunercv of a eouJitrj' of whieb it 
draws die revenue. Cauunerce—ifie grand principle of union 
betiveen countries—shoidd t)p so regubteiJj as to

the maivulatturing population have long been depre^d; die 
eliiuf niml luft to ibem being, in a great degrecf slmC ngainal 
the produce of tlieir Snilastry by commereml biwn, intended to 
beuebt England, but wliidi^ in tnitb, arc injurious to licr. 
The improveirient of nmcliinery also, wlricb would Imre bonio

coiitinueii to 1 )g upbcld. Jt ti^auld, some cutiUicieft u^n, Imve 
been a very estmvngant conceit tti auy one to have imagioed, 
tliat Chrkdujtfl from islutids in tbe Atlantic, m search of tniibc 
in Hiiidoc^tan, sLuuld train the natives to l]es.nldiers; and that, 
in leading them ngninst their owii coiinTrymeii, they should 
find in them that devotion und pcrsovemiice whicb is nstuJIv 
rewarded by vielary, and that raithful attnehmeat which alone 
can aectire its fniits. The wonder is iiicreasod, when we 
consider tlint tliese tnetr, wholly unacquainted ndth the Englbh 
langnngc, Iwyund tlic range of temw used at drill and po^e, 
should fnily undetsttuidand Hkilfiilly perform all the evolutions 
and exercises of lie British tine, in which tlicy take their place, 
and on w'liich they have never been knoti'ii to bring disgnicc. 

Id India, the military class held the profession of nnnf 
exclusively by inheritance, ranking next to tic Bramins, or 
priesthood, in the community; all other classes being inferior, 
treated them with profound deference^ 1 hesc inferior classes 
w'ere, therefore, elevated, when enrolled cts soldiere in the 
armies of European nations. In return they tvere faithful; 
and hylhe powerful influence of discipline, tlie proud hereditary 
soldiery, who had iieretururc looked on them as iKiiigs of a lower 
grade io creatioM, have been driven from the station diey held, 
into ob^urity. 

It may be giving too great antiquity to the Native Army, 
todate its origin from a body of three laiidrcii men, raised 
to aid in the defence of Fort William, about one hundred 
anil twenty years ago; the nnclcus will more probably be 
found at a subsequent period at Bombay. From the latter 
place, it reiuftirccmoiil of troojis was sent by sea, to Fort $t 
David'% m I7-17, when one buudrett illseipliued sepoys 
formed part of it Whatever may have been the period when 
natives were disciplined for die British regular army, it does 
not teem to be questioned, that tlic formation of sepoy 
liatlaliuji!!, 01 well as subsidiary alliances, originated with the 
eclebratiul DupleLi—die one arising out uf the utiter. Sub¬ 
sidiary treaties were first eiiterwl uito by the liritislj, under 
the goverjHiient of Warren Ifastijiga, but systematically 
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cxtpndecl by the Miu-qtiis WclleAl-cy* Uit ^iew of 

cotitTvIiing iiIL SntlLi, ensuring some protccliou to the subjects 
of tlie Native States, and preventing the resoureea of the 
countries from beiiig employed nguinsL the Bridsli govem- 
jnentt The ^vkdom of thU policy Las liecn les# questinped 
tiuui its jiistiee; but if it Lad been more strictly pursued, it 
would prflljably Lave prevented the necessity of so rapid an 
extensiou of territory, on the port of tlie Ejifit I ucUii Company- 
When a native Prince receivefi a Siiibaidiiiry force, districts 
lire ceded, yielding a revenue equivalent to its muintciiancen 
witlioiit such security, neither tbeir jiaymcnt nor eoipEoyment 
ivoiild be cenuiii for any length of time. TLe amount ceded 
bv each state h sLewn in its proper pbee-

Their policy must be treated of under twodistiDCt heads t 
iCiteroally, ns regards their relation^ or connections, with 
independent and protected irtatesf and Internally, ns regards 
tliPiP gysti?in of mmiiigeiiient in dieir own pcFfsessi-ona^ 

Interference with the political concerns of independent 
states, or those with which no treaties of nllinncc eilst, the 
Bri tish government has naturally avoided, so long as such states 
abstoin from aggressions on it or its allies. The independcut 
states with which treaties esisl, nre lAliore, CViuhnl, Siiidc, 
Ncpfiul, and Sindhia. A British envoy is stotioiied at the 
courts of the two latter. 

The polidcal raeasures and ratemal relations of protected 
Rtoles, arc subject to British control. The power of restraint 
over actions having a tendency to bring the cjerdse of the 
duty of protectiun into operation, required thaO they should 
submit llieir disputes to the arhitTation and decLsion of the 
iirotecting power. Contests among themselves, or interferenee 
in tbc concerns i>f otlier qliie& and states, nro thus prevented. 
Til the federal arrangementa of 101®, protection on llie one 
side. Olid acknowledgment of supremacy on the other, was 
tbereferc the basis, and formed the preliminary articii-j, of nil

The substantive states, in retoni. for the security afforded 

them, have each assigned a portion of their territory, pro- 
nortioned to the magnitude of the wtete, the revenue of whidi 
IK npi>lied to the tnuintcimiiocof a liody of tmeps ? wdnlc petty 
chiefs, or principalities, dllicr contribute towirds their 
nruti etioTi ill the slmpe of n tribute, or, if too poor, they art* 
merely required, in coimjs uf eiigcnce, lo hold t icir troop* 
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ready lo to-operntfi tt-itli the Drjtml., With the internal 
eonctirns of tlnjw Ktutcii tJie Urltish itu unt interfere, except in 
the cuse i>f a disputed BuecosiiEjn, when they are bound to 
aiippart the ri^rlitful heir, and prevent civil wiir. 

The humane uiid libcnd policy of the Le^latnre and Court 
of Uirecto)^ towurds tliosc who have Itceome their eul^ectii, ]ia.i 
been guided by an atteutioa to esinbluihud usages, religious 
prejudices, aiul refipeet fur paste mid station, us far as may be 
cimaistPiit with the desire, eventuaJty, to iiitpoducean improved 
system of govemroenL Justiis and libenUity to a people 
cliiTi'ring M widdy in rdigiun, liabito, and general knowledge, 
fnun tlieJr new rulers, required the prouen-ution to the 
Hindoo of his andciit institution# with as little change ns 
possible, 09 well as ;m unrestricted exercise or tolenition 
in bis reli^aus rites, abboircnt Uiengh some of tie latter are 
to the feelings of civUiacd life. 'J’ho native is atill subject 
to the law he has hitherto hecn aeenstomed to, hut divested 
of aJi ineougrakiesnt variance witli Christian notiona. Upon 
this law, and the piactice of Europeim judii^tiii<e together, 
foittided the principles of tlie regubduiis by wilclj the 
Dritish torritories nre governed. They are e^MiitbUy tlie

To persons of rank every allowable deference is elicwji; 
and, in Itjlg, wlien the British potisessions were so greatly 
eitondetl, the rights and privilege# which they t-njoyeil under 
tlio aiogLid or lUuIjralta governnienls wvre Limtiiiued and 
securerj. The fiist doss of diiefs are wlinlly exempted fmm 
die process of warts, and from oil crimliml jurUiliction, nstvpt 
Jti cast*# of p^uuil impiiriaiirc ; the aecniid and third ehisscs 
are treated with torJiearunce, and the najuc rules of doi-urutn 
observed towards them hIucIi ore practised among tiietnsclves, 
and their pcrwuiil appeamiicc Ls never TCqiiired in civil ewes 
But tliuiigli dif government has exempted tliew chiefs fmm 
(iie uperatm,, „f the judicial touablisinnciiU, it nevcrtJieiesN 
riwn^es to lUwlf the power, when reason* of state or the penw 
«.i lilt- wuntry render it necessary, tn place them under 
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lienwiiftl restraint, and temponiTUy to nttActi tlicir kiuls, 
ndrliout any judicial procesu.

In 17 e 17, ’wben the committBe of revenue was reforniHl. 
and deaipmted a Board of Eovcnue, a Eoropcflu civil 
Bcrvajit Wiis appointed superintendent over cacli district, 
with the united powera of revenue collector, judge, and 
nuigiatmto. 'I’ljen; was economy iu this amuigemeJit, but 
it would be difEewU to persuade the cultivator, who Lud to 
represent a grievunce of over asseBsmeiit, or oilier supposed 
upprewiiuii, that he would be certaiu of redress by eomplaining 
to the judge agaiuit the collector, f.e. ai^inst liintself- It is 
true, an appeal from the decision lay to the Board of Revenue 
firat, and afterwards to tlic Governor in Council; but Lord 
Cornwallis, in 179;l, rightly deeming it incompatible that olEwrs 
of tlie revenue should decide on suits origiiuituig in their own 
department, relieved the Board of Reveiiae froni the osercise 
of judicial functions. Xillah and City Courts of Aduwliit 
were, from this time, eaUihlished for Uie decision of civil suits, 
under the siiperiiitemlcnec of a Kuroiieaii coveminted scmiiit 
of higher oHicbil rank than tlie collectar, in whose |M?t90it were 
uniU’d the powere of judge and uuigistrato, and to whom was 
intrusted the superintendence of the police within his divbiion. 

To the Zlllali and City courts of justice so coti&tituled, a 
Register willi assistiiits was appointed from the junior Enro- 
peaii ci%'il Bcrvaiita, with Mahomedari and Hindoo officers to 
expound the Koran ami iriliastcns, ns well as auiliorlieJ luitivc 
pleaders to conduct the proceedings of suitors iitider the ^*^^ 1 - 
lilishcd regulatioiw. Tlieiie pleaders ivrc engaged by a reLiiiiiiig 
fee,mid ultimately rewarded by a per centage on tlie sum sued 
for. 

'flic trial of petty suiw is left lo the Register, but Ins decree 
is not final, an api>eal lying to tlie judge, who is moreover 
empowered to try it again Uiinself if he secs fit. 

Eor the convenlcnee of porticM residing at n dislunee, and 
for the more speedy administrarioii of dril justice, native 
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eominiffiioiiore iir(> authorized to Lear and dodHp on units of 
pereoual prtiportj- under a certain amomit: but from tlieir ded- 
aion an ujtpeol lie* to tiie ZilkL and City court. Tliese uadro 
commLsaioners net under iuatructions, fleeisftl toennnrc a feitli- 
ftil discharge of the trust reposed in them; they have no Buhiiy, 
tiu^ as a cotnpensation, receive a Kmall per eeutoge on die 
amoiint of aJJ causes aettlcd hy tJiom. Tim kw in the pro- 
rmcinl civil courts k holL Maliomedan and Hindoo, that of 
the defenAmt being foUoved.

Tlic Koran, tlie understood standard of Mahomcduii law, 
cojitaiidiig few pnssiges uppliciible to the ordinary occurreiices 
of life, the defidtuicy is supplied Ly numerous oommeiinitors, 
botli Sbeca and Sviiuee, not only iin the text, but on tiic imdi- 
liomd accounts, precepts, actions, and decisions of their proplmt; 
utiil on the formation of the new code of reguhitiuiis, in 1*03, 
a wider range was taken in jnmlifyiug and siipjilying t]ic 
defects of the ^rfidiom^n aud llijuloo uTtlten law', for the 
gDYcnimcnt of dcdsioiis to be jiassed ill the proviudtd cruuiijul 
courts. 

As soon as practicable, after the conclusion of cacli trial, n 
copy of tbe record is tnmsmlctcd to the TiJizamut Adawiut, or 
supeiiof criminal court, whose sentence! are final, in cases 
inTcIving the high eat pi ns, as well ms in al] eases of corporal 
puiiialuneot, fine, aud imprisonment. A power of rcmissimi, 
or mitigation of punishment, is, however, reserved to the 
Governor iq Council, tiiis being necessary, from the native law 
being barbarous ami imperfect ui itself, mud quite at varLutet 
with the notions of Christians.

Tie public resources in Iiulin, ure druwn chiefly freui llic 
biiifl-reut;* tie shuic contributed by commerce, m the ilape 
of cii3toms,t taiffs &c. tnwardfl Hie support of government, 
farming only a small portion of Its revenue : and lire prmlucc 
of llie moHopolies of 34at and opiinn,J is tic profit on ii 
morcunrilc speculntion, latler than n branch of lepumate state 
revenac. Tie fwlminiatnition of the land revenue may be 
diriilod into three systems, M’lich are here briefly skctehetl, 
agreeably to the opimoiia of the advocates of each system, 
rather llian my own : 

■Die first is the Zumecndarec system, by which an indin- 
diial farms a n umber of villages, formed into one or more 
districts, for which a fixed sum of rent is imyalle during 
a period of yenm. The Zumeendars, or farmers, in fciriner 
times, received a pcreciitege on their wUections, and gciicr- 
tdly belli some land on their own aecoaoL These men, 
tailing advantage of the wentness of tlicir government, 
established their independence, aiid on the aeeession of the 
Uridsb government, were confirmed in their possessions, on 
condition of continuing to pay tlic revenue assessed on their 
difitricte. Sometimes persons, strangers to the district, but 
possessed of w'calih and enterprise, make this kind of farming 
a profWon. Tlte sy stem k a pernicious one; the cnldviitor 
being U^ft ill the hands of the Zumcendiir, who doubtless takes 
friim him as great a proportion of the produce as lie » tiblc. 
Moreover, in the one, it foster* frond to conceal bk prod ace, 
and oppression in the other, who^ to be just te bk laiidlonl, or 
to iiimself, must be unrehiuting to the teiuinl. But it relieves 
the officers of government from all details, and saves the 
expense of a host of fiscal officers: it affords, at the same dmc, 
the best chance of bringing to account all suppressed revenue 
gr pruduce.

it LB tu be fenred, that Ipuid tbe improvidence of tbe culrivntiGg 
class, govenunentvconld be called upon to ostend its fostering 
aid evET^'year in wliicb die pcrioeliiatl nuns failed; but iigaiiiat 
this consideration, there is to be weighed the remissions whieii 
govemnieiit is now obliged to make an such uccasionL^ and the 
multitade of revenue scrvantii wlio might be dispensed with 
by tlie change. 

The system bi operadan in the old provincCi'UUider Bengal, 
is the Zumeendnreet while in the ceded nnd conquered pro* 
rinces of that rresidciicy, the laiid« are in the Ldimediato 
manngcinent of Ctovemmcnt, and subject to fresh assessment, 
ju new capabilitieB in the lands arc developed, 'fhe fonner 
is obviously the least exfienaivc process of rmuiagcment, es the 
Ziimecndur doubtlesk docs a at settle with bis agents on the sohil' 
libcGil scale by which they are paid under the Ryotwnr system. 
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111 rcaliiing the territorml revenues, experiiHfiiiti have 
been IrieJ under all the systems, Zameciida-rj AluuzQwnr, uiid 
Ryotwarj and ofanDual settlements, or trieunb!,quinquennia], 
and decennial lenses. The success witli which tJitw eipe* 
rimeute have been attended, or the modes of revenue manage¬ 
ment which eiistetl in cUfFerent proviuces Iteforo they were 
assumed by the British govenimcnt, cannot be trealed of in 
BO brief a nnimtivo as the present.* 

Ill the territories under Bombay and Madras, thUjRyotWur 
chiefly prevails} bill when tho average rent of every village 
and field can be detenuined, from the practice of a nnmbcr of 
Years, so ns to protect the eoltivalor in hia ascortnined rights, 
it is to be hoped that the introduction of long leases, or a 
perfected Zumceudaree settlement, will save the enonnoiis 
expense of collection, tuid tliat its amount, being the difference 
Iwtween the present and a modenite assessmeiit, will be 
conceded to the cultivator.

WHS of a $iibfiidlojry nature; some of them foroialiy ceded 
their territOTiea i uthen^ lost them to us by the result of wtir i 
while those of others were asisumed from the obsulute incapacity 
ami misgovern men t of their rukra, wdiom the British GoTern- 
merit, with which they stood connected, could no longer consent 
to support by its countenance aguinat their oppressed suhjeet9« 
The Princes of the fii^t and last classes are formiilly installed 
on the Miisuud^^and albwcdto exercise sovereignty over tlic 
tenants on their household lands, and they arc exempted from 
the jurisdiction of die British Cburls of Law. They have 
their own civil and miMlary funcdomiricJV, with all the insjgniu 
of a smte, and a Briush envoy is usutdiy is resident at their 
Court, whose duties chiefly relate to their pecuniary oilairH^ or 
supposed encroachments on their ceremonials of sovereignty* 
Their stipends liave been hxed on a most liberal scale, and are

Ills MAJESTY the Kl^G OF DELHI. 

Manv writers having recorded the hifitorY^ achzeveoieatSt 
and once ujierjimJled splendour of the house of llniOLtr, w^ho^e 
present reprefienUitive is a dependant upon the East Indiii 
Company, this brief memnir is oojifiiied simply to tlie ora gin 
and progress of the events w Lich have kd to that coiixioction. 

The Empire of Hiudoofttan was andeatly divided into 
Soobchs^ or ’S'iceroyallic*, the Governors of w-hich were 
Appointed by the EnipcroTt Mid held office during his pleai^ure. 
On the death of Anruag^eb in 17fl7, the con dieting preteuaons 
to sovereignty amang bis sons and grandsons, sntjeeted the 
country to be periodically ovetrtio by rebellious, or foreign 
armies, which together w'eakened the iiuperial pow^er, and 
deKtroycdali control over powerful \7ceroys io distant pro¬ 
vinces, who bec^une independeat, and sought, as appoTtUEiides 
oScred, to extend thejr domiiiions at the expoitse of their 
nei^boura* European b, who luid settled on the comes of 
India as mercliauts, took part, as auxiliaries, in these intestine 
wars. And treated with thetr employers us sovereign hereditary 
princes | though grunts of Und^ awurded them for services by 
these potentates, required canBmuition from the Emperor* 

A Joint citibimy from the three Presideudea was deputed 
from CaEciittn iu I 71U to tlic Imperial Ckiart, but It wtiij not 
until early in J716 that they succeerded in obtaining the ohJeeUf 
of the mission. These were, that Englidi goods should be 
exempted ffom ctisLoms i Uaet three Tillages contiguous to 
Madnis, formerly granted hut since resumetij should be 
TMtored to the Company; that tlie island of Diu should be 
conferred ofi thcmi and, tliat they shuuld bo allowed to 
purchase the occupancy of thirty-seven villages contiguotii! 
to Calcutta. Tliese were ffie lirat imperial gmats of any 
importanee eonferretr on the Briri-.h Kast fnilia Company, 
Tlie next territorial assignment obmljicd fiom Delhi, wus in 
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iJaBi during the reign uf SLah Jelmn 11, fur the auppart of 
tbo Impenal fleet, id which the Cojnpany^fl agent at Surat 
was appointed Adjnlrol. 

But the first grams which elevated them to rank ds one of 
the powers of ludiiit wm from Shah Alum 11, who, ihercfurei 
chums particular nodee in tids memuir. ITe wu^ the ninth 
Trincc exalted to the imperial tlirone during the eventful 
fifty-three yeura wbieU followed the death of Aurungicb. 
Shah Alum, when heLr-appurent, had been invested os 
Soobebdar of the Bengal provinces, aad proceeded* in 17511* 
to recover them from JafFier All Khan, who was supported by 
the Engjislu But the Nuunbs nf Oiidc and xAllaliabad, the 
chief supporters of the expcdidoTi^ quarrelletl* and tlie Litter 
wua put to death by the former* A seasonable offer of n sum 
of money to tlie Moghul Prince induced him* ou thi^ emer¬ 
gency, to give np the enterprise. In the following year, 
however, on suececding to the empire, be o^n invaded 
Bengal at the head of 60,000 men, prindpally the troops of 
Glide und the RohilLui, together with a party of IVencli 
under M, I^w. But a snecesaioii of defeats induced the 
Emperor to accept terms of peace, which were offered to him 
by the English commander* and in reiumt the Soobebdar of 
Benga] received at his hand the royal iiivestituro* In 17(14^ 
the Emperor again appeared in the Bengnl provinces with the 
artny of the Vizier* In support of the deposed Naib Meer 
Cassiro AIL The Vizier Sbiiju-md-Gowlu, at this ttmej* how¬ 
ever, held panimount [nfluence in the state, and the Emperor 
felt himself but a pageant, when the decisive buttle of Riixur, 
in October of that year, afforded the lutter an opportuuity of 
separating from, the former^ He joined the victorious army, 
and accompanied it to Benares, where be manifested his good 
will towards the Comiiany, by making over to them the 
Ziifnecndnrec of Benares und Clhiizipoor, on condition of 
tlicir subdaing, and cstablialiing him hi possesion of^ the 
rest of the domiuiPiiJS held by the Virior** To bis Jlaje«ty*a

Tliui bovk had auC fillch iti|D n\p huiEk uiuil tbcie r1i«ui wrtis ill itie

peace^ dated Ifitli Au^sl, 17G5i by wliieh tlie Vizier wm 
confirmed id his poascsfiioiia, with tlic exception of the districtB 
of Carah and Alhdiabad, which were fnnncd into a royal 
demesne for the Emperof: Bennres luid GliaKipocr were at 
the gome time restore^l by the Gocapany to the Vizier* Shah 
AUirOf dissadsfied with this amuigemeiiU made secret overtures, 
in I76ti, to the Mahrattns^ to be mken under their protectinil; 
and, in Jfay, 1771, when they appeared in EufficieJit force in 
Upper Hindoostan^ he (juitted AilnJiubod, with the coitsent of 
the British Government, and proceeded wUh his new allies 
to DcUiij where lie was reiusliited on the ihroiie of his 
ancestors. 

It is here necessary to revert to the l52th August, 1765, 
four daya anterior to the treaty of peace with the Vizier. 
Tlie Emperorj grateful for the services of the English East 
India Company in releasing him froin the ihralilom of the 
Vizier, and calculating upon fature benefit from the nllhuicei 
conferred upon them, in perpetuity, the Dewanee* of the 
provinces of Bengal, Balkar, aud Orissa, rcBcrving to liimBelf 
out of the revenues, un annual tribute of tweiity^ix lues of 
rupees, and stipulating for an adec^uute pronsion for the 
Nuvrab of Bcugi, whose autiiorlty^ was thus superseded; the 
rest of the revenue W'as lo be retitincd liy the Company for 
the protecdou of the provinees^ On the same day he executed 
a firmnn, confirming, in perpetiiitj", to the Cmnpaiiy, die 
districts of Burdwnn, Chittagong^ ond Midnapoor, the revenue 
of which liad been assigned by the Nuwiib of Bengal, in 1760, 
for the 11101 ntenunce of the subeiiliary' force. By the same 
deed, the twenty-four Pergunnulls of Cnienttn, Ac. are also 
confirmed. A like grunt, of die same date, coiifetrcil upon 
tlie Englisii Company the fiinn of the Nor them CircarK, 
formerly granted to tlie French East India Company, by 
Sulabut Jung, the Soobeh of the Deccan, The grants of

deeds diat the Company hold these tetritories by legal 
right. The antnmi tribute of DengaJ, twenty-flLt Ihcs of 
rupees^ continued to be paid to Shall Alum, until the year 
17 71 1 whenj braving Ojccepted the fissktaiice of the Malimttas 
to replace bim on the throne of his ojice^torE^ it withheld, 
agreeably to iiistruedons proAided against tUb contingency by 
the C-ouj-t of Directors, and is fidll in abeyance. The same 
grountbi justihed the resuinplioa oftervtmds of Corah and 
AHababadf which the £mperor bod either given over to the 
Mahnittas, or of which they had been deputed by him (lialdingp 
OH tlieir UrTtmins did, ail the fijiaiicial ofSces of the state) to 
collect die revenues for Ids use* These dbtricta were after- 
w^nrdi restored at two years* purchase to the Mzier, to whom 
tliey hud funnerty belougctl. Ttie UTifortanate Shah Alumt 
nevertheless, adli looked tounr^b the EingLish from dme to 
time, though surroiin^Tcd by pcrsoim Inimical to tlieir interests. 
In 1782, die decease of the nohlenum who kul, os Amecr-HjoU 
Oomm, guided the udmlnbtrutioii at DelM with fidelity and 
flminers, hidueed distrnctioris in the Imperial Courts, die 
iioblc^s break]Jig into parties, each coiiten<ling for the chief 
iiiducncc,—or, in Ibct, cusitody of the Kmperor^ii person, 
hludiiig hiuiself reduced to a cipher in his copitui, he, in 
17 M, deputed hb ?ion, the present Emperor, to the camp of 
the Gnveniar GeueruJ, tlicu at Benares, to make overtures of 
uiliuuce to the C-ompnoy^ but which, unlmpplly for the Briiice, 
it was not coii±iiiiered expedient to accept. From thisdmo he 
was thrown wholly into the bunds of the Miihruttas. 

In 17S8 the measure of liia mbfortiincs filled up, by a 
person w'ho had not merely received ati ui^yliinii but who 
Lid been rabed by him to the highest o(ficc of the empire,— 
that of AuiecrHirpbOoinrn- I'hb waft Ghobm Cuwdtir, sou 
of the Jute Chief of the Rohillas, who iiud been before 
buniiilicd by hb tywii fatlicr. This wreteb having discovered 
that die. Eu][ihcror wished to romove him from court, Burp^ib^ed 
the royul residence, exposed the giged nioisarcli to indignity 
and torture, iiud, after iiiuhreotiiig hig clilldreii before his 
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face, ordered liia eycH to be pierced, and liUecL up ilie blnek 
catalogue of atrocities by dulionouring the ladies of the 
court, and giving up the palace and city to pEJlagc, 'I'Le 
setiuel, as regards the chief actor, ought uot to he omitted. 
Flying alone from a fort in wltich he liad taken refuge, his 
saddic stuffed with predons booty, he was tlirown from liis 
horse, anil picked up by hi$ pursuers, the MaLruttas, who 
deprived him of his limbs, and exhibited him at Delhi in » 
cage, in wiiicL he perished; an awt'iil tn>ibujee of punisbnieJil 
for perfidy and ingratitude. 

The wretched Etnperor, finding another opportunity, by 
the Maliratta M'ut of "of renewing fa hi connectioti with 
the English, threw himself on their generosity ; and the 
Immediate result of tJie battle of Delhi, on the 1 Itb September 
of that year, rcscaed the sged descendant of Timour from 
the custody of tlie Mahraltas, and placed him again under 
British protection. A royal demesne, of winch Delhi is the 
centre, was formed for his maiiiteiinnce, aud that of the other 
members of the royal household, comprising fifty or a hutidred 
Princes and Piioceises. Rut Shah Alum sunived his libera¬ 
tion from tlic Mahrattns only about three years, when, nt the 
ago of ciglity-three, he tenniiialcd a long career of vicissitude, 
and a calamitous nrigii of forty-five years. He was succeeded 
by Lis son Akbar, the present king. The real proceeds of the 
demesne, in 1827-28, exceeded thirty lacs of rupees, of wbicli 
13,40,083 rupees were applied to the tnnintetuuiw of tlic 
royal family, iiiclading 1,05,604 rupees, payable to the meni- 
bcTs of it residing at BenarcH. This is all that renuiins to the 
unfortunate deseendantB of Timoiir from the wreck of an 
empire which, at tiie demise of Aurengzeb, produced a 
revettue of thirty roiillons sterling. Tlie imperial dignity 
was fl^nowledgcd by Lord Lake, the UritiHh Commander- 
in-Chief, who presented the usual ofTeriug, and was created 
a Noble of the &Epire. His Majesty, however, is no longer 
allowed to exorcise the prerogative of caDferring honours, it 
being iacompatiblc with the situation to which he is reduced. 
An indication of his nominal supremacy is still conceded to him 
by lie current coin throughout Jjulio, even at tJic British 
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Lieuig^ struck in bis aune. But ^^dusioH from biisinc^ 
of dl kiiicUf and the usiid cfTeminat^ Ufe of Asbtic pogeaot 
royoltyi baa debased tbsi dimity of the presjetit memberu of 
this line, and on loerease of wedtb t^'ouIJ ojily farilier surroaud 
tbetn by ercatureB, wboae viewB) bounded by their own 
interest^ would rotber pander to their ™cs, than correct or 
check dscuLp llis preseot Majesty h biEnself ii worthy mjui, 
and wholly given up to piety. 

HIS HIGHNESS THE SOOBEKDAR OF THE CARNATIC, 

Tue first of this family appointed to the Soobch^ MiT 19 
Anwar-ood-lken Khmii who Imd been selected in 1743 by 
Niumi-ooUMDolkt for the office of guardian to the young 
Kuwab of the Cnmatic, and for the ailsuniatniLioti of the 
government duritig liis minority. The assassination of the 
young Prince some time after, by a mudaoiis iuildiery^, (iiot 
without a suspicion attaching to his guardinn,) led to Anwar- 
oml-Decn's uppoiiiLment to the iioobehi which he held nivti] 
the battle of Amboor^ lu 174W| in wdiich he was killed, at the 
extraordinary age of 107 years, ami his eiJciit son was taken 
a prisoner^ IBs secoud EaiOi Mahomed Alip who liad been 
confirmed in tlkC Soobeli, by his achnow'lcdged supetior, the 
Nizam, beil, and fiougbt the aid of the Euglish, whose opalliy 
and an uidiappy fipirii of division among themselves^ prevented 
them from making any great exerdous in liis fiivouTt till 
LuviTcnce returned from Enghmd, niid Clive sprung up lu 
India, to revive the military s|iirit of their countrymen, and 
conduct them to successful enterpristes. After severe ennteata 
Avitb die hrencL and their allies, w'ho supported the cause of 
the rival t^nduhite^ Cjbtuidu Saliili, the surrenderi in 17hSi 
of the French force as prisauers of war at Tritchlnopoly, 
induced Cliimda Siibil) to seek Mfety with the ^Iiiliruita 
general, who, regarding policy tulJicr thun linspitality, 
caused him to be assassinated; and his death leaving Mahomed 
Ali until out a nvab led to his establishment in the SoobchsLip 
of llie Cariiatie. Tlie war in the Caniotie wuSf however. 
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retiFwnl in i755, nfier n peace of BciiTceJy a yenr^s duration, 
and condnned for seven years. TTie French and English, 
who hod joined the rival caitdidatcs as auailiarioa, contended 
now, in feet, as prijKrip.aL<i for the political eaJstonco in India 
of their rpspectice nations. The importance of this object 
ctdied forth nil the skill and energy of the conuiiaiiders, and 
alTonled a powerful stimalns to the dcvoddni patriotism, and 
bravery of thrir troops. 

ft) )7li3, the treaty of Paris lerjninnted the war between 
Pnince and England, and Afahomed Ali being ackjiowletlged 
by it the hm-fiil Soobehdar of the Caranlic, and on ally of the 
British croivti, he, m gratitude to the Company, conferred 
irpon tliein, in Jogherr, the territory round Madras, rated at 
4,42,ed1 jmgodas, comprising tlic districts of Poonea, Tripns- 
sore, Conjcvenim, Chingk-put, Cairmgcily, fiic. The confip. 
nwtlon by die Emperor to these gran la, ww dated I2di 
Augast, ITtih. By a royal Unnan of the same date, 
Mahomed Ali was confirmed as Soobehilar of tlie Carnatic, 
and Was also roteased from all dependence upon die Soobehdar 
of the Deccan, to which the eoiiciirrence of the latter was 
finally obtained by treaty, dutod 23d l ubmary, 1768, in 
eoasidemtion of a sum of five lacs of rupees. 

We hare now reached a period, over which the foithfid 
chronicler may not draw a veil. If the bravery and gonerraity 
of the Company’* troops Lad established their military repu¬ 
tation, aiiil ohtuin«l a high respect for the British chonteter, 
beyond the bound-hedges of their actilcmeiits on the coast, 
the conduct ef certain flritish subjects, then member* of the 
trovenuneul at hlndms, who prostituted the inBucnce acci¬ 
dental to their official statien, to accomplish tJietr own private 
views, brought upon the British name a reproach * which Ls not 
yet forgotten. At Uiis lute period, it is impossible to discover 
whether the wiuits of the Nuwah were teal or Eedtious, He 
waa in pmsession of a rich country, aflbrdiiig, except in on

Tbo interest was 
stibsequcntly red need to '25 and iO per cent, and at lust, by b 
geneml regulation, it fell to III; but it had not heeu regularly 
paid, luid interest heaped on heavy interest, formed tin 
enormous aecumiilalion of liubti In Juutiary, IrGr, three 
meinhers of the Qovernmenl «t Mailnui secretly ithtuincil 
from the Nuwnb, for the Ihiuidation of tlieir own and friends’ 
ehiims, au aBsigiimDnt of territory yielding eight lacs of 
pngiHlas, and the Tuiijore tribute, of four lacs of rupees 
more- On this transncliou and others, the Court of DlrcctorB 
luiVB oiiscn'cd, and placed upon record, that tlie Governor 
nnd Council of Madras had, in tiotorious violation of the 
trust reiwsed in them, preferred individual intenhit to that of 
the Company. 

I'hc vlobtioii of Hyder All's couulry in 1767, is auppooed 
to have origiuoted in the intrigues of thoBe servants of 
the Company, who were trreditore of the Nuwab. They 
Battered him that he might be put in possession of hlysorc, 
to tins revenues of which they looked for the disohargo of 
their own debts probably as a fresh field ibr eatordon. 
That formiduhlo Cldef overran the Carnatic in return, and 
appeared in a few months at the liound-licdgc of Madras. 
Throughout this extensive tract of country, war and famine 
raged dnriug eighteen months pri>dueiug universal desolation. 
Tile population migrated to escape captivity or slaughter, 
and the vicinity of Madras exhibited liiindrecLs of these 
emigrants tlaily dying of exlmusdoii nnd want of food. Hyder 
Ali at hut put an cod to tlie wan llnvliig eluded, by a 
matioenvre, the army opposed to him, he appeared a second 
time before Mndraa, where, on the 3d April, I76y, he dictated 
a peace, embfaclug all exchange of prisoners, and a mutual 
rcstoradon of coiu]uc*ts. The periodical rtuns whkdi bad 
hilled llic year before, again disappointed the country in this 
year, and prndaced a iwarcity by 'wdilcb the inhabitants of 
entire Trilluges perished. 
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Thew flventa woukl liave been sufEcient U> pxo^ iipoiii tke 
f (purees of Malomed AH, ft ho Jmil, moreovifr, to hoar part 
of the miUtary charges of the Madras Presidency. Hi* poblic 
debt to the Compajiy coatlauctl to increaBe; and that iho 
revenues of the Caruatic laJ^ht not be diverted in favour of 
private crtMiitorit, die claims of the latter were, iu 1777^ iacor- 
porated ft-idi the former. 'rhe» debts, which were, iu 1785* 
the Bubjeci of Parlmmentnry inquiry, tbgn amounted to 
the enormous sum of £4,440,0(HI of sterling money of Great 
Britain, prodneing ajiiiuitie*, at their Ecvcrnl ralcB of interest, 
of £023,two, of which £a8ai,(HW stood chargroble to the 
revenue of the Carimdc.' By artides of agreement with 
Mahomed Ali, in June, 1785, be consented to pay twelve 
lues of pagodas per annum towards his public and iirivoie 
debts, and four lacs of pagodas per ojiuam ns Us share of 
the Compuiy-B Miliuiry Peace JistabiyimeiiL By treaty 
owcuted in February, 1787, the permanent subsidy wJ 
increased to nine la« of pagclas, with n provision, that ia 
the event of war, four-fifths of Lis wliole revenue should tio 
made avaikhle to li,c discharge of its c.vpeiisea; tim an.nnd 
payment of twelve kes towards hia debts contifiuiue □» 

In 1792, U appearing that the resources of Mahomed Alj 
were not etjual to his cugagemciits, a new treaty becutne

revenues of the Curnatie ^ on the occurrence of which condti- 
geney. tlie Jaghcerdara of the Kuwab's family should be 
secured in llicir Jagheens, mteil at 9, ltlii)ll pagodas^ and 
onc-fifth of tlie net revenues should be ixiid over to the 
I^uwab« TVTfthrtmed All died in October, 1795 i the firm ally 
of tbe Eugibh for fort)' yeai^. The connection gave to him a 
ihrmiL!, and to tbe Company possessions half as large as 
[rehuidt He wns succeeded by his soDt Oomdut-ool-Oomra, 
who died ju 1601- 

A long course of mal-ndininistraticiii, conjoined witli a 
discovery, made on tbe capture of feoringupatam in 1/99, of a 
correspondence lictwecii Mahomed Ali^ in hw latter days, 
tforndut^ool-Oomm, and Tippoo Sultaun, for the re-eKlubliiib- 
ment of the bannera of tlm Prophet in the Carnatjc, and 
expuLiion of the English, determined the Company, agreeably 
to certiiiu nrticltsi of ihe triaity of 17^^ nssume die 
government of the Caruntic. On the iiistidlntiou, therefore, 
of the Nuwnb, Azcem-ood-Dowbi, on the Miwniid of die 
CjiTfiaticj a treiity was executed, by which all bis posses¬ 
sions, with die exception of hb boufichold lands, were tjaiis^ 
furred to the Company, which took on itself the whole of the 
debts of tlic late Kuwabs. A fifth part of die net revenue, 
which was never to be less tliau P2,000 pagodas a mouth, 
assigned to tbe Nafimb and bis heirs, for maiHtcnaiicc- Provi- 
sioTi wms also made for the fiimdies of the late NuwabSi 
Mabointil All anti tJoimdut-noli-ODtfim; and the Jagliccr 
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ItindS) ai^oeubly Ui tlic tr«!aty of 1792, yicldlDg s rcvciiue of 
S,l3,42l pn^tKliia, were seciired to the principal officers of 
the late i^overniDont. By this nrnuigcinent, the Company 
acqiiiTcd iiosseiisiDn of tlie districts of NeJJore, Ougole, Arcot, 
Bulicsrt, Climlcput, Pojitlicheny, Tritdiinopoly, Tatijore, 
TiiicvcHy, Diodigul, Rainnad, Madura, &c. whi ch are dm tied 
into eight eolIcctonihipH, Azcum-oml-Dowhi died in tSlO, 
and wiw succeeded by his sort, Axeem Jali. The family reside 
in the Clu'pniilc gardens, ivliifh being situated wthJn the 
jurisdietiuii of the Sapreme Court at Muiims, bus given rise 
to coDiplointB of proi.-ecdIng!i at tnw us being iucousistent with 
the Nuwub's rights of sovereignty.

The first of die fiimily who held the vicc-r«gal throne of 
Bengal, was Meet JaiRcr All Khan, un officer who had 
iiervcd witJi ilistiiiction under three former Viceroys of these 
provluees, and who eomuuttided the principal iiart of the army 
under ,Siiraja-Ilowb, whiMi> memory is renderctl ao infamous 
by Lis destruction of the English prisoners in the Black Hole 
at Calcutta. The tletennined Itosdlil^ of Surtijn-Dowla 
towards die English, and violence towards hk nobles:, origin 
nnlcti a conspiracy nmotig them, which Jed to a treaty between 
Jaffier Ali Khan and die Engbsli, by which the Litter unilertnok 
to miso him to the .Suoliehship of Bengal, Bahar, and Orissa. 
Till* was cfTecled by tlic overthrow at PJoosey, un SOdi Jane, 
1737, cif the reigning SiMibehdar, Suroja-Dowla. By die 
ttcaty which look place at this time the limite of the fftclDries 
were extended by a gmiit of ailjomiiig lands; nnd the 
Zumceiidaree, or lease, of the twenty-four PergutiJiuh:S lying 
between CalciiLta and Caipce, was torifeircd iipan the C'otnpony 
at an ariiimil reiit of 2,33,0(» rupees. By the same treaty, 
die commercial privileges of the Company were eiterjdcd, tile 
French expelled from Bengal, uud those who had suffered by 
the capture of Calcaltu were amply remiiiierated. 

Some years afterwards, it was iKscoveroil tliat uitrigacs laid 
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been set on fuat, Imving feu- tlieb phjecta tlie cxpuUbn of the 
English from Bengali in which it appciired to a committee 
of iiTvestigntion that Jo-ffier All bore n port. A hostile 
feeling had been evinced hy^ on obstriiction of the Company's 
commercial ageny In llio performance of their diity^ and there 
being a great deficiency of revenue, iiotwithstmidiiig tlie 
most oppressive e:£acdons, n sense of justice towards the 
oppressed people of Bengal, over whom it wan now disco¬ 
vered that a poraon Imd been raised iiiodec^uatc to Uie titsk of 
govern! iign uidueed the t!oinpaiiy*s servants to cAercLse the 
right of interference which they hud ucquircdj and resolve 
upon ihe ilcposUiou of Jaffier. Hk aon4n-bw, Cassiiu All 
Khun, was therefore invested, as Nidbt or deputy, with the 
admiuislrution of uffuirs, and deehiTed his eventuU successor. 

The force mainlined at this time fur the defence of the 
Bcn^ provinces, was 500 European cavTiIry, ®00 European 
inhmtr)', and 8tM)0 sepoys. E^iHjrience had shewn tlic 
necessity of seciiring a fixed resource for defraying its charges, 
uot dependent upon the tapricCj or mismanaged revenues^ of 
u native prince* Tills security wos obtained hj a treaty with 
Cassim All Khan, dated 'iTili September, 1700, in which he 
assigned to the Company, for the expenses of the army, the 
districts of Burdwati, Midimpoor, and Chittagong^ Casern 
Ah dJsap|>ointed the expectations formed of him. He abolished 
tlmse pardcular iminuniLiea granted by hia predecessors to 
European traders, which gave them so great on udvontage 
over native inland merchants* But being compelled to rescind 
Im orders on this head, ho exempted the latter also from the 
payment of customs, which inea'iiiro, andoubiedly just in 
itself, seema neverthel*^, from die |iernicioits practice of 
permitting civil aei^'Mits to traffic, to have engendered against 
him mach displeasure- He olso raised on army disciplined by 
Europeans, and, it k believed, contemplated the expidgion of 
Lis ]>atrons from Bengal- An English envoy, aiul most of 
his I nitty, tliough funiisJieil with Cassim Ah's passports, W'cre 
w^iyliiid and ^liot, and 2W> English prisoners were u&sassirtated 
at Patna at his in'^tigudoii, by his fhvotirito General Samroo^ 
a renegude German^ The operatioius ag^unst him were 
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vigarulu usjd Tupid. Cas«im Ali'» tumy Eustained a signal 
defeat at Gheriah, and Meongheert wLieli be had made bia 
capital, wa» taken after a regular siege, Putna carried 
by starai an the Btli NaveaiW, T763 j but Cassim All escaped 
to Oiide, where be afterwords persuaded the Vizier to espouse 
his cause. It wua the overbeoriag conduct cf the Company's 
servauLi which made Cassioi Ali an enemy, but Ills atrocious 
criiiics justified their dethroning him. 

In the meantime, JafBer, who, it was discovered. Lad been 
unjustly degraded, vwis reinstated in July, 1763; bat, worn 
out with age and mlinnity, he died in the following year. 
With regard to the aecmiatinns wldcb had chiefly led to his 
deposition, the eummittec wbo planned It had been grossly 
Heceivedi hor the more eHectuiJ dcieiice of the provinces, 
he raised, on his restoration, an auxiliary fiireo, in addition to 
the subsidiary, of 13,000 cavalry and 12,000 iiifentry. 

•laScr was succeeded by Lia son, Nujeem-Ood-Dowla, a 
boy of eighteen years of age, witli wJioin a treaty was 
concluded in February, 1765, by which the Company engaged 
to secure him in the i^bebdaiy, and support him against all 
euemit^; OH his jiart, he pronitscd to continue an advance of 
five lacs of rupees per mouth, agrecil to by hia father, towunis 
the estni eipenRCS of the war uith the Via-ier. The Emperor 
of Delhi Jiaving, subsequently, been giacitnisly pleased to 
grant to the Company the Dewanee of these provijices, with 
the Tcvenaes thereof, on certciin conditiuns, one of which was 
to provide for the personal expenses and dignity of llie 
SoobeUdar, this grarii entirely siipencdcii hia authority, and 
ves^ the sovereignty in the Company; Init his eonctirrenee 
in it was not obtained undt six weeks after, on the 30th 
September, 1765, when he consented to accept for peraonal 
expenseg, thesum of I7,7a,854rupees, and for Aswarry (troopii, 
&c, for parade) die sum of 36,07,277 rupeca, agreeably to 
sfheilides given m by him. Nujecm'OOil-DnwIa died in the 
following year, and was succeeded by Lis brother, Suef-otal- 
Dowtm On hia accession, a treaty was conduded, dated 19th 
May; 1766, when the amount for Aswnrry was rerluccd to 
24,07,277 nq™. Suef-ood-Dowla died in 1770 , njid hn 
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broLbcTi Moobaruic-dotl-DowIa, wiis invited ba his successor. 
The principal conditions of thk accession treaty, on die part 
of the Nu^tkh^ that the tribute of Bengal fihfmld condnae 
to be paid in iDsUxlmentA of *2| I6,@G6 rupees per foontb to die 
Emperor, and specifies aunnally fur himself tiipees 

for pewmad expenses, together with 16,00,000 rupees for 
Aswarry, The whole stipend, of this fiunily was, two years 
after, reared to 16,00,000 rupees {or £1B0,0D0) per annum, 
which is the sum now' paid to the repre$eiitaliTC of die femilyi, 
Mci>biirak-OQd-Dowln died in J706, and wns sucifeedEd. by 
his sou, 5Jaiim-ool-Moolki who died in 1810, and was 
succeeded by hia son, SyeJ Zein-ood-Deen Ali Khan, then 
seventeeu years of age. The f amily reside at Mooishedahod, 
the ancient capital of Bengali

MuNBuaAM, the founder of the Zumcenchiree of Bojuires, 
po^^sesaed ori^mnlly no inorc tlmii half the dlhige of Gunga-^ 
jioor, but dirqiigh tlie favour of the Soobebdar of die proTiiice, 
and by id odes of ambition usual in HindocwtanT becoming 
security for the rents of Lmdholders, outbiddiag some, and 
expeUing tilhcrs for nou-perforrauice of engagemonta, he bad 
acquired in nineteen ycarii until hfs death in 174(1, dlstrijcts 
yielding a grosia revenue of 24,5O,(H)0 rupeeSp Bill want Shig, 
sou of Miinsuram, obtniued die usual Mosnuds for his huher'a 
possessions, and iu the thirty year? of hia managenient, 
acquired from the Viasiers Sufdor, Jung and Shuja-ood- 
Dowla, and also from the Em pern, addidona] jKissessinnft, 
rated at 06,006 rupees- He maile primte overtures Co the 
Euglish when diey were at war, in 1764, with bis femkl 
saperbr, the Vbfbr* w'ho treated with him, fram not knowing 
lietter at that tiitie, as a soVEreign Prince, 

Tlie King of Delhi-, who had placed himflclf under protection 
of tlie English after the battle of Buxar, tranafeircd the 
sovereignty of bis posttessions to die CompuiVi on condition 
of dieir reducing the V'ijtier to obcdjeiiec+ Bui on tbe 
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couclusbn af tlie treaty ttf 16tli August, 1T65, these 
were restored to the Vizier, aa a free gift by the Company, 
he engaging to exnct only the same tribute m Leretofere, vLt» 
20,00,008 rupees |ier annum^ On the {Icccnse of Buluiint 
Sing, In 1770, his son, CLeyt Sing, W'Ss conlifnied in tlie 
succession by the Mzler, on an iucrcoHil rent of tw'o lacs 
ami a half. In May, 1775, a suhsiHiary treaty was exeeutetl 
between the Vizier and tlie Conipnny, when the aoTcrelgiity 
and possessions of tlie districts rented by Cheyt Sing were 
made over in perpetuity to the British Gorerimient. In the 
fotlowliig year, hy a deed, dated tSth April, ]77fi, the 
Ziimceiidaree was confirmed iu the femily of Cheyt Sing fur 
ever, at a fixed annual rent, or tribute, of 22,21,745 rupees. 
This deed, beiug afterwards discovered to be contrary to the 
usages of India, wns anivtdled ; niid an attempt being imide to 
reduce the Raja to bis original condition of a fanniiig land¬ 
holder, he, ill 1781, rose in tiLSurrecdon against tlie meastircs 
of die Govemor-Gcneral. After no unequal conflict, Clicyt 
Sing took refuge in Sindhia'a camp, where be was boiiourably 
received, and appointed to a comtuantL He died at Gwaibr 
in 1810, and Jiis family now enjoy pendoiiB at Benares, 
amoiiiitiiig to 23,000 rupees. On tiic flight of Cheyt Sing, 
his sister’s son, Mchjpnamin, a minor, wils, by a deed dated 
I4th September, 1781, eonfitmed in the Zuinoendoree, hU 
fatlicr being appointed to the charge of It, under the title of 
Xalb, or deputy'', to Ins son, die tribute, however, was raised 
to forty Lies of rupees, being within *>,03,741 rnpees of the 
full mnouTit of his assessment, whicli sum was left for the 
perMiitil expenses and Aswarry of the Raja, including stipends 
and lands to his relations and dependeuLs. At leiigtli, in 
1787, negotiatiotis were cammeneed, to [ircnul on tlie Knja 
to relinquish ibe iidministratioii of Ills Zumeernfaree concerns 
into the hands of the British Goveniment, which be Jiad 
heretofare. been allowed to exercLse with a degree of regal 
authority. These ended, in 1794, in an agreomeiit, by u'bich 
the Rajii retains his authority over certain patrimonial lands of 
inconsiderable extent, and the rest of the province of Benares 
is now administered hy tlic Company's officers, a certain slmre 
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the surplus Tcv^oues or cifee^ above ihe fixed tribute of 
forty lacs, being sisRigTied for tlw pcreonal expeoR^JB of thfn 
Ufiju^ iiliich, in [827-^% nnionKited to about ru|ieo&. 


H[S HIGHNESS THE RMA OF TANJOHa 

Tanjohe formed part of the eonquestsaclitevqd by SlruJijce, 
the gen end of the Malimttus in the fierviee of the King of 
Eeejapoar, and father of Si^^ajee^ the renowned oiaserlor of 
Ilijidoo indepctiflencic. On Shalijee^a dcatli, in l<?64t hifl 
second Mn, Vejiknjee, was confirmed siiecesiior in Jik Jogheenh 
Sind be]rl them undistiirliieEi undl 1679, W'hen Sirajec, liftving 
settled his conquests m other C|imrter£i, ridted this purl of the 
peninsula^ and, after a stiglit niiequol enntc^Kt between Uie 
brotliors Venkajee was eonfaruied in the possession of TanjorCt 
on eotiditjoti of papng half the revenue to SivnjcOiP These 
nre tlie ancestors of tJic present fiinnly* I'he kingrbm of 
Eojnpoor] of wtdeb Tonjore furfned a part, ceased to exist 
in im% 

Tbc first time that the British came in contuet with this 
state wiLS III 174&1 wlien they sent a body of troo^^ from Fort 
St David, to restore to the Mnsnud Syajee, the grandson of 
Venhajee, and only legitimate son of his father, Tookujee, 
who was the youngest son of Venkajee, hut die only one of 
them leaving heirs. The object of the expedition fdlcdi but 
the price of (he assistfiTkcCj the Fort of Devi-eoltaj was oE>taiticd 
from tlie reigning HjiJel The Raja of Tnajore wus tributary 
to the Nnwab of the CarnatiCi who found it ttecesmryr in 
September, 1771, to send an army into his territory, priiielpaiiy 
compoeicd of Company's troops, by which the nojo, TfKiljoJee, 
was compelled to pay the two years' arrears of tribute, ut four 
lues of rupees per annum, ami to assign ilbtrjcts to the 
Nutvab, yielding isixLeen laizs, to poy the expenses of Bic 
w^iiT, wdueh w^ere estimated at thirty-two lact.

rt^to ration of the Roja^ which wnfl farntally done in April, 
1776* The Raja tlieu applied for a snbstdmr}^ force, and 
offered territory in the district of MubnrgtiCHlyi inrludin;^ the 
flea-port town of Kogfire, yielding fonr laofl of pagoilas^ for 
liiiUTiteiianco. This does not appear to liave l>een complied 
witli liolil 1787, when tlie growing' power of the Mysore 
flbito, aiifl the ohi'ioTinly ain];dtii>ns views of itfl Chief, suggested 
tlio expediency of a conlition for ihe future defence and 
protection of the Compatiy’a tcrritoriea, or well a$ those of 
their allies: it wtir amiiigeil, thcrcforei that the Nabob of the 
Carnntic, and Ilajn of Tanjore, should bear tlicir shure, in 
proportion to iheir respective revenueF^ of the expense of the 
niuinteiiaiire of the Madras army, about to be inereajsed* Ry 
treaty, dated lOth Apnl, 1787, witb Ameer Sing, who hnxl 
Biiccecded \m father^ Tooljajee, during tlic preceding year, it 
was agreed, that he shoulil pay four lacs of pagodas annually, 
into the Company's trertaiiry, towards defraying the Military 
Pence EstabElshiuent i and tliat four-hftlis of tlie whole flflcal 
revenues sliouhl \ic applied to tlie tnllitary expenses, on the 
occurrence, and during the coiitiniuincer of war* 'Jlie trihiitc 
to the Nnwab of the Qirmitic, which luid been ullmvcd to 
rcinuio In arrejir for eleven years, was tmufiferrcil to tlm 
Company, who also hecanie giiutuuti'e for cortaiii of Lih debts 
to Rritish subjects, iunountiiig to about four lacs of jiagodas. 
Toward** Uie liquuktitiii of lliese debts, the arrears of tribute, 
and prospective trib[ite, a htrUmr yearly sum of three Inca of 
pagudii;^,\i'aB allotted ; leaWng thus to tbe Raja, after ilediicthiii 
■of tJiesc sums, a luilunce of three kta for his current expenfl!^, 
when the full revenue of his cuiiutry, estimated at ten bca of 
pugiMlaSp should be realized. An Asiatic temtorial revenue 
being dependent ujwii the periodical roinfl, is ever duchiriEtng : 
a fixed tribute becomes, tiiiiler such circumstances, ni one 
season light, in nnoLber opprcBsive; but whether ji fixed 
flnm, or a per cnitagc of the realized rcveinie, k- the mure 
equitublc, is diseussetl in anotber jilace. It soon lu'c^atoe 
ubviom^ that the Itnjft's reROUrces were iiritijufll to Jjfs 
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cn^>igemeiit 5 ^ n,ntl a new treaty wns executed in 179*3^ hy 
which tlic sub&idy vms reduced to 3j50jCH)0 {laigodni; and as 
die condition of the Tanjorc country rcJidiTcd a Buupen^ioii of 
the tritmte absolutely requbiite, die payment on (liat account, 
and private debls together, was hied at 1,10,000 f>agoda» per 
atiiiimi} for three ycutt^ at tlie ejpiralioii of which period, tlic 
whole sum to he paid by him annuaUy, including AulaiTtly and 
private debta, was fixed at 5,74i2t^ iwgndas. A fmiure an 
the port of the Uaja was to entitle the Company to ubsuisc 
the marmgement of oertiiin diAlriets, calimated to yield tkb 
amount. A provisiou for the aupport of Surfoojee, the 
adopted son of Tooljajoc, and the nmiotenance of the u Idows 
of die latter, formed another aUenatiou of 14,000 pagodas from 
the fiscal revenue. 

In IJOa, die Raja, Aoieer Sing, was deposed, and a sum of 
25,1)00 pagodiLi per annum set aside out of llie revenue fat 
his tnaintCRance. Sarfoojee, the adopted son tif Tooljajee, 
w-as raised to the throne, hat the Hritisb admjnistTaUDd, 
revenue and judicial, was tjitroduccd into the country* The 
Cainpaiiy, in assuiaing the maiiagement of the revenues, set 
aside out of them n fixed sum, amoutiling to one lac of 
fiagodiis annually, besides one-fifth of the net amount realised, 
for the mniiiteiitmee of Surfoolee^ TTie payinenta to his 
Itigliiiess on tliis account, amounted, in 182^29, to 1),^1,182 
rupees. He lias hia own Court of JuBticc, and his only 
luititary cxpeiiflcs are for the gurrisana of die two Forts of 
Tan jure, which tugcdier eoniibsL of about fifteen hundreil 
irregular infanlr)'* 

Surfuojee died on the 7ih March, 1832, and on the I7lh 
the instullntion of his soti took plaee, under tlic titles of 
Shreemunt, Rnjtuiree, Slvnjcc, Muluinya, CLutorptitce. 


B^JEEROW Rt’OlKlKATH, THE EX-PKSihV A. 

Thu first of this family who attained emiacuce, UtiUajcc 
WiBwanjitb, olfieiated ns uii accountant widi die MaliratUi 
army in 1713, from which comptimiively Iiuinhle stotion he 
w^ls ele^-nted, in 1717, to the nmk of Peshwu, nr Chief 
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Minuter: lie Lpld tli<! office at lih deatli in 1720^ and left k 
to 1)13 Bajeerow BuilaL Tlic Muinattn nation owe to 
I lie coiniiict of tlik line af PesLwaa, at once dieir g'lory nod 
tlicir ilownfaiij tlicir right to tribute from every natiuti in 
India, and the dodiac, Bid iversion, tin d eveiiliial iticorpomtion 
of their cuirntry with tlic Anglo-liidiau Empire, Tlie details 
of jnilitary opcratJoii^^ nr properly, perhaps, predatory oxeiir- 
^0113 of this people, including ever)' fact conneoLed with their 
riae, progress, ami decline, btdag already befure tljc public, 
fn iVfr Gnuit DufpM " History of the Mabrattas,” a brief 
notice Ls only intended here. 

The first treaty of Basseija, in July, l7tV% (in which 
Bajceraw,and not lib master, vios the party trenlcd witli,) Hunts 
the Briiisli possessiohS at Bombay to that Isluiid, and about 
a mile of the ocean. Iktjeerow died in 174U, leaving tlie 
Peflhwnshiji to hLi soil, Btilkyec Bajeeiow, styled Naiui SoJiib- 
In 174^1, SaJioo, the j^eant Kaja of the MalimtCos, died, nnd 
iLougli u nominal supremoey in the state was coadnned in hts 
tlimily, it wu^ only an elevation to a throne and a prii^on ; tlo? 
custoily of the BjiJu’s peusoii, and an iincontrolled power^ being 
vested in the Peshwo, who becamet Siiaortiiii over all 

the Chiefs of the Mahratta eonfeiierocy. The aueccsisful 
e 3 E]>ivlidons niider Coiui^oilorc James, anil lastly, Watw>n and 
Clive, ngniast the piratical power formed on tlie ivost coast of 
Indio, by the Angria family, led to a trealy in Oeted^er, 1750, 
by ti’ineb Bankoat, and nmny important coiumereia] advan¬ 
tages, were conceded to the C-oinptmy* 

Naan Suhib liled in 1761, it Ml suppuBed of grief, occa¬ 
sioned by the result of the diBOStrou^ battle of PunijiDt, and 
was sneceeded by hU son, Madhourao Ballajce, styled the 
Great, who, by a treaty in SepU'mber of that year, granted 
farther advantages to the Bombay GovemmenL After the 
doceaHe, of Afodhoamn, hi s brotlier, Nanien Iliio^ a min or, 
succeeded the office of Peahwo, under the guardianship of 
his uncle, IliigDonut]i llap, m W'ell known to the English, 
under tlio name of Bugohu. Naraen Itao was ossasrinated by 
rijlliarv«t employed, it Is believed, by Kngoha, who offieijiled a<i 
PcHhw'n for a few' iiioutlis, until it \vii& discovered rhnt tiic 
widiiw- Cl f the mnrilcrcd yo it ih wjlm prcgniuit* 1 lore com m enced 
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the downfnU of tie Pcwma slate. A number of CLie& cottfir- 
derated, formed » liegenejr, and cx]*elled Rugobii} who took 
refuge at Surat; but tlie Bombay GoTenimcnt agreed to 
support his pretensions to lie PesliWiship, or Regency. A 
treaty with him took place in 1775, ernbraeitig territorial 
cessions, and proridijig present funtls for the maintenance of 
the troops with which he wns assisted. The Bengal Govem- 
meot, who had been ajiplfcd to by tbe apposite pitrty, 
disapproved* of the measures of the Bombay Government; 
the troops were reealled io consequence, and the treatj'- 
annulled. ITie interference of the Bengal Government ended 
ill the conclmdon of a disadvantageous treaty in May, I77d, 
which, notwitlistaoding, ■ivisi' 'Holated by tie Regency in 
almost every article- Both Presidencies now concurred in 
nHording assistance to Hugoba, with whom a new treaty was 
formed in 177a which leii to the invasion of the Mahratla 
territory for that purpose, mid the disgraceful convention of 
Wurgaom* in the following year. In May, 178t2, the necessity 
of meeting the aggressions of Hyder Ali, eoostriutied the 
Coiopany to conclude a peace witli the Mabratta Regency, by 
which they relinquished all their material conquests, though 
thov secnretl an honourable provision for Hiigoba. 

In l7iK), the PesltWB Sewai Madhoorao was one of the 
parties of tlie triple alliance formed agniust Tippoo Sultnuii, 
and shared in the division of half that Prince's torritoric*, 
which, at the teriuinadou of the war in February 1/9'% he 
nns compelled to cede to the Allies, together with 33U,00,000 
rupees, or upwards of £3,Mt>,0n0 sterling. The territory 
acquired by tbe Pesliwa, amounted to 13,16,666 rupees of 
revenue, and wassitualeil contigttoiw to the Lcreditary posses¬ 
sion of tlie Mnhrattas in the Duab, 

The victory' obtained nt Puoiiu, 23th October, l«i02, by 
Jcswiint Rao l lolkur over SiniUiia and the Peshwa, occiisiaueil 
the latter to throw himself into Uie hands of the British

fiecdtid Trifaty i>f Uass^in, for the ri^toratiou of llajeerow 
Rugoonatlk, the son <it Rugoonnth Rao, tu the MiiBtiud at 
PDoiia. From former alliance u'itli tliia ftimily, it was con¬ 
sidered obligatory on the Brilasfli GoverJiment to him in 
recoverijig ami maintaining him in IiLb unquestioinedrights. The 
Company therefore engaged to famish him with a periDaneiit 
BubHidiary force of sis [hou.mnd nadve infantry, with the miual 
proportion of Europenn ardJJejy, for tho support of wbicli* 
territories, nito<l at twenty-sis lacs of rupees* wore ceded in 
the Deccan mid Carnatic. Ily a supplemental treaty in the 
following year, a regiment of cavalry was added to tlic subsi- 
duiry force, and the terrkoriiil cessions differently arnuiged. 
TJie territory ceded in tlie Comatic, of whicdi tho revenoo was 
fnted at 1^,16,000 rapees, was restored for a portion of Btm- 
delcundj rated at rupees, the difference being to 

provide for die addidoniil regiment of cavalry, tbe extra 
expenses of the war, pnd reduction of Boondelcand* Over this 
province, the Peshwa's authority had not been more tbiui 
aomlnal, as his manager had never remitted any of the revenue 
to Poona. ■'rLe nuLLtary protecdon of hia hereditary possessions 
may therefore be Add to have been secured to him at small 
cost. By one of the articles of thU ifeatjv he engaged in time 
of war to co-operate widi a cantingent of five thousand cavalry, 
and three thooeand uifaiilry, but which he had never been 
required to keep up, until, forgetting hifl obligatiojLs to the 
British Government, be cngagetl in a variety of ijitrigLicn 
against them, when the latter utls compelled to have rccouiM 
to arms in May, 1017. The treaty of Poona took place in June 
following, when the Peshwa was compelled to cede territory for 
the maintenance of the cnndngent, which the British under¬ 
took to raise and miiintain. On the 5th November following, 
when at peace, be attached, plundered, and burnt the Poona 
Residency, whicli led to the battle of Khirkce, where being 
repulscdt he shortly after bceamc a fugitive at the head of his 
army, until overtaken on the 3d June, 1818^ when hefomudly 
renounced tlie sovereignty of bb dominiuns, to whieli the Com- 
|>any had now acquired a right by conqurat. Hu i 4 tis allowed 
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ta fis Ills residence at my place iiortt of tli.c Nerbudda, and 
has now a liberal stipend allowed Lim, of eight kes of rujHi'es 
per anauM, wbleh, as he Las no cidlilrcn, will revert to iLe 
douofs. He IS oUierwise known to be jK^^sed of consider¬ 
able treasure. His permanent residence is Ritlioor, a place 
of pilgrbaagev oi* Jiimnn, where he keeps up a good deal 
of statG^ and maintains a body guard of four Landred horse. 

The dcposal of Bajccrow» an inveterate, if not a very 
pow'crfal enemy, wearing the mask of the closest friendsLIj^ 
contributed cssejitially to the stability of the Britiali power m 
Initk. Tbc Peshwa, though no longer the acknowledged 
head of the Mahratln confederacy, had btiU a sort of hcrediLiry 
iufluence :ii tire Durbars of imat of the substuntivc states, and 
it had, daring a eonsidembic period, been used by Bajuerow 
in fostering plots to overturn the British power. The oouqiiest 
of his territories pat the Company in posws&ion of a farther 
revenue, which, in ISHa, exceeded one million sterling, eiclu- 
Sivc of Jughcera, but including former cessions. These 
UTOoUHted to afi,IG,000 rupees in 1803-% anil in 1817 to a 
farther sum of iU,(H},000 rupees, to maijitain the contingent- 
The improved mituagemcot of these aequisitioiis, lapses of 
JaghLSjrs and pensions, together with an eventual reduction of 
the troops, for which the eeaaions of 1617 were obtamwl, will 
give to tire Company, in the course of lime, u large suridua 
revctiuiJ from tlio fjotlliuesti 

ViNAEEK Rao, CAPr.4 Siinti, 13 die son of the kto Amrut 
llao, wlujliad been adopted liy lire Ei-rcsbwak fallicr, when 
be despaired of having an heir. Amrut Bno kssumed tho 
goverimrent of I’oona during the ohacnee of IJajeerow, m 
Novemher 18Q3. He refused the Peshwnahip, hut lie allowed 
Ilk son, tire ptescuL Viiumek lUo, to be bvested with dre 
dignity. On tire iidvunoe of the Brilish forces into the 
Deccan, for the purpowof estahlisliing Bajeernw, negoliaUons 
wore opened wiUi Amnit Rao, who was then pliuidenng the 
eoimlry, at die bead of a body «f horse, which ended in hii

He experienced the mmt bnnurne and liberal treat- 
meiit on bis submission ; and, after the diMehargo of his debts

Thu anceslor of tkb fiunily, the Peahwa Bajemw Bullab 
hadj □□ leading Boondeleijnd ki l74d, brought with him to 
the Deecaji a Mahomedan beauty, the celebiateti MusUmoo, 
mill from this coimecdoii, wholly repugnant to tko obLigadoaii 
of kls caste, or order, was bom Sbumsbeer Ealiadoor, after¬ 
wards tbe leader of a divisiozi of the Mdiratta army^ at the 
head of w^hieb he fell, at the battle of PajiipiiL 

His son, All Buhadoor, was sent with u body of troops from 
Pooiin, about 17^, to co-operute with Stiidkia in ejftcjiiling 
tlio Mahratta possessions in Hiiidouitaii. But a dispute orlHing 
between Sindkia and the retnarhabLe Himmnt Dabudoor, (the 
spiritual guide funl military leader of the Gosneens,) liie latter 
took refuge with Ali Bakaiioer, who held, for the Uruc, a 
casual supremacy, from being intruHted by tJie PeskHn witj* 
the niitioJiiLl standard in tkis expedition* Thk UhI to the 
SL-cesrioti of i^sindhb, and abandonment of that object

Hijnmut Bulsfliloorj who hud alreikdy acquisfedj in the cen- 
fiiHion of the timesj possessions in Boondekimd, ^'tiltidd at 
thirteen lacs of rupees annudil^i apprehending their lass by 
the restomtion of tiHiiquiUily, suggested to Ali Buliadoor, ond 
united witli him for die refLuction of tlie teat of the province, 
iviiich they accordingly inradedi Jii 1790, at the heail of forty 
tlmusand men. The forces of the vnrioiis natiTe cldefo were 
snccessiveiy defeated j and the whole couiiitfyi and its places 
of strongtli, iu which it nboands, were nominally gnbilued, 
ivith die exception of die Fort of Kidlinjor, which AU UiihadcKir 
had been two yean* besieging: when he dictl, in 1W2. His 
elder eon, Shumshecr Baliudoort was at the time absEiit at 
Poona, which brought aSout tie eleTadon of hia halWwother, 
Zoolhkar All, an infimt two yeiira of uge, to the ^luMnud, by 
the [nstruTneiitality of hha uncle, Gbunnee Bahftdoor, and 
Himmut Bahadoor, the former of whom assumed the regency, 
with tlie command of the army, and continued the dege, 

Shumshcer Bahadoor, then eighteen years of age^ on 
receiving iotdligence of the death of hb parent, obtained from 
Amrut Rao, then acting Peshwn, die iiivesliture of bis father's 
succession, and proceeded to Ilouudelcuiid, where his first 
act^ after assnining the administration of aAuirs, wto to scii/e 
his node, and administer poison to him. 

About thin time llic cession of Bound elcuiid to the BritL-th 
tfovemmeut took place, ttiid Sbutiisheer Bahndoor prepared 
to resist its ocenpiLtion. After some slight afiairs with the 
British troops^ die defection of his chiefs, and pnrricuhirly of 
his wdly ally, Himmut Bahadoor, Avho made his ow'n borgmn 
with die invading army, he mude overtnres of submissloii. 
Ha came over to die Britii^h camp on the ISth Jaiiiiar}-t 1W4, 
and on gi^^ng orders for the cviicnmtioii of idl the forts sdll 
occupied by his adherents, au anniird pen^^ion of four bes of 
rupeea ivus Nettled upon him nnd his fineccfiscrs for ever. Hu 
kept up, for purpcKicis of fsimde, a guard of al>out five hiuidretl 
cavalry, in fan try j and artillery, dressed and armed like British 
troops- He was succeeded by his half brother, Zooltikar Ali, 
who usually resides at Byiubii He inliiures auti cndeavoiir» 
to assimie Kngliiih manners and custuina. His dress is partly 
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English, miH ilie furuituri! of lib ptiloc^ b aLmoet whuUy fin. 
He lias an cslcneivc racing and [latraaLec^ libeniJly the 
turf at CawiijHKir* He, however, ftbstaina from the for bidden

Himmut Btiliadoor died h% labd, at 8c?emy years of nge; 
but his Joghecr, by treaty, rated at twenty lacs for the 
N up port of tiMi tJi ousaud cavalr)', dot resumed lui dl ; 
another Joghcer was tbeii conferred on his ^pn, the Itaja 
Neeriiiidur Geer^ at Ra^lLun, in the Donb of tlie Jumna and 
Ganges yieldiug annually 1,^15J>(M) rtipeet; W'hila hhi other 
desceodniits now receive pensions exceeding GOJJOO rupees. 

THE descendants of HYDER ALl AND TLPPOH 
SULTAUN. 

The JVlahomecbii dynasty of Mpore may be dated from 
17dl, when Hyder Alt assumeil the regency, and ter- 
mitiiited with hb fion^ llppoo Sullaun, uu his death, and 
the capture of ScrtTigapalam, in I79i>. Hyder Aii, the most 
formidable opponent the BriLtslL power ever mcL in Inctbi, 
camineuced life as a private hoT^mnn in the corps of hb elder 
brother^ at Depnhnlly, in 174P, uxid for hij^ gulhiiitry ot tho 
siege ho was, before its termination, intrusted witli the eotn- 
maud of fifty Jiorse, two huiHlrod infimtxy, and three htiiidrod 
Belider Peous, or Kumciofiira, a tribe to whose expcrtnesi as 
Lbievea aud siiies, be owed much of his Ruece^s in after life* 
IJyde/s cbaractcr vi'as a eomponition of enurago, ouiiaing, ami 
cruelty j and, la the words of nn able orieotalist, ** he wtv? 
rlbcinguished for all the terrible accoioplUbmeTitsof an Ajoade 
hero,—ef]ually prodigal of fiiith and of bliM>El—equally victa- 
riouB ill the use uf iatrigiii?fl and uf arms f He could iiertlier 
read nor write; but the defect was supplied by an exceedingly 
tenacious memciy, and a sagacity which made it a during 
cxperitnent for secrotnrica to practise deception upon him* 
He cumo ii|Kjn llie stage when anarchy reigned throughout 
Inthai and the sccjiDc uf Mysore wna in feeble haude. Uis 
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father JieiJ in tbe humble fiituatioii of a Nnik of Bevenuc 
reons, about 17 ^, learhig a family destitutB and fnendlesa. 

Hydcr wua a sovereign ill 1761- 

In 1731, Miiham«l All was besSeged in Tritehinojioly, by 
hi» riiid Chuiida Saliib. and the Freiidi; wlica tUe Repnt 
of Mysore, wilh a body of Mabrattt»,a«d tbe Hnja of fttiijore, 
were indneed to join the cause of the tnrmer. Hyder ^'com- 
mnied tbe Regent wUli a corps of five hundred Sepoyo, 
armed with rnttakels, for which be was indebted to the activity 
of bis Kainaosies, This corps, disciplined by European 
deserters, was shortly after increased to twelve hundred meot 
and was the most eflicieiit of the Mysore divLsioD. On the 
siege of Tritchinopoly being raised, possession of U wa* 
claimed by Kuiijraj, the Regent, as tlic fltipuliited price of 
assistance, by a secret treaty with Mahomed All, but of which 
the latter now emded the fulfilment. Tlie Mysotenn remained 
before the place, and liaving failed in his attempts, during the 
jihsencc of Mahomed Ali and his allies, to ^n possessio^iy 
stiatnecm, he, supported by the French, invested it. The 
timely reluni, however, of Miihomcd Ali and Major Lawrence, 
iiDt only saved the place, but led to a series of brilliant actions, 
in whicli English valour and skill were eonspicuoiw, It was 
thus diut Hyder AU, whose cominaiid Lad iucrensed to fifteen 
Imndreil horse, three ihonsond Sepoys, ttvo thousaud Kuuido- 
sies, mid four guns, learned to aiipreciate European 
iind obtained experience which lifierwards proved highly 
beneficial to him. Tritchinopoly was to have been pvcii up 
to KunjraJ ill May, 1754, on certain condiiions bciug per¬ 
formed : but subsequent events dctemiined the English to 
retain iiosacssion of it; and the Regent was coropeUetl t« 
return to Mysore in 1755, to defend bis own tcrntoncs, 
abandoning a favourite project, which hud cost much blood, 
treusurc, and tiffio. In this year Hyder wtia appointed 
Foujihir of Dindigul, and was for two yenm actively cmploy«l 
in reducing the rullgars in that quarter, who resisted tlic 
tribute due by them to Mysore, lie purchased at tins nme 
the sovereignty of Sera from UoHaUit though the latter

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In 1780, Imvjng' returned to Mysore, Hyder htid gnidnsilly

iiiiJigniition of Khundcenio, tho Dewan, to w'hiHte Kigneity, 
deFiaion, mid frlendiihip, Uyder pniitipally oiFt'd liia elevndon, 
TJic fei'Iings of regard Ikeiiig' now siipplnnted by ihe impuUei 
of revenge, Kliunilecnio cu-ope rated mtli Xunjny, m»l 
actackeri Hyder, escaping to Unngnloro, rttlsed nnotker 

army, luid cjicoimtering Jiis op|>oiierit.t|, tins nguin defeated. 
Reduced to e.ttremity, lie, by a bold artifice, succeeded in 
dividing ids enemies, marcberl to £>erLngapataid, assumed tie 
govcrnincut, and reduced tin; Raja to tlic conditinn of a 
peiwoner. Of tlie revenues, llirec kes of pagocks were 
rcBcrred for tLc expenses of tlie Raja, and otie Lie for 
Nunjmj, while Kbuiuleerao was confined In a eage. Hence* 
forth Hyder became tie uncontrolled rider of Mysore. 
Actuated by tlie consciousness that the sword of an usurper h 
never sli^thed with Kifcty, tile improvement of the army 
became Ins chief tare^ while, at the same time, every part of 
the adminiHlrnUuii was vigilantly attended to and watched by 
Lis personal supervision. After the kll of ikndiclieiry on 
the lUth Janumy, 1781, hosk of Enriiperm adveuturcre sought 
his patronage, and such as obtained it beuime essendaily 
Bcrvieeuble to hitn. Tlie first six yenra of hb reign were 
wholly employed in oxtejiding his dominions. He snlnlued 
the Toligars of Hajdmog, HiirponeUy, Chittledrong, and 
Ooscotlnj the Kuwitbs of Savaiiore, Sera, &C.; the Itajas of 
Cochin, Pidghaut, &c.; and I he whole of Ctmaraand Malabar. 

HyJi-r*a first lutcreouRe with the English occurred in 178,% 
wlion be gave |lennis^iun to the Bombay Government to 
unclose and build a factory at Oiiore, with the exclusive right 
of piircliasing iJl the pepper produced in tbe province. JJe 
jj^iited other ndvantuges or exemptions to facilitate eobimer* 
cial iiitercDurw, and excluded Europeans of other iiatjotu from 
settling tLere. On his finid eouijueat of Malabar, in 1786 
he caiitirracd Uie privileges which the Princes in that province 
had grunted to the Company’s commercial ogeiils for the 
exclusive ptirchase of pepper, auidal wood, curdemoms, &c. 
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III 1 767, t^iamcliCpd h^5^ %ViiT ndth thu Engrliib, wbii-li 
l:i?rTuifiRtcd in mi Liijndicious anil treaty of pence at 

Miidm-H, on tlic 3d April, 17(19. Ity tie BtL-eiid orlii'le of 
wliioli, Ilycl^^r All fitoms to Jn.we chIl-ii kited on the fiiture cO’ 
opumtlon uf tlio Compuny against Lis encmico tins Mabmtti^ 
ill dieir pErioiltcal ins'asions of llie ilysurc. Fiiidiiig himself 
disappointed iu this hope, he accused the English of non- 
observance or infraction of treaties? ami hence, probtibly, 
arose tJiat inveterate Lcstility towards theta, which terniintited 
in the ruin of his tunlly. It is ciirioiLH to observe, that in the 
treaty of the year Iwrore, between the Nizam and ike Com¬ 
pany, Hydcr is declared a rebel and uBii^Ter, 

From "tlie above period, llyder seems to have been solicitous 
to form ii ciBser alliance with the English. In August, 1770, 
be concluded a treaty with the Bombay Government, in which 
he repeats his permissioti to build and enclose factories at 
Otiore and Carwar; gnuiti tlie monopoly of the pepper, 
Buiidui wood. &e. produced in bin own and the conquered 
prm itices; stipulating that part of the price be paid in guns, 
military stores, &c. Free peimiHsion also given to 

purchase and export timber (teah ciceptt'd) from Malabar, 
and tlie English were to take precedence of all other nations, 
European or Asiatic, in mattcra of cerctnoiiy. 

In 1771, hard pressed by tlie Midiruttas, hia army nearly 
annihilated, and his resoiircea destroyed, Ilyiler in vain 
solicited aid from the English, though offering, us the price 
of it, both territory and money. After fifteen montlis of 
hopeless war, he obtained peace, by paying tliirty bc9 of 
rupees, and ceding part of bis icrritory (o the Mahnitliis, 

lie rcnew'ed bis proposals for n closer alliance, by envoys 
sent to Madras, in December, 1773| but after waiting until 
May, 1775, in tbc hope of effecting it, he dismissed iLiboinwl 
All’s envoys from his court, and prepared to form aconncctioti 
with the Fretich. With tlie latter he then concerted a future 
eo-Dperation, and they, in the meaulimc, supplied him with 
military stores, tlirough their settlement at Make. 

Ilydev^i affnira were now becoming more prosperous! his 
armv was numerous and well appointed j and as soini us the 
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rpJucdan of llie I rencL settlementa in liiclb tcbe rMotvod on, 
he luvl no tUffimUy in preclpititing LWlf into war, tlie plra 
for a'hidi was, that Mahe wns «itiiated in the territory of & 
prijiee under Lis protection. In \77i\ an aUmningconfederacy 
was foiled between Ilyder, the PesliWu, and Nizam, for the 
exterinioatioR of the English ; and it was perhaps owing to the 
accident of ii mandate urriring from the Emperor, which 
Uyder Itad applied for some time before, eojifening upon him 
alJ the possessions held by the Niamn, tliat tlie latter was 
from tlje alliance. 

Ffoni 17l30 to 1764, Hyder {and after his death, Tippoo} 
carried on a desolating war. The ijihabitants of tlie Carnatic 
were cipatriuted, or madJaled if raiighi, aud their liahitations 
reiiuced to ashes; but the crueidca perpetrateti in the Coorg 
country, were of a stiil more sanguinary character; and in 
Soon^ 30,000 Christians, or Nazarenes, were forcibly cir- 
rmncijsetiu ^ 

Hyder died lu 1732, nnd was succeeded by Tippoo, who 
surpassed hlf> fother in cruelty. 'J'hn British opcniiioiis of 
tJi« period ore eaucmely interesriiig. The mktukes of some 
omet-rs, mid consequent ribaatrous effecL^—the genlas of 
ofocis, eslricaling themselves under more than ordinarv 
diffieulciea—and the ciiterprihing spirit of all,^fDnii imptwtant 
lessons to tlm soldier. The w^r terminated in a treaty of 
peace, eoncluded at afangnlore on tlm Ilth Match, i7fM, the 
terms of w hich embraced mutimj reatomtioiPof wnqqests tlm 
eracimtion of the factories at Oiiorc, Cnrwar, mid ffodashew- 
gurh, by the nntish troops, and giving them up to Tippoo, 
wh^ on Ins part, restored to ibe Ilriiish the factories at 
Culicut, &c, widi errtain cftmmerciiil prh ilcige^. 

Tippoo con^uc^ 10 he fuJly employed against the 
Mahrattas, or in quelling insurreetioiw in Coorg, Malabar, 
ike. until 178S, when li« attack on our aliv, the Uain of 
Trnvmieore, was masidered a declaration cf wnr against tlie 
Company. A rarlcty of petty- iiisuits and aggressions, during 
tlie jwwt three years, erinting' the Hisposition of Tinpod, l^d 
to a league with t|ic Nizam and Peshui^ which liiul foe its 
object tlie crippling tJie Kuluuiii’a means of disturbing the 
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general tnuiquillity of India. AMordiiigly, Ins dominions 
invaded at three different pomtst by divisions which 
Eunouiittid to i(o:^clufiive of I he armed rubble that fotEou ed the 
IMabmtta mnl Mogbul Icodere} a force of eighty-four ihoiis^LiHl 
men, of whieb eleven tlioowiod were Eiirupeans, and thirty 
tlioiisantl Company's regular troops, Tbe wnf w’us under 
tbe personal eoodiict of Lord Corau'iilii^ and terminated at 
Seriugapatam in a treaty of |]eacet by wliicli Tippofl was 
compelled to cede half !iis territories (produdng a revenue of 
Forty lacs of jmgodas) to the allies, and to pay in speeie thiee 
crorc and diirly lacs of rupees.* 

NotividLstaiiilltig these reverses* the Mysore state still 
nuuntameiL a large field aitny, and cndeavourEd to form foreiga 
eonncclions- In 17SJ8, Upptm sent envoys to Pnris^ and 
eoncladed a treaty* offensive and defensive* with the French 
Republic, against Great Britiun, and received a boiiy of 
French troops into bis service. liiiviiig refused explanation* 
and evaded Uie Govcriicir-genemr» demand for sccurit)^ tlie 
Uritisli forces* joined by those of the Ximan* proccetletl to 
bofrtilities; w hich ended in the reduellon of Seringapatam— 
the death of Tippoo, w ho fell in its defence—tlie exLinctioii 
of Jib power* or dynnsty^ and tbe partition of bis territorica 
iimuzig tlie allies, rcaen uig a portiDn to form a demesne for 
ihe descendant of the ancient Rajas. Out of tbe sliarc which 
fell to the Compju^y, stipends* olonJing a suitable mnime- 
nance* w ere specified to he paid to the families of Hyder and 
'rippoo, amountiiig to 7*20*000 rupees, which by Lapses, ivere 
rcduccil 111 1827-2ti* to fi,:JO*i3|9 rupees. 

The Mysi>rei nt the beginaLng of the eiglitcenth ecu tiny, 
w'as tributary to tbe Nuinib of Sem; mid after be dwindted 
into insignilieaace* it hccaiue tributary to tlio Scmlichdar of 
the Deccin, and the Pe^liwu ! to the former, in three Ines 
and a Imlf of rupees per nimum* detcnriiTied from the inva^ien 
of Naair Jnng* in 1740; and to tlie Midinutos* from their 
Liivasiaii in 172S. Tribute, however, was net usually paid in

The ATglian prindpalLty of Furruckoliad was fotincled by 
Msihouicii Khan» whose adjunct of Bungiuih denoLes Im trilHi, 
He held the liigb ofEce of Soobehdnr of Al!aliJibni[, and afor- 
wards of MalTi74 during whieb period he twice Invaded 
Boondelcund, in 1731, wdaen be was fepidsedi and ngrtiUj with 
better success, in 1732. Ife Itad reduced the Eiijsi of Jytp&or, 
san of tJie famous Chitursol, to e.vtroinity, when die MEdiiattas 
joined the hitter, and turned die tide of Yictory. He died iti 
battle against the RoLiilafl^and Idfi son, Ahmed Klian Biingusb, 
jointed the Vi2ier S1iiiboo[leezi, of nototioiw mesuorT, in his 
invnaion of Eohilcund in I75G. Hve yeari after, 'wlien aH 
Mnliomeilaiis made lumiiion cutLse against the Hindoos^ 
FinLilla and UungiLsb fought under the same stuTidarrl, and 
Alimed Khun was eon&picnoiis at Paniput* IJq died in 1771, 
and Ills sont^MoosturGr Juiigi was invented us liLi luiceessor by 
the Emperor when on Lis ilbs.tarred jouniey from Benares to 
Delhi. The Nti2i£aranii, or offering on invc^Eiture, five bes 
uf rupees went to satisfy one of tlie demands of his Majesty 
Mahnitta allies p 

*1 be f urruchabad territories were wlioUy surrounded by 
those of Oude; and it wa^ judged equitable that die Nuweb 
should coil tribute tow^ards their general military protection. A 
subsidiary treaty uiis, therefore, uoneinded in 1786 between the 
\izier and Niiwab, under the guaxanlec of tlic British 
CioTenimcnt, by which the former engaged to ralpe one 
battalion of infantry for Ids proteetion, for the main tenant® of 
which die latter was to pay an auniinl fij^cd tribute, or subsidy, 
of four and a half ken of rupees. 


OF FtrURUCKAHAD. 

In 1787^ ike eountrjr was aequi?fitmted by tJic Vizier, wben 
the British Gavemment intorfered to ensure n suitabk provi¬ 
sion for Moos^ii^r Jung, Jib brotber, and the lute Minister. 
Moozuffir Jujig tt'as shortly after murdered by hiH eidest 
SOD, wliOd the second, Jmdaud Hooscin Kbnn, a minor, wmi 
Appointed to the socccssion, under tbe guardianship of his 
trncle, who wm intrusted with the admiDistmtiDD of uSmi^ 
duiiDg hia mintfrit^'. The tribute of FurmehalMid formed part 
of the eessions made by the \^zler in 1601, and the terrilory 
became isolated by Urn possessions of the Company, affording, 
luid its iiidependenee been permitted^ a shelter for criminEls, 
for there the jllHsttlcdou of the BriliHli blagiitmte could 
have no place. In the pravinoe, moreover^ no court, mvil 
or crimuial, exiited for the dispensing of justice; and the 
ferocioDs Pa tans, whose bauds may be said to be ugiiiiLSt 
every one, whose employment is vmr, and ibnger their pas' 
time, indulged their natural disposidon nitli impunity, often 
at the expense of the in habitants of the adjaceul couutiies* It 
uas determined, therefore, to assuine the cinl aa well as the 
military government of the country, and in June, I8l>2, when 
the Nuwub had attained his majority, a treaty was izoucluiled 
by which this hitherto miggovernefi province wm ceded to the 
Company in commatadon of the subsidy, or tribute. A 
monthly provision of ^OOQ rupees was secured to the Nuwabj 
Slid hhs heirs for ever, beshles an Allowance annuallT for lire 
support of the palace. The possession of bis household, knd-s 
gardcns»und houses, wbs continued to hiaij and he was exempted 
from tlic Court of Adawlut. AllowTULces were assigned to 
bis rcIadoAiV pensions and JngUeeni of his family 

auil adherents guaranteed. To four ofFieers of hU hoii^cliuld, 
who were disphiced by the new order of things, adpenda were 
granted at his request amounLhig to 16,001^ rupees annually. 
Imdikud Ilooscjti Khan was succeeded by his ^u, who died 
of the SAialbpox, and the present representative is Jamal 
Jlonsein Khan. 
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THE XWAB OF SUHAT. 

The Britisli ncqEited u great incraasc of polittcul pcnrer on 
the western side t>f InAln throtigii tliu ofBcej rtf Arlniiral of 
the Moghul Fleet, and Govornor of Surat Custle^ whicli were 
conferred hj the Etuperor, in 1759, iqftpfi tlie Guvcnmient 
of Bombay, with an assignment of two bcs of rupees upon 
die rereuttes rtf Sumt, for their cTpenses, The goreninicnt 
of the eity, huwerer, was retained by the Nuwnhp Hut 
whiie tile Company was ohargeil with the military defence 
of the city, unireT^al misrule, in the absence of any thing 
like a police, estlsted under die EidminUtration of die Nnwnh, 
which imperatively called for Tefoitnation. On the accession, 
therefore, of ^^aS 1 l^^iod-L^cell, in IVlarchj 11300, the Company 
took die NqWiib'B Bharc of the revenue into dieir nwn bands; 
the undivided civil and miHtary government of the city and 
its dependencicfl was abo uRsumed^ and the Presidency Code 
of Civil and CriEninal Justice introilueed. Nostir-Hood-Decn 
WHS so iLBterute that he could not write his naiiie on the 
treaty being pTcscntcd to him fur diat puq>ose^ On his 
death, he was succeeded! by his son, Mecr Llfauul-ood-Deett 
Khan, Buhadoor, fetyled ulsu Husbmut Jung, and Qumr-ood- 
DowJo-P 

The Kuwab has indepejident autliarity over all fnmilicw 
residing upon his estate, may arrest and imprit^on defntilting 
teuants, and may attach and ^elL their property; but 
complaints on die tymnuicul eacreise of diis poW'er are 
eognixablc by the government He is iu his own person 
perfectly independent^ not being subject to the fuMJceRs or 
jurisdiedon of the locul courts of law* He has about LflOO 
beegos of land, about :300 euldiratorftT 200 armed attendantH, 
and 200 aervunts and slaves* He receives, by the instBlIadon 
treaty of l©0CI, 1,00,(HVO rupees anniiaUy from die British 
Government, arid one''£fth of the eustoma collections, and 
ifnrplas revenues of vSarat, which nrucunt to about 50,000 
nipees; while his private estate yields ulKiut 24tUfXt rupees 
more* 
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The BGKfiHEE ow Surat, Mnjiamed Mogeen-ocKl-Deen 
Khan, b the ij^eat-griiiidson of Moor Zeta-oofUDeen, com- 
mottly called Sl^oli Meebto^ the first of tLb mco who LeLd 
die office of Btiknliec of Surat, The hunlly caMc arigiiiiiUy 
from BfxirhuHpoori and Hettled at Surat about tLe beginnings 
of the eighteenth eentuty'. The brother of Shah Meelau, 
culled Meer Mooe^n-ood Dcen Xhan Achno, was the firsE 
o-f this family^ and was rcoogfiixed as such by the 
Honourable Company about I750i The Buki^hee htkS oertaui 
righta upon the roTennes of Surat, whloli realized to him, in 
1827, 12,680 rupees; and he is odienrise Fcry wealthy^ The 
office of Dukshee ceased in 1806, but courtesy keeps up the 
name. 

In 1748, Meet Mooecn-ood-Ueen Xhim, commonly called 
Syed Achun, sou-iii-kw of the late Xuwnb, with theiudof 
the MaliJiittas, under the nephew of Duimjee liao Gaek¥^, 
e.Tpelled the Nuwab, Sufdur Khan, then styled Fqnjdar- 
This fins the time the Aiabrattos obtained their Aral footing in 
SamL For the service rendered, they had the Chuuth 
conferred upon ihem in perpetuity, imd theae continued to be 
realized for the joint beneiit of the Gnekwor and Peshwa, 
undl tlio fibare belonging to the Latter was. transfeiired as part 
of the eei^ions mode by die treaty of Baascin in 1802^ The 
Crackwnr^s share was ohtidned at a siibsequezit period.

Tni; Itnja of Soondelcundt about 1722, oAtaigtied mcr a 
diird uf his doTninions to die Mahriiltas, U> ensure their pro- 
tectioji of tjic rest to his deseendauts. The ceded territory, 
rated at GO,76,115^1 ^llpl^^^s, u^ds formed by die Posliwa about 
174-3 into two suLi-governments, the one included Sugur, 
Calpec, JtibuHiu, Dliamoner, Kuniiiir, Kooiich, ; tbe fiscal 
reTcnisp of winch W'os rated at 15i40,1*35 rupees; die oilier 
comprisecl Jlmosi^ Jke* The first Soobelidar appointed over 
the former districts, was Gafinnd Biillal, who engaged to 
mtiiutaiii a contingent uf horse for the service of the s^te* 
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nn6 td Band an annual tribute u( one lacrf rupera to Pimnji- 
Go wind Eullo] wus killed lo ucLioii at Jnlalabad, when €^K^ort- 
m|^ trea^nTO to tbe nrniy at Pai]i|]iit, in IT6D. Ha left two 
svon&j fialoojce Gmiiiiid Rao, and Gpngudlmr Punt^ Imtwt'en 
wdjotu die Pa^im'a divided diti JagheerB held by tbeir fatlier: 
the former ahtainiug ^^ugur, &e. tbe Litter Cal pee and Julaoo tn 
On die decease of Kugoonatb Rao^ the son of niiloojae Gawind, 
wdtbout LelrS) bis iaglieer wiis claimed by Nona Go wind ttno, 
die gnindsoii of GangndLur Punt, in oppo^iition to tbe wH-dow of 
tliG late chiefs and \'inaeek Itaoi wbo coudueted tbe tulmini- 
fltmtion of die country in Let behalf. TLe cblcfB of both 
and Colpcc had at first opposcKl the occtiparion of ihe

On 
tbe advance of the Bridab artnyi in 1817, towards the poskiunB 
of tbe PiiidlarrieB, Yioaeek Rao rejected all offers of negotiation, 
or any acknowledgment of his relative BiLtmtlon to words Ida 
feudal eiiperior, contiimaduiuily refnsing either to pay tribute, 
or to furnish his contingent of horse, agreeabty to tbe obliga¬ 
tions of his oflicc as manager of Sagur, It being moreover 
discovered that he Jiad countenanced and supported the l^n- 
flurries, and permitted recruiting in Sngtif for Appall fSalicb 
of Nagpoor, bis fief was regarded as forfeited, and after its 
military occupation, was transferred to BriLisli agenUk On 
bb subscqnent submis^uiij lui annual Hum of 2,50,00(1 rupees 
WBB set aside from die nevenacs, which arc rated only at seven 
hies, as a proviaieD for the Widow, Vinacck Rao, and aHier 
persons connected with the foraicr government, who had fair 
ctainis to consideration. Tbe hereditary right of Nana 
Gowind Rao on tlie Jaghecr, was commuted for a (Stipend 
which should never exceed I|1R,,[KK) rupees, being the amount 
Ilf the surplus revenues of Sagur, ofEer deducting the amount 
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set aside for the widiiw» &c- the tribute and pay of tlie con- 
tiagent. 'Fbis sripciid ^curud to Nana Go wind Rao during 
biti life, afLer which it reverts to the British Government. 


THE NUWAB OF MABITHPATAM. 

TiitL Foujdarr)^ of the iiorthom pTovinces of the Deccan, 
cDiniDOJiiy culled the Korthero Cirdirs, was held by Aiiwiif- 
Ijod-Dcen Kimn, under thc Soobebchir of the Deccan^ Nizani* 
ool-moulk, with all the powers of chief nmghitruLef military 
cammunder} and comptroller of finance^ On the transfer of 
that officer^ in 1732, to the superior Foujdany of the Carnatic* 
Koostum Klum wfs iip[>o]nted* by the Soobehdar of the 
Deccsui to supply Lis place- l^lc found, on assuming the 
government, that, during the lux rule of Lia pnedeeesaorj who 
guvertied cliicBy by deputy, tlmt the ZumeeDclam Lad availed 
themselves generally of the cottvuleionA which Jtad ensued dji 
tlic demise of AumiigAebi to establish tlieir independence, 
though* ill effecting this, they had only their personal advan¬ 
tage in view, lliey defrauded the treasury* by withholding 
the rove [lues eoilected by them, vrlule they squccxerl to the 
utmost the hu^biiudtuuJi and mantifaeturer^ lloo^tnni Khun 
puny-ued these petty tymnts to extirpaiioii i ^riioso who escaped 
the sword were procLiimcd traitors, xiiid u reward being offered*

Ills successor was probably Ilusseiii All Khniii wlio appeut^ 
to buve bi?cn well known to the English some years before 
these pruviucca were onnferred upon die Com puny. The 
grant was obtained froin the Emperor In September, J7flo ; 
und four of these provinces were formally eeded by the Nbsam 
in the following year; dirce of them, viz. Hajamundry, ElJorc, 
and Condnpilly, were continued under the uiuiuigcment of 
Hussein Ali, on a lease for three years ; mid he was allowed 
to retain all the |s#wer and splendour of a viceroy, which lie 
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bud heretcrforc maintained* In 1769^ on tbe terminatinn of kk 
lew^ tkcfie provinces were placed under Emopcan mnnagE- 
ment^ onel n Jnghoer^ compridng the districts of Tnttepoor, 
PcTiHir, &c* iiJued at J»44>000 rupees of aunnid revenue, were 
then eapferred upon Roofitum All Khnii, m compeiisntian, and 
for the nmintciianee of his dignity. On Ins decea^^ in 1771, 
the Jogheer wna resumed, and l|00,000 rupees out of die 
revenue thereof were set nside oniiimlly for seven year^ for the 
use of the family* 

In 10^t an inveitigatioii of the eJoims of diU family upon 
government took place, when a decision was prononneed in 
fovdur of Roostnm Jnh, its preaent representoUve, wiio now 
enjoys a pension from the Bridih of 50,000 rupees per auniun.

Thj; geneml ttrins of die irtradps pxiatiii^ between the 
Bfitialt (Jovenuntnt imd Suhsidiiuy Statps ure^ protpctioii oii 
die one aide n^inst eitenud etncinioiif and «n the other llie 
submitting of nlJ its poUtietil rolutions with foreign states to dm 
oriiitmtinii and final (idjudicimon of the pmteciiiig power. A 
specific force is furuiislied by dm former, and len-itory ceded 
by tbe latter, the revenue of whicb is equivalent to the iimin- 
teitniice of the troops. I'be subsidbeing state is also bound to 
keep on foot a specdfii: ceutingnnt force, to act in suborditiato 
ctMipetadon with the subsidiary. ITie protecting power is 
bound not to interfere in the internal adjniitistmtian; but in¬ 
cases of exigency it reserves tie right in most ouies to assume 
dte whole of the resources of the state protected for the time 
being. According to the stipuhtdons, the subsidiary force is 
not to be employed in the dLipotes between the head of die 
state and his chiefs, or Siumeendaro, but it is liable to be 
C^led out to protect the legal succeasion, Sindbia and dm 
ItiTig of Oude cannot now be styled Hubsidlary priuees, tlie 
former being wholly iiidepeiidcnt of, and tie hitter entirely 
dependent upon, tbe ilritisli Govcrnaieut; ss, however, at 
one period sutjsidinry engagements existed witit both, their 
proper place is in this division.

Perauni tavaderi baviii[^ defeated the unperial forces on hh 
admece lo^Aurd^ Helhii and the Ameer-uol-Qomm being' killed 
in itie battlct tlie survtviti^ ucible^ submitted to the conqueror^ 
who appeimed Nixam-oohMouik to the varant dignilyt to the 
diBsippointment of Saadut KJam^ who aeeim to have expected 
itm Ulie eoiiqiieror deinaiided an eiionnaus miisom f^r the 
city, w^hich Nizam-tiol-Moolk^ as chief of the nobles^ was 
coileedtigi when the recreant ^^dat KJum, to midermine hii 
rival, and conciliate the conqaeroT, mognihed tbo w'cnlth of 
Delhi, and ucmsioned on additionnl hne, the di^cnlty in 
levying which brought on a quarrel hetweeu the lohaldtants 
and Kadir'^a troops, and a few Fcndana being alainj the city 
wan gireu up to indbicriiEiiiiatc niaswtcre and pillnge, Saadut 
Khan, Jinding that hU ambidoit hnd brought on so much 
evil without any benefit to himself, took pnhofi^ He was 
succeeded by hia nephew and suii-in-bw, Abdool Muttsoor 
Khan, who in turn W'as iuceeedcd by bi§ son, l^hu|a-CKH]-L>ow^lii, 
the first of tlie family w'ho came m contact with, the Brilisii 
Government* 

Cawm All Khan, the deposed Naib of BengaJ, al^r being 
driven Out of the iSengnl provinces by the British aimiea in 
176^, took refuge in the dominioni of Shujti-oixUDowb, whom 
he found perfectly disposed to espouse his cause* llic Imjicrial 
nrtns, conducted by tlic heir-oppaTeuti (now Emperor,) Imd 
failed in making any imprcsson on Beugnl Home years before, 
hut a differcril result wm c,tpcctp4 whm guided by the 
experience of Shuja-ood-Dowla, wdiose bravery at the great 
liutioDal battle of Pnniput^ had obtained him the V'izarut gf the 
empire. An immense armed multitude:, in w^ieb, howeveri 
w^ere the disciplined batUiliuiiH -of Cassim All, rolled on towards 
Bengnl, before which the British dcknchment retreated, and 
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tiitrtiiii^lied iJieEiiMfirea iit Pnuiii. ttou^lk too w^ak lo 

agL oifepaiyeLy^ tliey repulsed repeated dt^prrate assaaltft upon 
their poiitionj and die X^Lsier^ being himself wounded, drew 
off bis army to liuxar. 

Towards the end of September, when tlie sea&oa admitied 
of opemtioas, the detaebmenti wbiizb bad been greatly 
reirjforce<h began its march to rtaiar, where it was two days 
afterwTuds attacked by the enemy. In thh importiuit battle, 
40,000 troops under die tmi>eriaJ baoners, were urmyed 
against 7000 liritLsI]. TJie forracr Jeft GOOU on die field * and 
]% csniiori] with tbeir eainpi coiicaiiang an inijiieuse booty, 
fell ioto die Iiuods of die rictom* The Vi^er was the List to 
quit the fields and the Emiierer, ghid of the oppurtiuiity tu 
separate from him, eamc erer to the British cLiiup. Tbc Vizier, 
pursued far a wiioLe year fnirn place to place^ repeatedly 
defeated, and bavitig hazarded and lost \m last stake at 
Furruckabad, refiolved to throw him^kelf on Britlidi generosity, 
and came into General Cariiae's camp. A treaty wns then 
ooodnded with him, dated J6th August, i t>y whieh he 
icin^rated in hU dominions, from which, however, the 
districts of Condi, Cnrrafa, and AUalmbdid, were alienated and 
formed into a royal demesne fur the Emperor- Tlie Ziuneon- 
ilary of Benares wm restored to the Vizier, but he was made 
to pay, the ejipenses of the war. llik was the first treaty 
with the Oude state. The nejEt treaty, arising out of a 
suspicion of the pacific intentions of the Vizier, is dated 2Uth 
NoTcmbcT, it siipubtcs for the reduction of Ids army 

to ten thoiiF^ixd Givmlry, ten tliousand iiifikutry, five hundred 
artillery, and fifteen thousaiiil mulehlock-DLen uiid irrcgiilutfl. 

The first subsidiary treaty wdth tlild state, is dated 7th 
f^ptemberi 1773, by wliich the Conipauy ppgiigc* to furnish 
the Vizier with a force, termc^l u brigade, consisting of two 
battalions of Europeans, six battalions of Sepoyv, and one 
company of ardlleryi the sabaidy being fixed ai 2,10,000 
rupees per mensem. AI the aanie dine, the dJatrlets of Corah, 
Currali, and AlLahabiah which liod luien abandoned by die 
Emperor of the MabrattoB, wrere iwquestrated, mid given over 
to the ViEievp feihiija-iHal-llowb died in 177&, and left hia 
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BegTims,* (wife and laotlit^ri) witi ihe ™t of kia fitinilyi con¬ 
sisting- of two thonsiuid ladies, eighty children, and a host of 
etmychs and domesdo^ under the gnordiaasldfi of the Bridsli 
Go^ertunentj with uU lib wctdtb for tlieir support. 

The alliance with Shuja-ood-Dowln was murnaUy advan¬ 
tageous to him and the Codipaiiy» The tmimtidiug nation nf 
Mahrattas, niuiateil with conquest were gradually appropriat¬ 
ing to tLemselves the whole of Hindfsoatao, Uiid the positioii of 
his dommiotiSj interposed hetw^een thoir acqiiisiuoiis ill Bengal^ 
eaahlod the Couipany to assist him widiout exposing their own 
territories to mudi jeopardy, Tlie Emperor, under penudoiis 
couTUieb, haring, in I77'2, led the ttlahrattas against die 
Riihillos, thote gaUant tribes were tahen Into the allkneo? 
but on condition of their engaging to pay the Vkier Uio 
sum of forty bcs of rupees for the pronuBod protection to 
their country. 'Xlie Vizierj how'ever, made no efFoTCs against 
the MahrattaSt i^'ho were Tecnlled by their domestie dissen¬ 
sions; but Holtur did not leave llokUcund until he had 
exacted a bond of fifty laci of rupees from the chiefs. This 
weakened the riTSOurccB of the liohillas, and their fidling to 
pay the forty bes to the Vbicr, when due^ was made the 
pretext for an unjust and cruel mvasion of their country, which 
coat a stEun on the Britbh administradon of the day, for 
countenanciug tiib injustice* The alleged motive for British 
interfercnee waa to atrcngtlieo their western frontier against 
the Mahmltast by adding Itohitciitid to the Vizicr^s dDUiiaions. 
A Briusli detachment co-operated with the troops of the 
Vbier in the tuvasion of the Hohilb eoniitry* The personal 
exertions and bravery of Hafiz Behmut mid the other leadets,

the remnluder retreoted ia Ofiler to the mouutidus, when; they 
iutrenched tbomselYea, and obtained honourable terms fmm 
their mveterate enemy the Viatief] through the influence of 
tbeir adinlriiijf opponents, the Englkh, who alone fought the 
battle of Cuttrah] of which their dRStardly allies were bat 
epectetofs. Fyxoola Khan, who had succeeded as chief, 
became a feudatory of the Viaer, and L«-ul a Ju^heer (Tlam- 
poof] &c,) value 14,75,IKK) rupees, allotted him, for the 
support of £vc diDUsand horse, to which number he wns 
liinited, and tbe great body of the KoLillu nation were cjrpeUed 
beyond tbe Ganges. 

Ajwph-ood-Dowhi stteceeded his father^ and the fiubsidkry 
treaty was renewed with him on die 2lat of Jlay, 1775^ when 
the districts of Henorcfi, Ghazipoor^ Jniinpoorf, Seknnderpoor, 
Chiimah] were assigned to the Company, to defray the 
expeujes of the brigade. ShorUj after his accession, he applied 
for and obtained from the Gux'emor-genenil, a snfEcieut 
nundber of British nfficera to form a temponiry brigade of 
infantry, and three rcgimetits of native navidr)-, which, in less 
than tvro years, lie capridously w Uhed to disbond. By extra¬ 
vagance, iiJisgovemmont, and opprossioit of his subjecU, his 
lesources w'nre soori ftnud to be unequal to the expense of 
these additional Lroops, and they became] therefore, lo 1781, 
a cliarge apoii the Company; in !ieu of them, aiiPther bat^- 
lion was added to the subsidiary force, to allow of sufident 
reiie& for all dutieei. The GovernciT-gejieral embraced thm 
Ciccaxion to recommend to the Nuivab to introduce u better 
system of udministratiou into hisi i:;uijntr)i',—to leave the 
manugemeut of his revenues with hia ministers and the Brttiab 
Resident, and to axiiigu a fixed sum out of them for hia per¬ 
sonal expenses. He yms aKo adTiscd to reduce his own 
inefficient troo^^ to dispense wdtb the semcea of such of the 
contingents of liia Jagheerdnra ux be thouglil fit, and to resume 
the buds assigned for Uieir support rormission wm abo gircji 
to Jilm to possess himself of tJiose of the Roliillaa of llampoor. 
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wbo, by Moglinl fnrnd tind liritiah ttilour, hud bf?cniiie bis 
fL'inlatorien in i 774^ and who had now thrown off tlieir depen¬ 
dence. Tbc tribes wli[cli had been allowed to setde m this 
district^ unifer their Chief, Fyrixtla Kiian^ had^ by n breach 
of the treaty of 1774, forfeited the protection of the Company 
it nevertheless, provided, sbould the Virier l>e able to 
poHsesa bimsolf of tbeir coaiitry', that he should pay their army, 
limited to fire thousand men, from bk own treasury, through 
the British resident. 

In 17i<r the politics of the day seem to bare been directed 
to the foimntion and perfecting of otir snltrfdinry nlliaiices, 
sdggestcd probably by the growing power of the Mahrattas In 
the north, and of the Mysoreans in the eouth, of India. In 
the former, tbc territories of the Vistier ¥rcre in feet the 
barrier of aur own, and their defence beiiaine our interest us 
well os duty. A treaty concluded in Marchi 1707, by 
w hich the two brigades of cuTulry, originally mised as teni- 
pomry, were added pennanontly to the subsidLury force, and 
the wliole subsidy fixed at fifty Iocs of rupees, lucluding the 
expenses of the residency, and certain stipends ^myable through 
the Hridsb resident- By the same treaty, the Nirwab of 
Furruebabad, his family and dependents, were provided for, 
and the interference of the resident iu ihc details of the 
governioeat restricted. 

In 171)4 Fyzoob Klian died, imd his yoonger son, GhoLam 
Mahomed, usurped the government, after putting his elder 
brother, Mahomed All, to death, the British were now called 
upon to aid iu expelling the usurper, and restoring the son 
of the murdered prince to the Musiiiid. *Fhe Brittsb army 
was attacked op the march by the BohilLus, who were repuLsed 
after n well fought buttle, iii which the British loss iiOtt 
men, including 14 officers, killed and wounded. Ghohitn 
Mahomed afterwards suirendcred* A treaty whs now coH'^ 
eluded between the other Hohitla chieb and the ^^izier on (list 
Dcfcember, 17M, to which tbc Company was goamntee. The 
provisions were, that a Jugheer, realizing ten lacs of nipees, 
iucliidiiig the town of ttampoor, uhoidd be conferred on the 
Nijwnh Ahmed All Khan, the grundiion of Fyzonia Khan, 
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during wLd«c miiiority tlie administratioD vros Yc^stod in a 
t&geucy* ■ Tin? trcasurcii of the lato ehief^ Binoiitidag' to fifty 
hies of rupees, duKog^ the negotiations, wrerc deposited until 
the Company^ by wLotn they were ofterwurds paid over as a 
Nu5^2iimiia to tbo Vizier^ nod id lieu of uH righisi of confisca- 
tioft of the lute chief’s property, on the coiifirmatJon of bis 
^nmilson in the Jiigbeer; of this nmoiiut the Vizier gnve one- 
fourth US prize-money to the BritLsh army. 

In I7D7, the home authorities having noticed the great 
!Ucrease of their milJtiiry estahlishment m Bengal, entertained 
equally for the protection of their po5$cssioii.>i in that quarter, 
as for those of the Vizier, hts Excellency ^vaa invit^l to relieve 
tlie Coin^Hiny of the expense of two regiments of cavalry, one 
European and the other aativei To litis he aceeded, the 
amount being limUeii to ftve lacs and a half of nipcei per 
annum. The geugraphica] positioii of the French interests in 
the Delta of the Jiuuua and Ganges, so close to the Vlzior^s 
fronderj W'BB not to bo viewed with indifference, nor would it 
hare been safe to disregard the means of defence^ Asoph- 
ood-Diiwda diod sliortly after^ anil was ancceedcd by his 
wn, Vizier Ali,f who was depiMcd in four montlis, on the 
discovery of his iUegittniaey ^ a suiliible provision was never¬ 
theless iTMuie for liim^ nmaunting to one Inc and a half of 
rupees per onriuTn, whidi he forfeited by his dagltious conduct 
shortly after. 

The Nuwnb 8aadet Ali Klian, brother to the late Asoph- 
ood-Dowla, was now elemted to the Mustind; widi Jiiui a 
treaty was cxccntcdj dated *21 st February, 17U0, by which the 
permanent subsidiary force was fixed at lOdttKl men of all

Snadet AU found* on his uccessioHj rni empty troosory and 
an increasiitg debt, the (XJUBequeuce of the mismMiiigetuent of 
Asopli“«d-Dowb i the country h:id Mten into onarehyi— 
the Zumeendara paid their rents only when eofiipelled by the 
sword,—the peasanLi had become robbers and pluiiderers, and 
the territories afforded an asylum to offenders fleeing from 
jasdce t it therefore Ijecame evident, that, in order to enable 
llie Company to disburse with regtilarity the charges for 
which they were responsible by tlieii- coiinccticin witli the 
Oude statc^ a source sbould be created from which a regular 
supply of funds conld be dni’w'n- On the Iflth November, 

I sol, a treaty was cxeeutedLOt Lucknow, by which half llie 
domininrui of the Vizier were ceded in perpetuai sovereignty 
to the Brithih Govcrnineut, in commulntion of the subsidy for 
troops, and of aQ other elntms chargeable to his Highness 
for which the Company stood pledged* Tliese cessions, 
amounting in gross revenue to l,35/itiii74 Tq]>ees, {tlmugli 
tmder the present improved mouitgement they now rcflUze 
xaurb ill ore,) Include the districts of Comb, Etaweh, A^eimgtirlu 
Goruckpoor, Furruckabad, Allahaljad, Barciily, Kclpory, 

The Company diarged dicinBelves with the military defence 
of his rcuialniiig dominianSt and the troojw of the Durbar were 
reduced to five Initmlions of infantry and nnjeebs, 2000 horse, 
K!id 3tMl native artill cry , tM?5liics armed peons for revenue 
purposes- In the rescn'cd territories, ad iiuproved system of 
admiiiistmtion was introduced, but the revenue management 
eoiuiiiues sdll very^ defectiTe* 

In lalli adieu Sfuwlet Ali was roitiovcd from this w'orid* lie 
left a treasury coutmjiing thirteen millioas sterling money of 
Great Britaini^accumalntcd during Ida reign, though perhaps^ 
not iiU of it in tlie mtsat creditable way* He was succeeded 
by his sou, Gha^i-ood-Deeii UydcT, who udATmeed to the 
Company, from the boards of his father, a million sterling, 
towards' the prosccutiou of the Nepaul wiir* This debt utis 
extinguished' by the eeasion of a strip of territory called the 
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Turriana, conltguDun to Iiia doioiuiaiis, recently conquered 
from the Nepaulcse, From the same hanrds he advanced 
nil other tnillion tiitiurcb the Pindarry war, for irhich the 
Company is now his debtor jii the sin per cent ioan ,* the 
interest being applied to the payment of pensions, niitounting 
to 6,51,000 nipees, due from the t)udc state, nndee the 
giiartmtec of the Britinli Goverument, 

In 1819 he asimined the regal dignity, a step which had the 
concurrettce of the British Government, being bencRciul to 
their interests. It freed him from the necessity of manifesting 
submission to the Itouse of Tlmotir, which, as taemhers of 
that &mily resided at Oude, was of daily recuiTetice a'hen 
the parties met id tlie streetii. It was important to release 
him from a dependence, which the general sense of his 
oubles, or prejudices of his people, might hereafter improve 
against us in case of war raised for the restoratioti of the ancient 
Louse of Timour. 

On the decease of Ghaxt-ood-Deeii Hyder, in 18S7, he was, 
on the 0th October of that year, succeeded hy his son, Shah 
Zumaii, who h ^Icd his Majesty .Ahoo Nnseer, Kootub-ood- 
Deon, Solimon Jtib, Zunrnn Padshah, King ©f Oude. He 
was, at the time of his accession, about twenty-sb yeaw ©f 
age, and is desentwd in Captain Muiidy'* interesting Sketches 
of India," as a plaiu, vulpir-lookiug mau, above the middle 
stature, with a complexion unusually dark, and his mental 
endowments, pursuits, and amusements, by no means of an 
elei-ateil or dignified order,* 

"I'he King of Onde is too dcpendetit to be regarded os one 
of the political states of India; but us his surplus revenues are 
said to exceed half a million sterling, after defray mg tlie 
expenses of his government and a court maintained iu all the 
inoguiliccnce of eastern parade, he may be considered the 
richest pHticc in the world, and as such poesesSiug a power to 
do much good or eviL

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r^OVERNMENT OF HYBEABAD. 

Tn^ present dynastv of Ilydnibodl originated with Niinm- 
ooUMotilkj a crjifty and aobidoui Ameer of the rigid school 
of Aorimgiceb, who was deputed from Dellii as iSoobehdiir of 
the DeccaOi in 17i3v His S¥?ay, as vicerojj extended over 
the greatest portion of India^ soach of tlie Nerhadda, until 
October* 1724s. when tlie battle of Shukurkhem* transferred in 
feet, tboiigh not in forint tie sovereignty of this port of the 
Mngliul Empire* from the house of Timoor tn that of the 
victor. This career of fortime had, of course, its concomitant 
political difficuiticB; iiorwns it exempt from domestic infelktty, 
he ia^Tng* so bte in his reign as 17411, to put dot™ a rebellion^ 
headed by his son Nujcir Jung* Nmun-ooUiWoolk died in 
I74fl, ut a very advanced agCf leaving, by dlfferenl motliers, 
six soiisnud six daughters, not all of whom were legitimate. 
The sons will require to Iw porticuhiTly noticed. The eldest 
legitimate datighter nuirried the Sanhchdar of Lahore; imd 
the youjiger an Oomra, to whom she bore ^loozuffir Jung, 
who, being a favourite of hh gmndfatber, it is suppfised wm 
left heir to the hltumud. Hence origtnated tlaoso contests for 
empire In the Deccan* in which the French and English first 
a]ipcared iu the service of native princes as rivals in arms. 

GlJAZl-llon-D^E;^~* the eldeiat legitimate son of Nizam-ool^ 
Moolk, at the death of hia fether, held the office of Ameer- 
ooUOomra, or chief of the nobles, at Delhi, mid, as such, wag 
at the head of the army and department of** finance. He 
proceeded the Deccan in 17n2, toa«$ert, by arms, 

bis cLiim to the Musnud at Hydntbiid, then occupied by hb 
brother Sukfibnt Jung; but liaHng, on his arrival ni Aurnn- 
gnbad, aucep^ted on entertoinmeut from the mother of Nizam

Tbo defaction 
of the Frendi auzeiJiaripB in the army of the luLter, iaduped 
bim to sabmit to bis unde, who, Beven montlis aftorwarda, 
fell the detim of a conspmicy, by the carbine of tie Kuwnb 
of Cadapa, on the eve of a battle at GmgcCv hi 1750» AIoo* 
'lu&T Jung, who had been throwzi into irons on Im submission, 
thea Ubemted, and proplaimed Soobchilar of tite Deccun 
by the coa^Tnitor chiefs, but fell by the hand gf one of them, 
in single eomhut, only a few month-s after. He was the first 
prince in India that made a subsidiary engagement witli a 
European power, having etitettained a body of French troops, 
imder Moitsiewr JJpssyt and unsigned the Northern Circam 
for tlieir j^ayineat. 

SiTLAaHtTT Jong, the Uihd, hut oldest illegitloiatei son, 
succeeded hh, iiepheW| and retgued till 1703. He owetl Jiii 
cleration to the Muaoudj, and support on Jt afterwnrebi, 
iirhoUy to the Frcncdi, When deprived of their ossktaiice. Ins 
brotbeft Niiuun Ali, who officiated ns minUtci, impraioiied 
him at Beder, where he wus stmngled, it is said, the fultowing 
year. The first treaty between the Company mni the Niznm * 
was ecncludcd with Sulabhut Jung, iu 175H, for the expukiou 
of Use rrench froin tJie Deccan, w'heii Majuilipatam, which 
had been already wrested from Use latter by the jiriUsh, was

service, EUid liecaiue die nucleus of a pim'er or inHuence jei the 
centre of Luliof threatening to subvert the llHtkb interests. 

In 1784, the Ni^n coticluded a secret treaty vi'idt the 
PeshwTi, which had for its object, to make Tip[iao restore the 
terriLories taken from eueh df die contracting parties ; but the 
Nizoni^a drsiigti wus fruetralod by Tip pod's making demmids 
upon him before be wns prepared for wur» 

The Nizam wus a party to the tripJe alliafice against Tippou 
Sultaun in 17112 , and obtained as bis sbaTC of the ceded 
territnryr districts rated at l-l; 3 lti, 66 b pagodas ; besides a third 
of die cosli, amounting to three millions sterling, levied upon 
Tippoo by die allies. 

In 17t)8^ the French hod establkhed so Blroiig a |>arty at 
Uydrubad, that as its growing iaflueaee excited the suspicion 
of die Niz^im, so it could not be vie wed. with indiflcreiice by 
die UrliLli GovemTiicjit. ITicy had a disciplined body of 
14,non men, to which 1*24 European officers wore altaclieil; 
it became, therefore, the policy of the Governor-General to 
disperse so formidable a force, before entering upon die pro¬ 
jected war against "^IIppiM* The conemrence of the Nimm 
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TATIS prompt and ii^ordlaL, ftcrcompajiied by an express wisli for 
!iri inereuse of tbe Britkh tjrodpi sening trader hh Higlini>ss,* 
Accordingly^ oti llie joiictifm of Lbe iridj tho old detucb- 
tnedt, tbeirfim operation wras to assist in diaariaing the Frencb; 
iuid by a Judiciously planned rapid march from di^eront points, 
the French party were taken by snrprise, and the desired 
purpose effected udtliout bloodsbetL The subiidiary force was 
fixed at m IjiattaUons of Sepoys, one regiment of caralry, and 
the tisiad prtipurdcFt] of ardltery. 

On die subveraitJit of the Jtahomedaji dynasty of Mysore 
in 1790, the Nbam acquired, by the partition treaty, a 
farther increase of territory^ tlie dear revenue of which was 
rated at 5,37,000 pagodas. AH the territories, hotcevEr^ 
acquired by his Highness under the treaties of Seringnpntam, 
in 1702, and of Mysore^ in 1790, were ceded by him in 
perpetuity to the Company m 1900, to defray die expenses 
of the subsidiary force, then augniejjted to 8000 infantry, 
lOOO CAsnAryt and a proportion of ardlkryp Of tbbi force, it 
wm firipukted by the treaty, diat in the event of war, 6000 
infantry, wdth the cavalry and artillery, joined by 6000 
infantry and 90UO lionse of hk Highnesses own tioopfs, should 
mureh to opp^ise the cnemy^ 

Nmkm All died in 1803. Ilis tson and Fucccssor, Sekuodcr 
Jah, proved less liivounibly inclined towards the English, atul 
cifforded iin uisistaiice b the ^nr of l eS[l3, though s^owctl to 
jiarticipate hi the couqaeata from Sindhia, Iloikar, aud the 
Raja of Njigpoor, which extended hhi northoru iHiundary to the 
Inilytulree hills and the Wufda river» His IlighaeHs acquireil 
a furtlier increase of temlory by lEjc war of 1817-18, outiiouted 
at a revenue of 6^20,375 rupccH. Hb whole reveiiUE in 182!, 
was 1,89,33,550 rupees, and Kk expenditure, including interest 
of debt, 1,75,113400 rnpeos; leaving a surjdus of t4,22J5p3

Mahndjee Sindhin, thE fourth, but illegitimate, son of Ra- 
noojee, was now the only survivor of the family, (Far Tookajee 
had died a luitural death,) and having established clairna by 
his own services, he was conhrmeit in the Jagheer, tlien raletl 
at HiJCty-foar lues of rnpees- lie bad escaped from tlie fntnl 
field of Panipnt, but with a woand which rendered Iiirti hime 
for life* iTie dUtinguI&ihiiig outline of hia career may be 
traced in tlie tnlcnl by wliieh he iiiduenced the polittci of 
Poona ^ in the cstenHion of his possessions in Hindoostan by 
cncroachmeiits upon hiM neighbonrst in his rendering mnst of 
the Rajpoot states tributaxj^; in circumveiidng and mulcting 
Hvder Ali i» the Cnmatic; and in prosecuting n war of some 
duradfin with llic English, which ended in a peace hoiiourLkhle 
to him* The military achievements of this vcLemrt com- 
mander, and Ida mflucntial jiesition among the powers of 
India, during a long ^igii, ranst, however, he pafised briefly 
over in a narrative confined to tnmsoclicniH. more immcdintcly 
connected with the British. 

Mahadjeo SindhLa was a member of the Mahmttn Regency, 
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formed oh iJic dcwase of Nnrmaen TUm, uid utm dio cldef 
lender n^inst lie English nnuy, when It wm reduced to ngiee 
to the conveudon at W'uignmn Id 1779. Oa thia memomble 
occnsian, a separate uegodadon was opened with hrm^ and to 
hint in particular Rugoonatli Rao sarrcndered liimscJf, and 
ite Englisli gendemen sent as hostages to the Maluatta camp 
were cutndieDcletl to Lis csire^ 

IILs first treaty witli the Cmapany was in October, 1781, 
the prurkions of which were, diitt dtc country token posaos- 
sioji of boloiiging to SindLia, 'n-est of the Jumna, should be 
restored by the Company. The Mahn Kaja agreed, in return, 
not to molest the Rana of Gohuil, to restore the Raja of 
Chuuderee to h» tenitosy, and displace Ids Bewun, who had 
iiaurped it. But what will prubahly better illusttiite ^^abad- 
jee'a infiuenee, k hk engaging to use hi# endeacoum for the 
restoration of peace w-itli Hyder AJi, and also with the con¬ 
federate Muhratta Chiefe, with both of which powers the 
English were at war. In the treaty of fialbey, concluded 
the following year, between the British Govenuuent ami the 
latter, Maimdjee becauie mutual guamiitee for the adhereuce 
of both pur ties to its condidons; cither party deTwring, the 
^lalta-Keja was to join the other, aad endeavour tO' bring the 
a^esaor to n proper understanding. Shortly after, the fort 
and district of Broach, which Jmd been continued to the Cotn- 
{umy by this treaty, were given up to Sindhia in 1782, to 
nuU'k tbc Cornpaiiy’s sense of the humane treatment experi¬ 
enced from him by the English hfistugi's of Wurgnum. 

Sindhia ahont tids drao introduced Kuropcan dtsciplino and 
tactics into liis army, atid lieing aiimolestecl by the En glish, 
the only jwwer in Hinrlnostati capable of checking his eaicer 
of conquest, he made himself master of fX'Ihi, Agra, and the 
person of the Emperor, by W'hum ho was appuhited alter- 
ego, nulicr tlmn Vicegerent of tiic Empire. In 1785 he W 
the temerity to prefer a demand for tlie Cimutli, or tribute, of 
Ik'iigid, which had I wen fixed by agreemcTit bet ween the 
[!Oiifedcnite Mahratta L’LIe& and the Soohehdar of Bengal in 
1751, at twelve lacs of rupee? per (uinura. {myablc to the Raja 
of Ik'inr. Tliis claim, never realised from the English, and 
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[iuw become obsalete and forgotten, is only noticed here in 
proof of the fart, that Mahndjee'a arrogance did not abate na 
he KMe CO gtxai fortune. 

Afahadjee 4SincUiia diotl at Puotut in 1794} the most powerful 
of tliC native Princes of chut day. Ilia whole life, one of 
constant netiTityi was passed in the camp] and devoted to tlie 
improvemeDt of his army. He funned his infantry and urcillery 
upon the modei of those of Europe ; and for his camlry, bo 
udopted die more convenient, and comparatively gmeefu], 
dress and lutds of the Rajpoots and MabomedanB. He was 
succeeded by bis gmod-'nephew mid udopted son, Oowlnt Rao 
Sindh in, then only thirteea years of age. 

Dowlut Rno married Baesta Baee, the beanlUtd daughter of 
the notorious Suiji-Rao Ghalgay, wlio became minister at 
Uwnlkir in 1796, and by whose pemicioas eounsela and 
tiiflucncp, the early part of the reign of bis son-in-law was 
stained whh varioasBCts of rapacity, Idoodshcd, and gratuitous 
crnelty. For some years after tlic accession of Dowlut Roo, 
no intercourse of political consequenoe, nn the part of the 
Company, appears to have taken place with SindUb’s eamp. 
But in nos, the rumour of another visit froni the King of the 
Afghans, for the purpose of restoring the sovereignty of tlie 
Great broghul in ilindoostun, suggested to the British 
Goveratnont the espodiency of n defensive alliance with 
!sindhia. ntiit Prince's advisers either saw no inmicdintc 
danger of invasion, or did not choose to listen to overtures 
which might introduce a pawerful stranger to iMurtidpntc in, 
and ilirect, their connsels. 

The contests between Siodhia and Heihur, in 1801-2, 
tefffliniiled in the l«ttlc of Poora, which drove the IVshwa 
to solicit British protection. The treaty of Basscin foiluweil 
ill consequence, the constmctiaii of which imjiorted serious 
ilbetd vantages to Sindbiii. His femily liad, for half n century, 
ranked first in influence among the Mulirattn confederacy, 
and of lute ycMt h»d held a controlling power over its chief, 
the Peshwo. He could not, therefore, with indifference see 
the l^eshwn seek foreign aid to restore him to, and support 
him on, his Musmid. And isindhin's osHordon, tliat he visited 
tlie DccCtiii on invitation from tJie Peshwo, may have troth 
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for its htasis, na it is uot Jutprolnble tliat dial Prince regrelted 
tis precipi^py in resting tie militnry proiecdou of LLi 
dcnuDions in a poiner widi n'Jiiti ie could not, at pleasure, 
siake off connectiDn. The army of SmdJiia, at this period, 
constituted a disciplined force of 45,000 iiifiintrj*, tllrUied Liio 
serentj'-two battaliori#, under Suropeau officerB, with u park of 
500 pieces of artillerj, and a numerous camJry, Co-operating 
in tlic same hostility, tic army of the Nngpoor iio„gh 

not so initnerou^ ami witJiout tlie ad ran luges of dhwipline, 
HUS yet fonnidahje; and the BritiBb iud m fear in tie pragresl 
of the war, lest JiLadiia ami IloJkur sbuiild compromise their 
ciilTereudes; in wbidi ercut, tie disciplined hrigadea of the 
latter might prove a pawerM accession to lie confederacy. 

Sindhb, when advancing touTirdu Poona, was apprised by 
tlie British Envoy, that as the Peslivra was now- restored tv 
the Mnsnud, end the tmiuiuillity of tie Deccan secured, be 
W'ould he capected to reemss tic Xerlmdik. Coiifi{|ent in 
iis strength, Jio besitaled to comply, but protaised not to 
ascend the Ghauts, He did ascend, nevertheless,and ad vanced 
to Assaye, where ic wus joined by lie Rnja of Kggpoor, 
Herd thpir uraii;<l forces w'ere attacked and routed by Sir 
Arthur Welk-slcy, und again at Argautii. Sitidhia's amiy in 
Ilindwstwi was also attacked and beaten by Lord Lake, at 
Delhi and l.jiswaree. His dctachniettts sii fibred wherever 
they encountered Uie British; the fortified town of Ahmed- 
nuggur WT» carried by esealnde, tie strung fort e»f AiigurJi by 
storm ; many others of iis forts on both sides of tlm Nerbudeia, 
were Uiken; and after ii variety of brilliant successes on tic 
part of tlie Britlsi, the war terminati'd in the treaty of Surjee- 
Anjuiignum, on the .‘30th December, 18U3. 

By tliLi treaty, SitiJhia waa compelled ui cede to tie 
Company all bis inrts and territorieH sit tuned between lie 
Jumna utjd tlie Ganges, and northward of lie coantries of 
Jeypoor, Joad^axir, and Goiud. Tlic Jagieer ianils, bow- 
ever. to tiie mnount of seventeen lacs of rupees, held In iLew 
cessions, by vurtoiw members of tbe family of tie lute 
ilahadjee Siudbia,(oiJc of whom was Bala Bate, his daughter, 
wdio held a Jagbecr of two lats,) and Sirdani late in tb serl 
Tice, were continued tn tlii-m under the BritUb Goveriimciit- 
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firoacb and Ahmednuggur were ala-a ceded to ihe Comp^jr^ 
with fbrtber lands in KhaJides and Gnierat, whicL were 
afterwards restored to liim* AU his territaries south of 
the iDdyadreo hillft^ were abo ceded, and made aver to the 
PesliWB* and NiziirD+ He renounced sovereignty over certain 
of htt tributariesr who were taken under Britisli protection, 
while the Britbh engaged nut to interfere with the rest. He 
rehnqubhed farther interference in the aflhiis of the Emperor^ 
and it was sripubted that envoys should be sent hy ortcli, to 
reside at the Court of the other. Out of the reveiiiies of die 
ceded landsr U subsidiary force of sii battalia ns of infantry 
wnai to be tnaintained for Sindhians sendee* But haw for be 
might cofistdcr advantageous u force furnished to him under 
such circumstance!^ is doubtfid, the resources for its mainte- 
mmee having, in the first instance^ been alienated for ever 
from his dommions.^ 

In the treaty of defensive aTIbnee, eoncladcii two mouthg 
after, tlte cun trac Ling parties agree, in eiuie of war, ihiiE ^00 
infimtry and 10,OM cavidry, of the Maha-Haja s uwa army, 
should Join, or co-oporate, with the subsicliaiy^ force against 
llie enemy* But this treaty, owing to subsequent events, wiis 
never acted upon ; and Sindhih b, at this day, one of the few 
substantive states wdthant a subiiidiary force. 

Affairs on tranquilly for sonic time, and 8indLiu looked 
forward to a participation of the territories of Holkur, witb 
whom the Company were tlien at war. But tJie violence of 
Ghatgay, who presided over the administration in Sindbhi^s 
eamp, fxa^asioned his master to join the decliiilDg cause of 
Holhur, even at the critical loainent when thiU Chief was 
reduced to extremity, Reg^l^dI(^ss of the sacred chnractcT of 
an envoy, the RiT^ddeia-y was atmehed and plundereii, and the 
penson of the Hehuleiit i^lacLHl under restraint. 

The ground of ciffeticp,^—an alleged obscurity in sevcTai 
iirticlcfl of the late treaty of innity, W’.is renjuved by a definitive

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treaty, in Notvailwr, 1805. Tlie Sink« wbo had litkcu put 
in tLe reteiii acts of liofitilily, were deemed to have forfeited 
tLeir pensiona^ atid compensatluD was nude for tl»e pliuidor of 
the Residency. Tlie Chiunbul was now msfle the bounckry 
between die two atutes; and to relieve the Muba-Raju of n 
jKirtJon of the loss sustaitied, frotii tliis river being made die 
line of demorkiidob, an nnniiii] sum of four liir»t of rtijiees was 
stipnlated to be paid to him; while to his svife, Dneza ikiec, 
was assigned u Jugheer of two Incs i and to Lis daughter, 
Chama Baee, on other of one lao of rupees, within the Com* 
pony's territories. Owaiior, and part of the former possessiojis 
of the Kuna of Goliud, were tmnrfcjrcfl to Siiid lim, who took 
upon hinuielf, in return, the puymetit of the }>eiisions with 
which the ecasions of Suijee Anjniigumn were charged. The 
Ram of Goltud, tui ancient ally of the British Govcniment, 
had been disiwsscsscd by Sindhia of his knds, some ycara 
before, and the desire to reinstate him, was one of tlie minor 
objects of the war. The Rom was eompeuxated from the 
diii]Ki!fiihIe lands on the north bank of die Jumna. 

'1 hough SlndJihi had still a large territory, and an extensive 
power left to tiiia in lUijpootaon, he forlmTC to interrupt die 
tranquillity of India by any extensive militnry nperatinnii. 'JTic 
alicnattun of so large a {Nntion of liis douiinions dlnuiiished bis 
finuncial resources; and he fnl! into arreais with Lis army, 
wiildi, whether iinpelJed by vanity, or indulging in riews of 
conquest, he still kept up, when the pernicious system of giving 
alignments on the rcveniiea to CKMUuumders begun to be severely 
fell. Their exactions knew iin Imimds, ond iminy cultivated 
and populous districts were thua rendereeJ waste and wrutclicd. 

Suidlna did not again come into any coUision with the 
Brithili power untU 1817, when the reduedun of the I’iniXorrirs 
became essential to the future peuee of Indio, lie was hiiowti 
to liave been secredy one of dicir aujipdrtcn, and to have 
entered into a combination, hostile to the EiigHsli, widr the 
Ollier Mail rat to states, so eiipngive in its natarc that even tJie 
Roja of Nepuol was to Lave |>ceii included. MTien the British 
army, therefore, udvanced Ui the Jumna, u demaml, in confnr- 
mlty to treaty, was made for the Malm-Raja’s co-oticrtition 
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with his stlpukted contingi^nt of 5000 lionie against iLe 
Pindarriea ; at tlio mmc: time liis eonsent was required to the 
abrogaden «f that coiidiuon of the treaty of 1305, which bound 
the ISridsh Guremroent to regard the tribatariM m Rajpootatia 
as subjects of Skidhio, which prevented allLojicefl being formed 
with then)* HU plea of inability to resmtin them, had 
virtually auuidled the sdpuhitiaii in queeiddn, wbicli had been 
agreed to under the belief of hia ahiUty to coerce thcui^ A 
umon with the l^jpoot statci wu& now iiLdispensablc for 
suppresautg and preventing the revival of the preflatorj' 
sptcTO. By having cneoatuged that ay stem, and given 
protectjoii to the Pindanii' leaders, Sindhia liud aiiqueitioiiiibly 
been guilty of an infraction of the treaty* 

After some proGrosti nation Sindh ia acceded to and ratilied 
the treaty proposed lo him on the ath of November, 1017. 
The British Govern meot reserved to itself the power of 
collectiag and guamnteeing to Sindhla tlie tribute justly 
receivable by him from the Hnjpoot etntefl j the amouLtit of 
which, with the itipendb of seven hies settled upon SindhTu 
and memhvn of Ids fiiMily by the treaty of 1305, was applied 
to the payment of the contiiigent ofollOO horse adptdnted to 
bo employed with die British detachments. British ufBeers 
are now atitioneil with eaeli division of the eontingent; imil 
the rest of SindbiaU fumy being completely imsidiited by 
our military poritiouSp bis power of oggre^iou is greatly 
diminished. Siiulhhi lust Asscergiirh by Ms conduct in 
1017^10. It having been dkeovened, on tlic aipttire of that 
fortress, that he had Mint secret orders to the coninnindcr to 
defend the pbee* in contravcntioo of lib ofRciid and public 
' instructions to pennit its tetnportuy occupation by BriiUii 
troops, the Bridfih Government resolved to retain it* 

Dowtiit Kao SindJiia died oo t2lfit Marchj 1837, having 
about thirty yean played a cunsidcnibic part on the political 
arena of iiidm. Hb military talents were certainly not of the 
first onler, though he had alu-ays kept up a large military 
e^taidbhmciiL Tlic expense of such a force far exeeeiled lib 
tifiandal mciuis, and nut ujifrcqncntiy exposed him to the 
dbagrecahk necessity of listening to theeLunouni oftiimultaotis 
troops long in arrear; while, for tlic supply of pcrs4>iiai 
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<)emaDd% be was often obliged to Imve recourse to bankers, 
whose accommodatioDS were ohtninod at bigli rates of intereet. 

He left territories capable of realizing a rereiiuc of 140 
W» of rupees, under proper uianogeideDt. His dutninioRJi, 
with llie eiceprioD of tie exchange of Ajmeer, renmin in lie 
same state us lliey were left by tie treaty of 1 c!05. 'J'ie aequiai- 
tions frutn Sindiiii by lie Britisi Govcrnmeiit at tiat period, 
coniprLje tbc priactpnl part of tic Delta of the Ganges and 
Jumna, from tie source of the latter river in tlio momitoins 
of Cnshmcer, to near its cotifluenee with tlie former. They 
included the ancleul city of Delhi, wtiidi, with a tract of 
country toumf It, was continued under the noinliial authority 
of the titular Emperor, the real authority being rested in the 
British resident. Ajmeer, with other districts and tributes, 
came into the BridsL possession in 1 Bid, by exchange with 
Hndhia, for part of the Veocioorkiir's Jagiccr in Malwa. 

Tie late Malia-ltaja Itaving no prospect of a male heir, 
sent, shortly before bis death, to tie Deccan for the children 
of some of Ins distan t rehitiont, that he might select an huir 
from amongst them. The cuodidate^, five In number, not 
arriving at Gwaiior till after the Uaju’s dead), die right of 
selection fell upon Buera Baee, lie Regent, who chose Moogut 
Row, a boy iwdv p years of age, the second of the candidates 
in regard to years. The ceremony of adopdun took place on 
the ]7di June, 1827, tmd of marriage oji the same day to die 
gmnd-dnughcer of the btu Mala-Roju, by liis daughter married 
to Diuborry, Rao Suennputee. lie was seated «m the Caddee 
on lie following day, under tie auspices of tic British 
CTOverninent, and assumed tie name of Juiikotqce, in cumpIJ'. 
ment to his distinguisied ancestor of that itame. Tic Regent, 
Bueza Baee, is vested with die conduct of tie aJfiiirs of the 
state during the llfnha-R^ija'a minority, assisted by her brother, 
Hindoo Rou, who ts at the head of tie militttry deportinent, 
and Bajiuo Rugooniidi, formerly minister m DLar, is die 
Ri in Liter of finance. 

The army of tie state, at tie period of the death of the late 
bfabu-Rajti, wtis, at tic luwest computation, exclusive of the 
British contingent, and garrisons to forte, estimoted ot 14,000 
inlanlry, 10,000 cavalry, »tid 250 pieces of cannon.

Jeswunt Eao sought protectiou with the Rnja of NagpooTp 
w^Lo treaeberoiifliy icopriacincd hiai* He again escaped, after 
a confinement of si^i months, and led a fugitJve life of a year 
more- The energy of hia character rose higher in the school 
of adversity, and die esdoiation in which the lioiihse of Holkur 
was lield, (won enabled him to coUeet follower^ and, by a 
stieecssion of during exploits, to fncrcoso bis means and repu~ 
(ation. Ilie whole of hJs brotber Khassee liao^s army, whicii 
included die disciplined battalions and artillery of tke Chevalier 
Dudemnic, With the Patan leader Ameer Rhan mid bis troDpSr 
with all the PinderrieS} rallied nnder his standard. 

*nie Regency was afi^iimed by Jeswunt Rao, iu the name 
of bis nephew, Khun dee Hno, diough the latter wm in 
Sindhia's hands. Forced by his necessities to lead a predatory 
life, he sut»isted his large army by indisctimluate plunder of 
friend and foe; and n largo part of Sindbia's and the Peshwa's

-rxpectilionL Vrry indenL JigWiv, ollfd Suwn-thim, nev^r muiuedL 
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took m^aEUTes to stop tLe work of desoLutiou. At Length, 
v^iJidliia'g array Wt^us PLoatiiitfred by llolkur^a Oujain, nnd 
u do^pifrute battle enaued^ in wLlcL tbo regular iiirantry of tbo 
former web nearly ojmibibted^ fonr-fiftha beiug uumbered 
with the kiUed and wounded^ Of eleven European ofGcers^ 
seven were shibi} mid three wounded ami made prisoners. 
Jeswunt Rao wm aftenvards defeated at Indore by the tinny 
of Sindhiik, and that pbcOi whieli hk cnpltal, wtis given 
up to be ransiioheil by tbe troupe of the victor. The resources 
of JeiTiunt Rao had now failed, and his tinny becoodng^ 
clamorous^ he led them lo tbe plunder of the rich dty of 
Kutlara. Here he pruekunied hLn regular resourees at au end;, 
but offered to lead those who were disposed to n predatory 
life. Consonant with this pbiij be led uff the remnant of hk 
army to plunder Kajpootuuaa whence he retrogradec!, carryiiig 
devastotioii through Candesh, levying contributions^ or uoni- 
znictijig ravages, dowTi to Poona^ On the ’23 th October WTis 
fought the battle of Poonr^ between Ilolkur and Sinrihirt, 
wdien a complete victory WHi the reward of tlie uncammoii 
energy displayed by Jeswujit RuOi mid occasioned the Right 
of the Pcsbwa, and subsequent treaty of Basse!ri on the 31st 
December, so important in its results lo the Mahratta 

nation and the Britisb Governmetit. 

Jeswunt Hao hail procured from die Raja of Saturn the 
investiture for a neiv Pe^hwa, for which Ijonoiir tlie present 
Venaik Rao w&a intended, when the return of liajeerew to 
Poona, escorted by a Eritiii]i forte, induced all the dUcordont 
particfi in the slate to endeavour to reconcilo their differences, 
and unite to oppose an ultiimec equally affcctliigall. Sindhlu, 
in order to coiicilkte Jcswuni Rao, gave over in chtirge to 
him hLs ncp)iew> Xhiindee Ruo Ilnlkiir, during w^hose 
minority he was officiating as Regent ^ but Jesw'unt Rao, 
though he promised ccMperadon against tbe British Gorcni- 
ment, nevertheiesH did not afford it in the war which folio wed 
in IBD3, Willi Sindhia and the Bnja of Ksigiioor^ Shortly after 
it'' termination, the Holkur atatc liecame itself involved in 
disputes with the Brittsh Governrnont, and a detaclimcnt, too 
weak for the enterpriBe, under Cdonet Mcmsoii, haring 
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advanced iiLti> MuLu'^^ ii-as ctPiuiJ^Ded ti> li diba^itroua 
fullawed and lionijs^ed during a lung inarcli, b}" Jeswiit Rau, 
TLiis suc^e‘is imbolden^d Jcswiint Riso ta attcjnpt itiore 
extensive operatiuus; and lie iii^uded tlie Com puny's po^^^ie^'- 
sian^ in HindoDstan, at tbe bead of lUi urmy suid U> cuiisLat of 
yOjUOO tneni of wbieh 19,000 were in brigades of disciplined 
Iniantryi and 7000 artillery. Defeated in the battles of 
Furraekabad, Deeg^ and hi^ detacLments iu otber pbice^^ be 
took refuge in Bburtpeor^ wbere bis furcea, liUiteci witb tbe$e 
of rlie Kaja^ successfully repulsed tbe British in acveml 
assaults. On a gepamre peace being concluded witli tlie 
Roja uf Bbartpoor, Jeswunt Rao marched off towanfs tbe 
St?ik country', lu expectattou of inducing RunjeeL Sing to join 
bis cau^LS He was, bowever, overtulceii by the Rritish army 
antler Lord Ltike, wlicii a iTcaty conduded, wbicb, w^bile 
it deprived blm of cerluin districts^ dictated tlie route of bis 
army back throagb Ilindooslon tn Malwa. But as Jeswiiot 
Riio sub^qucntly manlfeancd a friendly dlspositiou to wards 
tbe British Govern me lit, tbe alienated districts were ft-^tored 
to him during tlie followdiig year, leaving bim iu uearly tbe 
same comlltinn na before the coirnnciiccment of tlic w^ar. 

Jcsw'unt Rao, in ]dtJ6, tbiit lie might be rid of all fear of a 
rivjil in bis brother, Kbassec Run, at that, time biR prisoner, 
employed persons to put to death both him and his wdfe, who 
was pregnant. His nejihow^ Kbtmdcc Ran, iben about 
clei'en or tw'elve years of age, dieil hy tb<* eame year. 

He now applied Idmself with extraordinary activity to the 
improvetDeht of his nrmy, liis enthuRiaMm in forwarding which 
ofeen indiKited an aberration of reason. Tbe native ferocity 
of bis dieposidon, acted upon by most unbounded dissipa¬ 
tion, which be had indulged in from bis ynuth, settled at 
Last into confirmed insanity^ and obliged the meiDbpH4 of bis

The Regency, and cxirc of JeAWunt Rao's pcrsorij was 
intrusted to TDolaali Baee, his fiirourite mistresa. She 
adopted Mulhar Raa, the son of another mistress, and he 
succeeded to tiie Mtisnud, while she administered affairs iu 
his name,—a regency coil trolled by a concubine, and one of 
most pioflignte habits, but whoso beauty and talents inscinated 
ail who approached her, could not prosper. 

The Government of HuJkur hod been mpidJy demying 
since the death, or previous insanity, of Jcswniit Kno, its best 
provinces havHng been appropriated by overbearing chiefs; and 
the young Miiliiar Raw, with the Prin cess Regent, were obliged' 
to seek refuge in a fort from the clamouisof the troops deimiid- 
iog their arrears. At this lime, the advance of the British forces 
towards the rendezvous of the Piadairies, brought from the 
Princess Rcgert a spontaneous application for herself and the 
young represeDtadre of tlie family to be received under Bridsh 
protection. During these negoiiadons, lioslilitics with the 
Peshtva commenced, when the flolktir Dnrbor proclaimed its 
resolution to adhere to bis fortunes ; and funds having heen 
provided hy the Pesliwa’s agents, the arrears of die army were 
dischaiged, tlio chiefs bocariie clamoroiis for baule, and thus 
pat an end to die negotiations. Tiie first decisive step of 
the Palan chiefs, who had usurped the direction of aflhirs, 
was to send the Firncesti Regent to die banks of the 
Seepree for ciecudoii, and throw the miiiistcia into confine- 
ment. Tho battle of iMchidpoor was fought neat day, which 
irretrievably broke die Holkurarmy. Tlic treaty of aiuiidj- 
soor followed on the 6di January, by wlticb tbe Holkur state 
wna deprived of nearly two-thirds of Its territories, "fhe 
principal terms of this treaty embrace the cession in periwtuity 
Co the Nnwub Ameer Kluin, and his brother-in-law, Ghufoor 
Khan, of tbe Jngheers tlicn held by them of the Hvikpr 
family," to die latter, however, for the maintenance efaeon- 
dngeot of fiOO efficient horse; the relinquishment of all 
claims or conquests from the Rajpoot states; the cHision to 
the Regent of Kotah, of four districts, formerly rented by 
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hi Eli; uud to the Crltub Guvernfni^nt, of posfipes^ioiu 

within and south of the SoiitTrtMir& range of hilbp In return^ 
the BrxtUh Govern men t look the remaining provinces under 
its protection^ The territory left to Holkur gave* at that 
time, UB aErtiuit revenue of twelve or thirteen k0i of rupees, 
and being saseeptiblc of great improvemeiii:* liia income lately 
has been rated at twenty lacs, and the only tnUltary diarge 
upon it is the Diainteuance of a body of MOO borse. AIull^ 
RaOf is still at the head of the gov^nmentg and the greate&t 
tranquillity prevuiki throughout his conntTy,—a cootrast to 
the sOite of anarchy, tnhrule, and oppression, to which the 
wretched inbahitanta were subjected during the eleven yean 
which followed the coniiiiement of Jeswunt RuOf

In September, I BOO, Gowind Rao, who had aiicceeded to 
the throne of Banoda in 1702, died, leaving three legitimate, 
and a number of illegidmute, children* The eldest of the 
former, A mind How, was of weak intellect, and the reins of 
Government were usurped by Kaiihoojce^ the eldest of the 
illegitiniiitc, whose pretensions were supported hy MuUinr 
Row, hU cousin, the Jygheerdar of Kurree, But in a few 
months he wwi deposed by Rowjee Appnjeer the minister of 
the late Gowind Uao. To support hia authority he proposed 
an alliance vrilh the English, and a treaty mis m eonscqnonce 
eoacluded, which Jed to the prchuiit iiitimate connection. 
He agreed to take into his pay a force coiisbLtng of three 
battalions of Native inCiifilry, and a company of Eiiropenn 
artillery. This force was first employed in establishing him

At this time there was a large body of Arabs in lie Bcrvice 
of A ji mid Row, which it tras necessary to reduce; but they 
had claimfl for heavy arresus of pay. To cfTect the liquidation 
of these ciaims, it became necessary to nuT«! a Jn^ n of 41,38,73*2 
rupees, of which the Company was solicited by the leading 
inea of the State to lake a share, &nd become guarantee to tbe 
hankers who might advance the rest. Consequent upon 
this, the Company took about a half, and native Ixinken the 
rcmnijidcr : this Was to lie exilngiibbed, with interest at nine 
per cent, lu three years} in failure of which, districtis were to 
be assigned, and the revenues eollectcd and applied by tiie 
Company to its extitiction. No port of this advance having 
been repaid in April 18115, suggested the expediency of a 
definitive treaty, consoluluting the stipulations of all former 
engagements, TLe&ut»sldiary force, which had been augmented 
to 30)10 meii, ui June 1603, was made pomianenr, luid tlie 
Perguniiabs of Dholkn, Keryad, Bejapoor, Moondliu, Mahter, 
&c, together nited ut 11,70,000 rupsua, were assigned in 
perpetunl sDrercigfity to the Campauy, to provide for its 
payment. Territorial funds w'ere aioo assigned, rated at 
12,95,000 rupees, for the liquiilation of the loiui and interest. 
The eesdoit in perpetuity to the Company, of ihe districts of 
Choarossy, Chiekly, fCoira, &c. vi'os also coiilirnied. 

In 1809 the aflitirs of the Rornda state were involved In 
much coidfusioiii, mid encumbered with debt, accmnulatiog 
under the steady opemlion of nine per cent interest. For¬ 
tunately ut tiiat time the Resident at UuriKla was the late 
Colonel W'olker, whose personal iiifluenoc in tlie ndministm- 
tion of which he uiua member, did much towarils removing 
tbe exisciiig difticultie*. That officer left 1 ndia in 181J, much 
too won far tbe country, which siill acknowledges the value 
of Ilia labours, liis successors, though not restrietcd froiu 
Irterfemiice, Here not proinded wilb power* of equal extent. 
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After hk deparliire for Eujflmid, Tutih brngh was vested witli 
the sole dJrectioii of affiiira, with the Resident as iiu a*lv’iser. 
The fiimine of 1013 contribiiled, with other muses, to prevent 
the liquifktioii of the debt, wbicli in 1013 had accumulfited 
to fifty-iive lacs- 

The Hasasii nation of Gungadhur Sbastry, tlie Oiiektvar 
Minister, by an unprincipled favourite of the Peshwa, to whose 
Court he had been sent ns a Commissioner, for the purpose 
of adjusting claiinB long pending between the Pesliwa and 
Guekwar, in which the British Government, hy the provisions 
of treaties with both states, was hound to arbitmle, produced, 
ultimately, very important political changes in liuUa. 

The hirm of the Peshwa’s share of the revenues of Gtijerst, 
tinder Ahmedabud, had been granted first in 10IU> to Gowind 
Kao Oaekwur, for five yciirs, at five lacs of rupees a-yew, 
and hud been renewed to Anund Huo ia 180^, on a decennial 
lease, at four lacs and a half of rupees. The mauBgctueot of 
these revenues was resumed by the Peshwn ou the expiration 
of the lease iu 10i*>- R became, in consequence, ili^siriihlc to 
avoid the inconvenience of two sets of revenue officers, those 
of the Peshwa and Chtekwar, having separute intereaia in the 
Bume districts or towns, coming into collision, and it iiad 
therefore been one of the objects of the mission, to get 
the farm of the Peshwa's share renew'etl to Gaekwar, together 
with his share of the tribute of Kottiwur. The iiegtrtiatiDns, 
which embmeed these and other topics of conRiderable delicacy 
and moment, were put a stop to by the assassimitiun of the 
envoy j and the honour and interests of the Britisk Govern¬ 
ment being directly concerned, involved tltc necessity of 
Dteiuiurea of iJiCerference, The assaMiii was reluctantly sur¬ 
rendered by the Peeb'im, hy reason of the judicious and fier- 
severing firmness of the Resident; but having escaped from 
his confinecient, be appeared at the head of an iiisurrecUon, 
ill which he was supported by tlic iV^liwa against the British 
Govt-rnmciU. Alter every effort ut conciliation bad fuilmi, war 
was resorted to, but was concluded by the treaty of Poona, in 
June, 1017, which sec lift'd important iKjncfits to Gackuar. 
The Pesliwa*# clniitt# iqioti him, as heiul of the Mnhratta 
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cottfedracy^ were renDiuiced for ever; Itk uiiarljiiatetl pecunbrj 
clajms were settled for sii oimual payment of four lacs of 
rupees; die farm of Abniedalmd was renewed on die former 
terms, but the tribute of XattiiA-nr was tnioirerred to the 
Britiftli Government as part of an addidoimi subsidy^ leaving 
to the Pesliwa do pretest for mterferiag in the afTatm of 
. Gujerat- 

In Norember^ JS17, an aii^iientation of die Hiibsidiurv 
forcej coirespoiidijig to hb Higliiiess's fair proportion of the 
military charges of die province^ took place. Ii now amounted 
to 4000 native iiifautry^ and two regimen tei of ctivaJrj^, &r. 
for die increased charge of which Lb sliare of Aluneiibad, 
taken at l!2|6l,0G9 rupees^ was ceded in pcrpetiuty to the 
Company. In aiildilioii to tLb, Jds Highness's Goieriiment 
hecame bound to raise and nudntain a body of 3000 Isorse* 
to cooperate with die su1>sidiary force. 

During lelfl, died Futih Siiagb Gaekwar* who liad officiated 
as liegentt sioce 18l>5j dtiHug the imbecility of Aunnd Rao. 
Thc latter did not long survive Lis brother. Futih Singh 
from habits of iutemperante during tbo liuter years of his Lifct 
not better quetified dmu An mid Rno lo conduct (he 
uFairs of an administration, TJieir younger bfotber, Synjee^ 
succeeded to die Government, and Lia ehameter gave promise 
of Letter management in his coantry^ 

In ]@2Q.p when the Governor of Roiuliay visited Briroda^ 
Syajee compltiiued of the bardship of being controlled in dir 
adminbtnition of Lis Government by the Resident. The 
enlightened Go veto or heard atid nttciuled to the reuioustraiice; 
andj in consequence^ the Gaekvmr was vested with the unc<iti- 
trolled p^sssession of his dominionon die caiiditionj^ bow^everi 
that the debt with whicL the state ^vas encumbered;, and for 
ivhicJi the Cotnjiany stood as giuiranteCf should be liquidated 
in seven years, at tw'enty hies of rupees annually. 

Syajee [oiled to perform liis eitgBgemcnts. He andeipated 
I he reveimcg of certain dLstricts which had been set aside for 
]iis creditors, and failed eo keep up the contingent at im 
stipulated strength. This octasioned a new arningement to 
Ih* forced upon him in when districlg were seijuestmtcrf. 
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aiid placed under Mpaiate maiiagcmeiit, tbe revenue of whicli 
w-as *et Ksiiie for tbc liquidatloR of h\i dcbta, and towards 
defraying the expense of tlic conlingenti leaving, after deduclr 
iBg pensions and other charges on the revenue, a clear income 
to the Gaekwar of. about twenty lacs of rupees. These 
anangements nutiirally cugendered diKcoateiU agmiist tho 
British Governmeut, until all differences were adjusted at ■ 
Barodn, in April, by the Earl of Clure, the Governor of 

Bomluiy. The Gackwar ilehts Imviiig been liquidated, the 
sequestrated districts were reslon-d, and an arrangeinent being 
made for tbe pityment of the contingent, the relations of the 
two states have been again placed oti the most friendly 

footing. Ti • • t 

The whole of Gaekwar's dominions, before tee flritiah 

alliflnce, produced a gross revetiuc of ninciy-mne lacs of 
rupees, of which the territory ceded to the Britisli Govern* 
meat in perpetuity for the subsidiary force, is only rated at 
tweaty-sevco tacs. 
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Tut Kao of Cutcli, Mirza llao Sliri Deauljee, styled 
Maiia-Buja, was elevated to the Musnud in October, 18 IP, by 
the unsuiimoiis voice of the Jahrejuli Chiefs, oti the dethrone¬ 
ment of his father, Bbartnoljee. The tyrannous and oppres¬ 
sive conduct of Bharmuljcc to the JabrejaU* Bhyad, (brother- 
hood of Chiefs,) after his accession in 1615, indicated iiisamty, 
Tifliich bad no doubt been induced by inebriety; and bis 
unprovoked hostility to the British Govenimenl obtained 
tlioir concUTTCuce to a spontaneous proposal of the f'*’’ 

h'ls deposition. He is now a state prisoner, residing in Bhooj,

• The fimt connuunlnitiana between the Compiiny and tie 
Cutci state, occurred between 160 [ and 1604, wdten sereral 
depijtatioji.s arrived from tint Court at Bomliay, but no «m- 
ncctioo was tlien formed, Tlie cekimted Jemidar Fattih 
Madomed at tliat time beki tie reins of Government^ with 
lie title of Vizier, He had commenced life os a private 
ioraenmn, and passing tirougi tie rapid career of a fortunate 
soldier, assumed the directioit of tic Guvemmoitt in t7t^, 
while tie lawful Prince ivns reduced to a pageant, llie 
aggressions of ]m subjects, boti ui pimtes and pluudercra, led 
to a treaty wili him in 160P; tie objects of whici were, 
to remove nil pretext, grounded on |iecuniary clnims, for 
tneunsiouB of banditti from \^"ngur, -that Lad periodically 
plundered Kattiwar, tie territory of our alHea, and to siippresa 
piracy, of M'iieh tie province svaa a hotbed. 

Futtih Lfalinined died in 1S13, leaving tw'o sons, one of 
whom HUS assassinated in public Durbnr by a discontented 
officer; and tie otier, after a siort and turbulent reign, in 
wdiicli he evinced a pa7|iable incapacity, resigned tie Govern* 
ment, when Bharmuljee, then eigJiteen yeom of age, was 
formally iuvestod with it. 

This CO an try bml long been tic scene of diaorder and 
misrule, and its government being too weak to prevent tie 
constant irraption of banditti, or freebootem, from W’agur into 
the territories of our ally, ibe Gaekwnr, a deputatioi} was sent, 
in which tie envoy was instrncted to reqalre compensation for 
the pjut, and a guarantee agaiTLst ftiturc ifiniads. TJie mission 
having fulled in its object, tie British and Gackwiir hoops 
advanced ami reduced the fort of Anjar, and by consequencu 
tie wdiolp country. I’hw kd lo tie treaty of Bhooj, In 
January, and subsequenrly to tJio subsidiary lrcatv> Jn 

/keemher, 1619, 71ie latter guaranteed to the Rao the 
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necurity of his dommioufi agaiiut foreign and domeBtic eiiemiesj 
the iDternal nutbority therein being left to the Regencyt and 
provided a sufBciebt Rritifth force for the protection of the 
coantty. The extent of the Rao over the Jahrejah Chiefa was 
also cdearly defined by tliis treaty- I'be BridsL coiineclJoii 
with Culrh arose out of polirical rather than peeunLary 
raativesr in order to curb the [ilutidcrers fruin VV'agur, whose 
depredations Lad been tarried on widi a desolating vigour,—to 
check the Kliosas, and keep at a distance the Sindians, who 
had fonaerfy been the oecasioiial invaders of the province. 

The state snbsidizea a battalion of native infantry, witli 
artillery, for wbich the Rao pays to the Company seven lacs 
of kories annunUy, besides 8tS(H)D rapees for the rent of Anjar 
and its dependent village*, wliich were retransferred to 
the Rao in 1822. The piiliiary form of the Durbar is very 
limited, consisting of about 500 boree, and 2,000 sebandy, 
principally employed in revenue inattera, and os police of the 
country. A few Arab infantry aro also maintained, for the 
defence of tbe forts of-JL.uckputaiid Mandavee. Tbe Jlmrejah 
Bhyad of the Abbrassia and Wagor, witli tJieir retainers, are 
obliged to attend at the Camp of the Kao, on a snnmitmH 
from the Durbar. The contingents of nil the Chiefs may 
amount to 20,000 home and foot; but it is only during 
their attendonee that subsistence or py is dcmanilod. The 
annual income of these Chiefs, who cxcccti 200 in nuinher, 
varies from a lac of kories to 400: there are not less than 50 
whoso income exceeds 5000, ami wlio can bring 150 men 
into the field. Each Cliicf exerciBCS an unlimited authority 
within kis own lands, the tenants upon w'bich ore his kinsmen, 
or Bhyad. Disputes between the Clitcfs ore, however, 
referred for adjustmctit to the Durbar at Bbonj. 

The revenue of Cntch, including ibe lands of the Rhyiid, 
is estimated at fifty facs of korit**, (obout sixteen lacs of 
rupees,) though of this sum not more than thirty befi aro 
realized upon tbe demesne to which the ordinary jurisdiction 
of the Ruo is confined. .'Vftcr, tJiereforts alienating the 
villages assigned for the raalntetiancc of the ladies of the 
Durbar, amountiiig to three lacs — chariries and pensions. 
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three laca ntitl a die sub-^idy to the Hthbk Govern 

ment| indodmi^ tlie rent of Anjar, ten kea, only diirteen lats 
of koriea (less than four iaes of mpeea) nre left t* die Rai> 
for his personal expeieieaL From the clrctunatatire of the 
Rao’a being- In debt in J@i20, coupled tritb the nocossityj 
on seveml oeganions since, of reinittnig port of the subsidy, 
it may be inferred that the imiount rndpukted is higher than 
the resources of the atate c;in well sustfun. 

Since 1019, die eountry lias been subjected to majiy misfor- 
tnnes. fn that year an earthquake took pkee, which destroyed 
many of the forts and priiieiiml buildingi in Cnteh, and 
occasioned a great lass of life* In 1825 and 1824, ihe 
periodical rains tailedi necessarily causing itiuch dtstress, and 
the emigration of a large portion of the population, W^ith 
die return of plenty in 102^2*1, the country was ovorrtin by 
plunderers from Si ode, eondiieted by the emigrants frotn 
Cuteh the year beforei thus in n great measure renewing the 
enliitnities of former years, Sineo that period Cnteh has been 
better protected,* confusion has glveiupkcc to order, and its 
people have for the most part rotunied* Tlie pH^^pulation h 
estimated at 500^000 kmiUeSt uf which nbout ]0,OOU compose 
die llliyad. These- latter derive their dc-scent fftitn the same 
iM»mmon origin a^ die Hao^ whose ancestor came from Thntha^ 
in Sinde, about the middle of the gisleentb century. iTie 
census of 1827 exhibits 3;J2,0(Kt Hindoo families, and l.^i%000 
Mabonieflnn. The fiimine and pestilence of 1012 depriveil 
Cutch of a great portion of its popuktiom liifaudcide k 
suspected to prevail in the eoiintr)^^ nnd [larticidarly among the 
Jalirejahfi^ iiotwitlunandiiig 7UI die measures taken by the 
British GovernTnent for its suppre^sioDp The ilao is, by the 
treaty of 1019, bound to use Ids utmost endeavours to $uppres9 
it, and espednily to aboli^^b it ju bk own family.

Tbe soil of Ciitcb is priiioipally of a sandy descriptioni. but 
it contains extensive tracts of land^ siich as the plain of 
Abbrassa^ and some districl:s in Wngiir, of an extremely rich 
anil productive nalure, parLicularly fuvoiirable to the growth 
of cotton^ which may be cunsidEred lIie staple of the province* 
It po^easps, likewise^ on its northern boundary, exteu^ve 
pastures, which ore resorted to by imtnerous tribes of wandering 
ReLburies and Jhuts.

By ihc trealj of Fonmndhur* concluded in \77^r between the Coropany and 
Foona Reavne/r ibr latter ea^uged In tander the Ni||mkW Elate no oHi^hUioe 
m rwueetinp the Chouth of the Bengal proTmw, a RliLhmtta lucwia of ahew- 
illig iiitkU though Lle TenJimtiqik hail never been attompled from tlk« Coni|ifLtiy, 
yeta nnvmbrkflfp the Nngpogr ffUlt hnd a tight to elliltl JL 
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[ilnjce antil Intc iu 177!), H'beii pccujikry aiit Mcrctlf 
afibnled by tlir Britlsli Govenimeut, to co&blc Moodajee to 
reiiuK Gurrah-Muwleb, lUi esteiiiivo province in the volley 
of tbe Nerbuiiila, llieii in posscseion of the Pesliwn, but which 
Mooihijee lifol long covett'd, its being contigiKnis to bis own 
rlominitins. These districts, lliongh reduced by Kughoojee, 
were not formally confirmed to his successor by the PesLwn 
until 179:3, when tlicy Were made the rewaicl of former services 
of the Nogpoor cootingent in the Camtitic. It will hence bo 
observed, that though the Kiijtis of Nagpoor itsunlly acteil as 
a branch of the iliihrattn confederacy, Unit they nevertheless 
maintained their independence, framing treaties, remaining 
neutral, or actiiig eitlier with or against the Peshwa, as it 
suited their interest or tlioir policy. The plea of duty, 
therefore, in tliis state juiniiig the Peshwa during the lost 
Miihratta war, cannot lie sustaioeih 

;^fnodajce died in l7ttS, and Rughoojee sticcecded to the 
uncontrolkil administration of Lis dominions. It vnis his pullL-y 
not to interfere with the cpiarrelH of his neighbours, as his 
army hud sufficient employment against the lialf,4iubdu«d 
lUjns of Ute wild and eiU'asive territory over which he 
nomiiiftliy reigned. Moreover, he wjis jealous of his brother 
Khuniloojee, w hom he was iifraiil to scnil with the army on 
foreign espeditionH, ami nut le.ss fearful, by accompanying it 
himself, of leaving Khundoojee in charge of the Government 
at Nng^mur. On this account, when called upon, agreeably 
tit hia engagement as one of the feudatories of the state, to 
join in the war ogainst Tippoo^ in 1790, he ]>urvha.scd the 
absence of his contingent, by n payment of 10,00,000 rupees, 
tuwaril!> the e.'cpenses of the wur. The contingent, by tlie 
Siiunud of tlie Raja of Saturn, in 1734, grnntlug tlic Cfiuiith 
of Bcrnr, was 10,000 horse, with which he was liable to l>e 
called upon to serve, by tlie ttuja or Peshwa, in case of 
war. 

RugLoujee had enjoyed a long pence, but in an evil hour 
lie unitml in 1803 with Sindbio, to oppose the objects of llm 
Ifi-nty of Bitsscin. The victories obtained over tlie imiled 
armies of these Chiefs, at Assaye and Ai|gaoiu, led to the treaty 
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of Dcogaom witli Ri^rboDjcc^, by the proribiDns of which he 
wjiA ileprived of a great part of bk territoriee. The preriueR 

Cuttaekf witli the port and district of iialnsorCi were ceded 
to the Company, and all territories w'ust of the M’lirda river, 
of which Le and the Nizam had participated in the raventiea, 
togeiJier with port of the districts south of, anii dependiog 
upon, Nehmalla and Gawilgurh, wore ceded to die Nizam, 
gfivtjig to the latter a better dehned northern botindnrv in the 
Indyadree hiUs and W'lu-da river. He was ohiiged, moreover, 
to renounce future adherence to the ^Iuliruttu confederacy, 

111 ISOO, die provinces of SinubbalpoDr, Patna, and other 
districts, were restoreil, and rc^aiineicd to the Nagpoor 
dominions, witli die exception of the territory of Joojar Singh, 
a petty Raja, to whom the protection of the British Govern- 
ment was continued. 

In 1800, the Nagpoorat&to refusert to enter into the Brittdt 
proposals for a suhsidbry alliance, which might have rctanled 
rather dian advonecd its own views upon Biiopal, with which 
it was the IIII t war, Shortl y after tliis, ^Vinecr K Imn eoncl ud cd 
aij alliance with die hitter state, atid together they advuucoil 
upon Nagpoor, They would probably have succeeded in 
subverting the dynasty, kid not British dctaclimeuts marched 
from two different points and prevented tiiem, 

Ruginxyee died iu 18111, and his KOii, i’uisnojee, who was 
blind, and lubouriog at die same time under a paralytic 
nlTectiois, wua raked to die dirone; but the Regency was 
intrusted to his cousin, Appall Suliib, die son of bis late uncle, 
Khundoojee. On tlie 96th May a treaty was coui-Iuderl with 
the Regent^ by whicli die Company engaged to fumiiih the 
Btetc with u subsidiary force of one regiment of cavalry, and 
six battalions of native infiintry, the charge for which was 
fixed at 7,50,0UU ruiwes, being merely the ^ditionol expense 
of tlie field eslablkhments of tlic force. TIic Regent engaged 
on his part to maintain tin effident contingent of StHM} cavalry 
and *2000 infantry, to co-opcrale with the subsidiary force. 
There falls to lie noticed, among many of tbo like sort with 
whicL the bistory of Ashitic dynasties teem, nnotlier sanguinary 
deed,—the murder of f^ursoojee by tlie Regent. Not content 
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wHh die eminence of bin post, and impudent to be freed fioin 
all check to paiainotint aqthority, on tin* nigbt of die 1st ®f 
February, 1817, he sought to prevail on die IViiicc to take 
poison j but not succeeding in tlmt endeavour, he in a few hour* 
after procured his victim's death by strangulfttion. Tlie ad 
WHS planned and executed with all the adjunctive pre^ntionary 
measiircH to ensure concealment, and no iiuestion arising after 
its commission, ho was procMmcd successor to tlie Mi^ud. 
It wns in feet some lime before the aftiiir wad sufficiendy 
bruited to bring upon the cruninal any portion of retributive 
jnsdoe, as will bo seen in the sequel. 

During this year Appah Sahib, in common with the other 
great Mubralta CLieft, cherished secret plans of hostility 
jigainst the Brirish. Co-operating with the proceedings at 
Pooiui, he, while the moat amicable lutcrcoiijrse existed, 
trcncherously attacked, on the a7tli November, the British 
troops stationed at liia capital. After a trying coatest of 
eighteen hours, during which the British lost more than one* 
fourth of their number in killed und wounded, and a brge 
proponioti of ofEcets, victory declared for them; the assailants 
being repulsed at all points. 'I’be arrivid of reinforceraenta 
on tiio loth Dewmbef, enabled ihc Dridsb to wtsume the 
offensive. Accordingly, nest day the N^oor army wna 
attacked and defeated, and the city fell on the GOtli following; 
but previously Appall Suhib liad surrendered himself to the 
Resident. 

A fbrbeaiaiice was shew’u loivards tJie lUscomfited Chief, 
which a further deretopmeiit of his chanieter proved him 
unworthy of. Ho was allowed to retiun bis iliisniid, but 
compelled to cede territory equU'alent to the fomter subsidy, 
and the iDninteuuuee of the eontiiigent; but effectually to 
prevent his hostile designs in future, some of his forts were 
required to be given up to the occupation of Briiasb troops. 

It was found, however, that Appah Sahib still continued 
Ilia intrigues for the overthrow of the BridHli power, insnmuch 
that it became a meaniire of necessity to place him under 
restraint: and his utrodoua murder of his eousio Vursoojee 
having now truJispircd, it beenme the less ohjectiouable to send 
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him under iUTt!fit to AlUhabaiL On tlie route, he eieuped from 
liw escort; and, ufter b viiriety of ad^^eiituies do lii& partT und 
opemtioriH against him, lie ift.'BS reduced to the fi^ituation of a 
powerless, unregarded fugitive, till at length, totally deprived 
of means of injuring the tranquillity of liiElia, he nmdo his way 
to Lahore, near which, according to the loto&t accounts, he 
wua rviiiding, uii a RC^nty uIIouhdcc from Kuujeelh 8iogk 
The jikLendcd measures for the succeiisioUY pravided in the 
event of Ap{Hili Sahih^s dcfccilon being repeated, were in tlic 
mean rime carried into execution* A son of Naim Goojur, by 
a E laughter of tJie lute llLiglioqJcc, was, after the ceremony of 
adoprion into the fumily, raised to the throne by tlie name 
of Rughuojeci and Buku Daee, the widow of the late Pur- 
saojee, was appointed alike his gnardiun, and Regent of the 
state* The unsettied parts of the coufilry were disc, during 
the uunorlty, placed under the superintendence nf British 
officers. The Raja attained his majority on the Ist December, 
w^heii he was pul in possession of a territory^ yielding a 
uc| rerenUiO of twenly-slx hie’S of rupees; the remnining 
portion, ei|iial to seventeen lacs, being reserved for payment 
of liLs army, which is offieered by British* The ream'ed 
districts were ako mude over to him on the *27 th December, 
1829, when the eontiugeiit wiis reduced to a force of ICKH) 
honso; the Rajahs army wm also disbanded, wdtJi a tribute to 
the British Goi’eniiuent of eight hiLfi of rupees substituted* 


GOVEllJtMENT OF MVIJORE. 

The territories of wdiieh thbfl state was compostd, at the 
beginning of the eighteenth century. Included the districts of 
Mysore proper, Coimbettoor, and BaTankahl^nnditwm trihutnry 
t* the petty Mahomeihin. priitd]Mliry of Sera, wliich had 
ariBCn out of I he ruius of the kingdom of Oeejaponr, and wnjp 
in tiiru, rendered by Hyder All trihulnry to Mpore. In 
1711-1, during the reign of Chick Deo lliy, the revenue is 
rcgwtcTcd at 111,31,571 pgadas. In 17£^2, the domiiLiiinH 
of Mysore produced a revenue whicli cicccded six times tJiti 
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ajnouuL On tbe siibvcraJoii nf llppoo’fl power, in 1799, the 
state being deprived of most of ita acquiailion^ territories 
were allotted, eqiud to its origiiial extent, calculated to 
rcollM a revenue of 14,00,000 pagodas, and formed into a 
separaie govemmeBt, in wbich was placed a descendant of 
tie aiidcnl Rajaa, Kistna liaja Oofliaver, then six years of 
age. His rereiiues were diarged witli n subsidy of 7,00,000 
pagodtw to die East India Company, for the maintonance of 
a subsidiary force for his defence and security. By tic tlinl 
article of the subsidiary treaty, the Kaja was bound to con- 
tribnte asastence, in propartioii to lis means, in tie event of 
Lostilitics RgaiiLSt any otlier state. On tlie oeciiiTencc,therefore, 
of the Mahratta wars of 1803,1804, mid 1803, the Government 
of Mysore, being called upon, raised a body of upwnrit of 
4000 Silabdai horse, wliicb was sent to serve with the British 
army in the field. Their services during the woi gave tbcm 
ckim to conridemtion at its ternimadon j and, by articles 
suppleincntnl to the treaty of 1799, concluded in 1807, tite 
undefined contribution of asBietanee during war, was com¬ 
muted for die fixed maintenance of 4000 effective borse. 
Very efiicieut aid is reported to have been rciiilered in tlic 
nvnra of 1017-18, by this body of cai’nlty, when they accom- 
pauied the army of the Deecan, 

The comnienceineiit of the Company’s tronsactiona witli the 
Mj-sore state may be dated from die opentrions before Trilchi- 
iiopoly in 173*2, 1733, and 1754, wbereio the Mysore army, 
under Nunjnij, the Regent, wns nt first acting in conjunedun 
with, ami ^terwards in opposition to, the British troops. In 
1753, the Regent kd his division back to Mysore, and, in 
1701, he was deposed by die cclebmtcd Hyder All, to whom 
hu had been a benefactor. A pension of one lac of {lagodas 
was assigned foV hU support, but of this he was deprived in 
1737, and made a state prLsooer. He dietl shortly after, 
and bis weaUh was converted to the supply of die Govemmcjit’s 
tiecefisities. 

The history of tlie pageant Prineea of Mysore from this 
period is soon told- On tbe nominal Raja wiio occupied the 
Miisnad in 1731, Ilydcr settled a pension of three lacs of 
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frtigodas for liis iDuiDtcnauc?. He died in 1766, and was 
Buecccded hy Nunjraj, n hny of eigttccn yeaia of age j but 
the sum alJotted for die support of tJic ltaja''n dignity was 
reduced, and none but the dependents of Hyder allowed to 
serve in the pnJnce. 'ITils young prince hanug been dis¬ 
covered, in 1772, in com mu mention with the Mabrattas, wns 
strangled while iu the bath by Hyder's orders, nndliis brnthet 
devoted to the dangerous distinc tion. The latter died in 17 75, 
wlien another was set up, who was father to the Raja restored 
ill 1795 b}' tbe Hriiish Goveratnent, 

On the eatnl^Lubment uf die Gorerameiit of Mys 4 >re in 1790j, 
its sulministnidon WTis pbe^d under Poorninli, tbe cnkbnited 
Dewnn, or elikf mlubtcr of under Tippooj one of 

tlie parties in the treaty of MjEere^ He resided lib charge 
til 1812 to die llaja, tlien in hb nineteenth year, who Lad 
evitK'ed a matarity orjiidgmeut,froin wiiitb tbe most favourable 
expcetndoiis were formed^ but whicL riper years ling tinfor- 
tunutely failed to realize. In laSi* tbe nRbire of the state bail 
g(ti so niiicb into disorder, tbat a civil wot and relielhon 
ensued, and it became requbite to put in force the fourth and 
fiflli articles of the treaty of Myjiorc, whicb empower tlie 
Ijridsh Govcmincnt to bring tlie Government of Mysore 
under tbe direct munagement of tbe Company^B officere* with 
full autliority to intrmliitre sucb regubtioiis and ordinaueeg as 
shall be expedient for the better ordering of any bruneli of 
lilt revenue* In tlie event of a conlingency of tbig kind, the 
treiity makes suitable provision for tiic Raja, namch^ that big 
income sbatl never be less tluin one lac of star pagodas, in 
addition to one-fifth of Ins net rcveuues. The gross revenue 
of ilysore exceisb 80,00,0 UU rupees, and the subsidy omoujits 
to 24,30,000 rupees* 


fiOVERXMENT OF TRAVANCORIL 

'I ke ilridgb cennecdou widi the llajn, or King, as be mks 
tlien styled, of Tmvuncore, originated in miitiinl cominerciul 

advantages from a very early period; but suliecqucntlvt ou 
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the rise of die power of Ryder AU. the allinLiice wns liigbly 
TOlimbk to both parties. The Trarancore po^asioiis formed 
a UaT^l€^^ t* tbe nmre southerly of the British, while the 
Britkli W 33 S a powerful idly to tlie Bnja in the event of vm 
with Ilyder. T!ie Raja proved that he onderstoMl the value 
of the mniiectioii* In 17t9i when tlie WTtf with Tippoo 
JSuttaun wan at iG height, anrl we had scarwly the credit of a 
HiJiurle ally in the south of India, the Eaja, confiding in tlic 
nitrate ^access of the Englkh, stowl fortli tLeir avowed 
friend. His troops contributed their shore to the victory 
obtained by Calotiel M'Leod ot Eanani, at that time impor¬ 
tant in its eonsequenees. Hia zealous co-ojToriition Iiaving 
entitled him t« the iliBtinction of being raiihod as an ally of 
the Rritish GovernmeuL, be was includetl as sucli in the treaty 
with Tippoo of 17S4. 'rbe earliest transaction of a pnlitnait 
nature, and by which he gave offence to Ilyder Ali, had 
occurred sis years prior to lids, when a free passage through 
his tcrriiory was allowed to the detachment sent to attiw-h imd 
occupy the French aettlemeiit at iVlahe, 

When the whole of Mabibar and Cannm had been snlHlued 
by Ilyder Ali and Tippoo, the little independent prindpalily 
of Travajicore became insubiled by tie posBessiotis of the 
Mysore state, and 'I'ippcio obviously wished to bring it also 
under his dominion, and this the Lite treaty only prevented his 
accomplisliing. He, hftwever, sought every opportunity of 
disturbing the neutrality which the Raja hud endeavoured to 
maititoin, who was at leugtli alarmed by the frequent move¬ 
ment of the troo|» of Mysore through the contiguous tewi- 
toriea of Paulghautcheiry and t’ldicut. He was iherofore 
induced, as a preconlioJiary measure, to apply to the Govern¬ 
ment of Fort St George, in June, 1786, for four officers and 
twelve sergeants, tu discipline six liattaliona of infantry. 
Their reply, dated 13tli August, 1768, states^ that “ it was 
contniTy to their system to lend officers, except such us are in 
their pay; hut if the Raja would suggest any au-aiis by whicti 
two or three Uittalions of the Compnny's army may be 
employed in seeiiring the Travaiicore territory against any 
sudden attach of its enemies, it w^ould be tahen into conside- 
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ratiim." In coiise<jufn«! uf ib» cutamuiitcuunii, the Rjyu 
ijgreed to rntortnin u stilisidiary force of iwa bnttaliDija, (±0 
subsidy for wbieli^ diirinff peace, wm lisqd fit 1735 fiaj^mins a 
montii eiicb, to I« paid for ui cast or in pepper. TTiis force 
tad Lardly reoehed itif station on tlic island of \'ippn, before 
'llppoo found a grouna of oUence against tbe Raja, for having 
ixircbascd from the Dntcli Uie town of CiangutJore, to which 
be laid claim, ua being situated on the temtory of hia tribu- 
inry, the Raja of Cochin. Rcgfirdless, tbereforc, of the 
defensive alliujice subsisting between the BrintJi Government 
and dlls state, Tippoo attacked the Travniicore lines in Deceni- 
W, 17SJ), in -which he sustained a defeat; but the reverw 
only led to more formitloble preparations. The Bridsh Go- 
vcriimeut now iiitorfered in favour of the Hajo. But llppoo, 
though he continued to aiidce protestadons ofa pacific tendency, 
wtw too coiifideiit in bis own strength to be constrained by any 
comsiderdtion of justice, in carrying into effect a favourite 
object ofumbitioit,—die ana esudon of Travail tote to his con- 
(]UestH in ^luhihiir. His preparations beiug completed, Iti 
April, 1790, ]ic bcgnn opeiations by breaching, or rather 
laying open a passage which citoiided half a mile in hreadlh 
tlirougli the fitmoua harrier wall. The Tiavantorcans, jianic- 
struck, were easily defeated, and the whole country wsis iinme- 
iliately hud waste. The Bridsh troops reodcred no ussisluuco 
on this ocemiou, and the pacific policy of the Miidras Admi¬ 
nistration of the Jay -woald certainly have ullowetl Tippoo to 
coin[itctc his conquest, hud tliey not been urderml by Lord 
Cornwallis to oppose him. 

This unprovoked attack on nn ancient ally, amidst profound 
]»caec, placed tlie English and Mysore Governments in a state 
of hostility, and a dechiretion of wiir ensued, by the result of 
which llppoo lost half his dominions, and tlio Raja of 
'JVuvancore hud rcstorcil to him tliose diutricts which hud been 
previrtittiy wTtfM U‘fl from Iiim*

^ SUBSmiAtllf rtM> pnoTECTED ftTATEH. 

Tbe nest treaty arose out of a propaml tin the imrl of di 
Raja, in Septeinher, 1793, to subsidize three battalions of the 
ComjHiny’s army. This does not seem to Lave been attended 
tu until 1795, when a toinpofttry engagement was conclutlcd 
by the Rocabay Government/or one battalion, to be employed 
againsl: eiteniai enemies. A pennanent treaty, of Fame 
date, 17tli November, 1795, obtained coofirmatioii in England, 
ill 1797. llic principal prtn'isfons wliicli this treaty embmets 
are, the restoration Id the Kaja of three districts, ended by 
TippoD, iti 1793, lo the Company, and the payment by him, 
in return, of an snnaal subsidy, equal to the expensfi of tbrM 
hattalioiis of Sepoys, witb artillery, to be stationed ia his 
territory. By the sevenlU article, the Baja was bound to 
fiimisL troops, when rciiuired, to serve belMi'eeB Madras mul 
Calicut, at the Company's espenw. 

In the following year the lloja Palpcuabeii died, and was 
succeeded by his son, of the same mime, with whom a treaty 
was coucluded, on the JStli JanuflTy, 1S05. Until the downfal 
of the Maltomedun dynasty of Mysore, the alliiuice with I m- 
vaitcorc was nnitually bencliciuJ, and trejities were entered 
into with the Baja, as an independent Prince. Tlie ullmnce 
upheld (JiE TravHjicore state against its pnwetful neighbour of 
Mysore, whose |Ktssessioii of it would bave endangered oar 
own soutLcni provincE?s^ On the fiiil of their comiDon enemy, 
w'hen the Rxya might rcasciiiably hnve looked for a reduction 
of the ewpeuse of ptoteclioii, be found himself compelled, by 
this tr«ity, to make a virtual surrender of Ins country tu Lis 
aliy. The 3d article requires Idm to pay the expense of one 
Tegimcutaiyitiona], in consequence of lUe Corapany’s relieving 
him from the obligation of funiialiirg troops, stipulated by tlic 
7tb Jirtiele of the former treaty, above advcrti’d t«. 'rbe 4th 
provides that, if more force Vh: wanted to pnitcet rravaticore, 
the Raja should pay a share of the c.vpciise. The 5th, in 
order to iseeure the Company against failure of fiinils to meet 
permanent or c.vtmoidiuiiry military diaiges, concedes to them 
the power of regulating tlie admiaistratioi) of all bmnehes of 
puliliu sifnirfi, and of hringing them under the direct manage- 
meiit of the servants of the Company, whenever it siuill appear 
iieci'KHitry to their Goveroof-Gencml. The Itaju whs;, in 
such case, to be allowed, for ills mmiitenance, one-Efth of 
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tJie whole net rovcimp, ami two Jjtcs of nipeesj annually, Tij,. 
Utlmrti'do atipnlirtps, that the Kaja is to attend to aU sudt 
advice as ibe British GuverniDcnt may offer him respecting 
the raiumgcmeat of hie affiiirs. It will be observed, by a 
coiRparison of this treaty with that of ten yeam before, that 
^e Raja had, lu the interim, liy some means, forfeited bis 
indepuniJencw* 

Discontent harl Icconiic so strong iliat, regardic&a of their 
obvious military inferiority, a Lustilc faction, headed by the 
minister, resolved, ui 1809, to try mi appeal to arms, when 
aO,0<W troops of tlie Diifbar siirrounilcd the stihsidinry force, 
but after several actions the coiiiinatiou was suppressed. On 
the restoration of peace, the Raja, awakened to a sense of 
the evib attendant on the late mal-adnunistrationg, earncsiJy 
requested the Resident to take upon himself the direct manage^ 
meiit of afialm, as provided for in the treaty of J805, I'hc 
«tiiset|iient iissumption of the office of Dewun, or minister, by 
the liritish Kesident, led to the introdtictiou of an efficient 
system for thcndniinLitrKtion of justice, and an eflVeltml reform 
in the reveaue and financial departments, which, in tJie coiirae 
of ft few yean, freed the state from all its etictnnbrtmccs. 

lu 1812, an attempt was made by the ex-minister, to reeorer 
his rank and power, in which he contemplated the expuLiion 
of the Engihib, He succeeded in sedudiig a tiative officer, 
and a few mgn, from their allegiance, who were tried by court 
martial and excented. 

In 1812 the Raja died, and on the Kjth April, 18113, the 
Queen was delivered of a son; nnd a white elephiuit being 
caught in the mountains shoriiy after, the colour indicating 
nn auspicious reign, hts inaugumtion took place iu July fait 
loti'ing. This ^nce attained bis sixteenth year in April, 
1829, when his ijivestittire in tbo sovereignty took place, 
agreeably to the procbmalioii issued at hts birth. When 
the i-oiintry had become? insulatCE] by the British possessions, 
h could have jio cxturnnl enemies; but the presence of the 
subsidiary force was considereil necessary for the prevention 
of uitcniul eonimotion, until the maturity of a better stnitem 
of tidmitiivtrfttioD, w'hiclihad been iiururhiceci by the Resident, 
iDiulc il safe to withdraw it from the country, and (his was 
done lust year, { 1832,} when oil responsibility' was left to ilie

THE ItAJA OF CtJOlJlK 

Tre Raja of Cochin hod been since 177^ a tribuinry of tlie 
Mysore slate, for eertain distnct.^ which Iinl boon wrested 
from him by Hyder Ali about dial dme, TIui wxif of 1790^ 
vitli Tlppoo, Qommeiiced* by the Rriiish OovcrniDcnt taking 
{losscssjon of Uiese districts, mil conhnnttig the Itsyn in poa<jies- 
sion of them, on cnndidaii of hLs tnuisfemiig hb jUIcgiance, 
and beennuag tribulary to fhc Brltljih for that portion of his 
territory' only. An annual trilmto of one hic of rupees WEia 
setded by treaty,. Odi Jannaryi I79[, und is the aixmc aw lieeti 
to be paid to Mysore. 

The louTi of Cochin was taken pD^fiiefsaion of in I7©5j jn 
consequence of war witli tlic Diiteh • but wherever the Dnteb 
law hod force, the c-^ercise of it was eontiiiued under llie Bri¬ 
tish audioritie^f. UIItU the downed of the MahumL^tlim dynnaty 
of Mysore, the DritiAh alliniiee was esHsentlal to the pulideul 
tJtlsteuce of die Raja of Cochin^ hut after tlmt event, the 
coalitioii was no longer necessary, and the Raja exprcssci] 
a dewire to modify the corinecdoii. fn 1809* a foetioii 
^pnnig up* headed by the minister, which Fiad this end in 
view. Tlie malt on U. Ills fiuacil troops, mil msiliLtiig eufninon 
niiibc with the Travaneureau^ commenced an ubMird and 
inipTiivokcri w-^ir against the BritBh : previous to the cfuii- 
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mencctiK^iit of whicl&» an attempt wa^ m^de to a^assmate ilie 
Resident Tbese odcorreiicefi led to a new treaty willi tlie 
Rajas wliOf R was Bupposeil, hod given lii^ countenance and 
sanction to tUe hostile deiiigns of luB iDiidstcr^ by whidi lie 
was obliged to accept a sulisidiary force of one battalion of 
native infantryi to protect bimseif and Lis country against the 
reenrrence of these insnrrectionSd 

Tlie subsidy on this aeeoimt, in addltioii to the former 
tribute of one lac of rupees, ma<le an aggregate annual pay* 
ment of 23 76,1137 rupees- Thk increased ucaount of tribute 
tended to prevent the auUiority and the resources of the 
Cochin Government from being employed in dciugiis iuinik-al 
to the Eritisb interest^, since the whole reveniiet estimated at 
4,&0,nOCi rupetTii, left a bahmee hardly sufficieut, with the 
charges of collection and of police, to muintnin the Raja and 
bis court. The embarras^m^ts of the Cocliin Govemmeat, 
shortly after, rendered it necessary for the British Resident to 
act as UcH'aiif or minh^ter of the slate, wlicn one of his firnt 
DieKSurq-B WEIS to cJTcct the rciluctian of the tribute and subsidy 
to a iised sum of 2,40,01)^^ rupees, or half the revonup* 

By the fourth nnd Rfdi articles of the Inst treaty, it is pro- 
\dded, that, if the CompiUiy should have reasuu to apprehend 
a failure of the funds dcstiiicd to defray the expense of tlie 
permanent military force, agreed upon by thesecoufl and third 
ardeles, tlse)^ are at liberty to ossuine, and bring under their 
direct niauageJiient, the revenues of the comitry. On thi^ 
contingency, a fixeil sum of 30 , 0(10 rupees, besides uae-fiftb 
of the flur]jla 9 revenuos, Ls to be allotted for the sujipntt of die 
Raja and bis family ? hut it has not yet been found necessary 
to oscrcisD ibis reaemitiom 

A pordoii of the country is attnclicd to Malabar, and sub¬ 
ject to the llridfth code of reguladuiis, wdulo the rest h under 
the umnediatc adminuatmtiou of the Ruju. Great part of 
the populudoii of die town are descendants of the DuLdi, 
who (after ousting the Portuguese, w^ho w^ere the earliest 
Ruropeon aettlera there) first BCltlcd ut Cochin iii 1(563» It 
subBequently became one of their principal ettslern BPtdomciitST

Teie states compreheuilecl under tliis description are 
mxh wliicli no subsidiary engn^eineuts have ever been formed. 
They are perfectly independent in their internal rule, but 
acknowledge the Biipremacy of tlie British GoTrernineiitj and 
benefit by its protection ngahist the aggressions of any foreign 
power. Engagemeulfl or treatiea have been concluded with 
these states, fi^ed agreeably to the peeuliar ctrcucnstances 
of each: but the stipulations wliicb have geueml application to 
nil are: That the protected state maiivtaiii no correspondence 
of a political tendency tsitli foreign powers without the 
privity or congout of the BrltTsli Government, to whom the 
ndjuatnient of its politicol differenecs is to be referred: ITiat 
on all DccasicPB in which the interests of both states are 
concerned, the troops of ^c protected slate take the field, 
and act in sabortliuate eo-openition wdth the British; The 
protected state to use its ntniost endeavours to defend the 
posses, or roods* through its country, in any port of which the 
protecting power is at liberty to itation its own troops when 
necessary: No asyliim to be afforded to crifninals or defaulters, 
and every assistance to be given to effect their apprehenGion ; 
in like manner, crimiiutk or defiLalterG fleeing' from a pro¬ 
tected Btatc* will be appreli ended nnd given up if found in the 
British territories: Europeans not to be cmplDyed without 
the permission first oh mined of the Brili&h Govcrnniont 
Agreeably to the poculinr means or resourccfl of the protected 
state, a tribute is demanded for the protecdon afforded i or a 
contingent force is maintained by it, liable to be employed on 
being required by tin? protecting powTT; bat wliere neither 
tribute or military service is specified in tlic engage meats# 
these states render service ocenrding to their aieans.

SivAjEE* the iliiiBtri«iid fonndcF of the Mdirattn natioTit 
and galbnt n&sserlDr of Hindoo independence, wm bom in

Hb fethcr* ShaLjee, was one of the principal military officers 
ander the Mahomedim dynasty of Beejapooti ond held exten- 
iive Jagheers* They included Poona and Satom on the 
western frontier of the kingdom} and Tanjore on the sonthcnii 
where reapectirely his mus, Sivajee and Vcnkajecj laid tlio 
foundation of sovereignties. A dlaogTeement between hia

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but it w 2 iA sufipljed by tliat of a guardiiixi^ intu whose huiitk tlie 
fwily interests in the west were intrasted. By bim be was 
thorougldy edut^ted in tlip usual accuiupliskments of au 
Asmtjc covulier,-—archery^ liorsemunabip^r the spear, and the 
Mwofd, He began very early to pmcUse these acquirements, 
in e^ptaitB mate daring tlmn ercdiSable, and lii& enterprises at 
length bore the character of rebellion. He obtained piMisossion 
of mriena forts by means eitlier of stratagem or courage, and 
laid the fouridatton of future sovereiguly. The UiiidoosT 
who hud long home a foreign yoke* rallied round biiuj and 
the (daughter of the unprepared MaJiomcdau army of Deeja^ 
poor, after the msossiaatian of their General in tho treacherDiii 
ecuhnuce of Siyajee, gave earnest of the future hero, agreeably 
to the rude notions of the times, aud galncfl him a great 
accession of followers and resources. Ilis contests with the 
AfaJiomcdaa hingdomii of Beejapoor and Ahmedniigur, con¬ 
tributed to enlarge bis owti daminlotis, and to the Bind 
overtbrow of these dynasties by Aurungjfeb, with whose 
armies he was himself always at war till his death in IBBO^ 

He lefl the aovereigtity he had formed to a worthless soii^ 
Sumbhajec^ and insriturions, Judiduh civil, and fiscal, forbid 
guidaucei which continued in practice as long m the Mokmtta 
SoYcrcignty endured. Siimhhajce, during the UfeUme of his 
father, had given promise of future fiune, but he commenced 
hlfl reign inauspieioasly, in the seizure and unnatural exeeu- 
tion of his motber-in-taw, and also the confitleiitial ministerm of 
Lis deceoseil father. After fin inglorious reign, chiefly marked 
by tj ninny towards bis stibjecis, and Rcnsiial indulgence, be was 
suq>rtsed, and, tngctb er with his son, il^ivajee, taken prisoner 
in IG04, and carried to the camp of Aarungzeb. Tlie former 
having grievously provoked the emperor Juriiig his eonfineznent, 
was made to sufier u cruel death, and the lattor bemg aparerl 
on account of his youth, grew up utider the prntectiou of the 
accompHsbed Fueie-ool-Nis.% Begum, A nrnngzehV daughter. 
'riiU priiicens changed the mme of ^Sivnjee to that of l^lioo- 
Iluja Rom, ilie younger son of Sumbhujee wus raised to the 
throne in 1695, ojid died in Juae, L698^ leaving two sons, 
Sivajec and ^Hunbliujce, by hbs tiv« wives, Tam Baee juid 
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Ilajia Bate. TUe former succeeded Kis fetliet, but evincinj^ 
syinptoDu uf iiiKiiiIty some years ofter, lie was deposed and 
confined ity bis own motlief Iti 1703^ who raised his Iiulf'brO' 
tliCT Sumbhojee to the Musnud at Kolapoor, which bad bec-oiBC 
the seat of jfoveninient of llic Malmita empire. Aurungueb 
died in 171)7, but previously gave Salunt Ulwrty to go to 
Sntnm and cbim his iiiLeTilancf, He utis for sonie dme 
opposed to Lis aunt Tara Baee, a iolented, violent, and ambi¬ 
tious wamnii, but Sahtw Itaja at length cansented to share the 
}K> 59 cssious of tlie funiJIy with Sumbhajee, who was permitted 
to retain KohijM»r, iitid all the country south of the Wnriia 
and Krishna, white to Stilwo was left all to the north of these 
rivers. Tara Rice retired to Koiapotir, aud lived to an 
extreme old age, liotli she and her step-fion dying in the same 
year, 17ti(t. 

Solioo Raja having been bred in all the efleiitijiiBey of a 
Mahomedita seraglio, mtis of too iudok ni and luxurious liabi to 
til manage aTuirs of government. Htippy to be freed from 
ito drudgery, lie left it to Lis ministerSt of whom the Pcahwii, 
tLeit fJubijec U’iswEUiath, was the chief, both in rank and 
talent. He was succeeded by Bajeetow Uulbii, to whom 
succeeded bis sou Halajce, dcjiomiiiated Mnna J?iaLih. Salioo 
Kaja died withoiit iswoe, ‘27tb December, 1749, and by his 
will empowered the PesLwfts, in hereditary Buccession, to 
conduct in future ihenfliLira of the i^IaLnitta empire, on condi¬ 
tion of keeping up the dignity of Ills lie use, Protu tltai duy 
the Bubrersion of the power of the Louse of Sutara was com¬ 
plete, and lliat of the PciiLwus eslablisLiid. Tho Peshua then 
brongbt forwanl Ram Raja, the sen of Kivajee, uiid nephew 
of the reigning Raja of Kolapoor, and ciiascd him to be 
adopted as the son of Sidaio, agreeably tti the understood 
intention of the latter prince. Ram Rujii, luiving no children, 
after being married nuiuy years, adopted, in 1777, at the

The revoindon whleh succeeded on the death of Madlioo 
Kaoj ut Poona, in October, 1795, atfordcd lIlc flaja an 
opening to emancipation, of whicb Ite did not fail to avail 
himself^ mnl seizing the peraon emplt^yed to eoatrol Innij 
encouraged hh brother, Chntr Siiigtk, to Taific Eroops and seek 
for foreign aiiL ITie troopii which tbe Raju bikei colleetcd were 
attaekcHl 1>y superior niunberH under Purnisnira Bhuu^ an expo* 
rienced and popular eoimnandcr, when many of bis hig 1 inefit 4 ''s 
gallant kinsmen were killed luid woinuled DmiiiUiiiiinga hopelesa 
resiatanee. fkihoo the Second became lieiieefonnirtl a close 
prisoner in the fort of Sitam, ami died 4th fttiy, IBOa, leaving 
three sous, of whom die eldest was Purtab Singli, wljo now 
reigiH. The anT of IBlT-l© Jiaving placerl tlie whole of Uie 
dominioni of the Peshwa at the dlnposal of the British Gorern^ 
meiit, a trsiet wm rest^rved snfficiciu for the niaiutcnance, in 
comfort and dignir>% of the Raja of Satora. Partnb Singh 
was lliercforc raised to the tlironc tn February, 1816, but aa 
he was wit ally ignorant of bijsiiies:!$, front the seclusion lu 
which he hiid been brought ujt, the reserved tetritorlea were, in 
the meaiitiaiE, placed under tJie raaikageineiit ufBntifiJi agents. 
Tile Raja, who Iwd been tanglit to expect the control of bis 
nffujT^, as soon ns he wa^ quolilied to exercise it^ by his assiduity 
soon became so, mnl die endro powers of the state were for¬ 
mally delivered over to him, in Aprih 18 ' 2 * 2 . 

The whole territory under the aulhorky of the Raja yividi 
a revenue of thirty lava of rupees, of which about half is 
assigned to Jughcerdars, Enomdara, &c. and the rest, realizing

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merit, by tlie K^^idenu Hb Tnilltnry forcci Wsidcft 

ibe contingi?nts of Ida JiigheerdujrSf eonsbti} of seven 
hundred horse, Mahmtta^ and Mahomechinsj of which two 
hundred form the Pfiga, or hou^oliold troops and four thousand 
infef irryj which arc employed in reventie nnd paUee dudeSj 
and ai gmfmons to forts^ These aT% exclusive of the Shetnun- 
dec, a hereditary militia, which inay be rcchoiied two thou* 
sand more. Tlicy serve by turns mx months in tie year, and 
only one half of the whole is, therefore, eRbetive. His domestic 
e^qiensea cofit foiirlacs of rupees annually, in eluding: five thou¬ 
sand five hundred a-montli to hb brother, Appa Sahib, and a 
like fiiun to maintain the snrviviiig incmberB of the family of 
bis lute brother, who died in i^L The civil establishment 
exceeds three kes of rupees at Sutara, and n sum of qne kc 
and a half is devoted to the improvement of tlie coontry in 
public buildings and roads. The iiill fort^ in whkh gamsonij 
were mairiUiined at Satam, PurleCi Wufiiintgurh, FiJTlabgi]r]i, 
Naiidgcree and Wnrdungurbj andseventoen other forts wltliin 
the same tenriLory, have been dismantled.

deprived it of several dbatricts^ which were added to the Jagheer 
of the Putwurdhiins. ’ITiejie lands were afterwards restored* 
when a rival party at Poona gained the asceDdoEiey In the 
administration t but from this period may be dated the com- 
mencemeut of that petty wnriarc wTth the Ptitwnrdbun family, 
in which they hod been engaged ujitU Britbli ascendancy 
pat a stop to them. At a later period, Nana Furnaw'ces 
found no djJ&culty in indting the Raja of Kobpoor to 
nltack the Putwninlhuti possessions, and the Pulwurdhims 
acted with vigour aguiiut KDbip{>or,i at the liiKtlgntioa of the 
Peehw'a. llie btter, however, ’wus, notwdthsUinding, the 
inveterate but secret enemy of the Putwardhun family; and 
on the death of Punifinim Bhow, its principal chief, in battle 
against the forces of Kolapoor, the Pesliw'a prepared to crush 
tJiat powerful fuinily. This diHcovery being made by the sou 
of Purusram Bho^v^ w^ho had succeeded hk hither*, had nearly 
reduced the Hnja of Kolapoor to extremity, and saved the 
political existence of tlic latter. 

Tlie Kohl poor Stile Imd caniod on war nutb Its neigbbottr 
of Sawunt Worce during twenty-three years; but bolli these 
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States pnictiscd piracy to a very great extent, and tiiQugk 
the former wii pumcilied for it in it did not seem 

disposed to rdinqmsh the advaotages derived from it, undl 
11^12, when tlic British Government felt obliged to fit dot 
ail expedition agoiDit Malwiiiii the priiidpal seaport of Kola- 
poor^ whisi was csiptiired^ and hag since been retained. 

By the artideftof agreement^ dated October I, 181^2, the 
Drkkh Govemmenl^ in eongidcratioii qf the cession of the 
harbociT of JMaJwan, with the lands and forts dependent upon 
it, takes the Kolapoor ^fate nnder its protecdon. At the mme 
time, the districts of Chi&orec and Menowly, tlie clmm to 
which hail been the came of a long war betw'een the Poona 
and Kolapoor Govemmeiits, were reliiiquisbed to the former. 
When, however, the war broke oat between the Britid] and 
Poona Governments, the Raja of Kolnpoor remamed hutlifuJ 
to hU eogagemeots, apd these distrieta were given over to him 
on the restoradon of tranquillity. 

Shahjee, the present Raja, succeeded his half^rotiieTi 
Sumbhajeej styled Abba Sahib, who was shot in July, IS^I, 
by a chief of the family of Mohitayp They were both sons of 
Sivajee, adopted from the Kunwntta family. The present Kuja 
has married six w'ivcs, of w^hom five ore still lit^iig, hat he has 
110 &jnity. HLi brother left a son, during wboge minority the 
Goyemment wm to hnve been carried on by his mother und 
the rainiKter i but lie is sbee dead. The oppreRsive conduct of 
the Raja towards eertaxn of hb Jagheerdars, W'to held their 
Jagheers nodcr guarantee of the British Government and 
vufioua aggressions, led to n campaign against him in IS27, 
when the former were Ijotter secured m their JagheeiB, and 
the Raja ceded Cbikorec and Menow ly, which he had for¬ 
feited by his conduct, to meet the expenses of the war. Hhi 
military establkhment was liiuited by the treaty Ic 400 horse 
and aw tnfkntry, exclusive of weak gurrboijs to fwls. Ilie 
re veil lies are rated at thirteen lacs of rupees, exclusive of the 
Jagheer lands, which may be lialf os miicb more. 

The imsettlcrl dispo^don of the Raja, however, did not 
penult hiin to remidji quiet} he again raised fresh levies, 
commenced aggressbm agoiust hig ueighbouni, and a British 
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force R(^ii sent to oppose him- On tie 15th October, 
1B2S, be was obliged to surrender tie forts of Kokpoor, nnd 
fonr utbcTS- He vrns allowed to reUiin iis goverament^ but 
hereafter a Rritkh. force is to be sbidoiied in die vicinity of 
his capital, whicb, by cheeking his naturally tnfbulcni: dhspo- 
siden, may preserre him on his Mnsnui!^ 


THE GOVEKS^MENT OF OODlPOOR. 


Ttij: OodipooT fomily boasts an luitiqnity of some thoimnd 
years, and a deaeent from tie celestial Ramchunder. But 
though tie highest in rank, it b but the third tn power or 
icflonrccs, of tie states of Rajpootaom It is fnntlesa to Seek 
for any accurate infornmtioit respecting a people whose history 
Is founded in a great measure upon the eiithnsinjitic iiarmtrYes 
of bards, who, by their marvel Ions tradJdoiLs, draw largely ©n 
tie crcdiitity of wondering auditors. "Hie story of the eiie- 
tcnce of Bappa Ramii of this line, who reigned at Cidtoor 
over tie whoie of llajpoolana, about A.D. 134, is also found 
in the legends of the south of India^ some of tie pdiiccs of 
which bo^t the same proud origin as the Rajpoots. His JiitHer 
having been murdEred, Bappu Raw'ul awed his pretsenradorj in 
infancy to the fidelity of a BheeJ^ wbo csnried him away^ and 
bred Mm up in hb cave. In boyhood, like UmooTj or like 
young NonTil in the fiction of our own country, he shewed 
himself to be the first in entcqirisc among tie shepherd youth, 
w'ho elected him their king. The ceremony of investiture wm 
performed by a young Biee! uKsociuto drawing blood from his 
own finger, and using it to mark the Teeka upon tie fore¬ 
head, This remarkable ceremonial is sltll kept up, u Bhed 
being the principal netor in tie in venture, and the material 
used for the Teeka being his own blood- But a more Temurk- 
ahle mrcuinstancc i% tlmt when tie Rona of Oodipoor has 
occasion to pass tie Muiee river, an individual of a tribe 
desceuilcd from a Cholmn Rajpoot, by a Bhccl mother^ is 
sacrificed, iia tlirout being cut, and hb body thrown into the

died at Uie patriarchal nge of B htindred yeora. 

Samarsb ^hc twenty-lliird king of Ills race, joined the army 
of the PrilliwbRajti, (who was hb fathor-in-hiw,J in opposing 
the Tartar invaders, and foil in battle, with all the cliiofs of 
Ins family and natioiii about 1193. lie left two sons, Ebaratseo 
and BLemsec, who lived and died in exile* but Uie son of the 
former was restored to Chitoor^ where his deseeiidiiiitH reigned 
through a long uninterrupted line* till the parricidal murder 
of tlie reigning prince hy his IllegitLmatc soiIt who u.qurped 
the thronCi in the sixteenth ceistur^^, brought about ii new 
era in its hisitury. Codec Singh, a posthiunoULS child of the 
murdered Kano, vma reared iu exile; but in the ficliuol of 
adversity he learned lie lessons which <l 3 recteil his native 
vidour to suceesiH, aud enabled hun to recover hla throne* mid 
to restore freedom to hia toujitry, whence he drove the 
usurper, w'ho afterwards established himself at l^erowi, where 
his descendants uoiv reign. Codec Singh founded the city 
of Oodipoor about 1541, and made it the seat of his govern¬ 
ment, after the capture and {le^tructinn of Chitoor by Akhar, 
in 1567. Such is the legendary history of Oodipoor. 

The repeated in^^^ions of Muhudjee Sludhui to levy tribute 
on hb own account* or by invitation from the Harm to coerce 
his powerful feudaturiesp firet depressed hh authority. These 
potent chiefs hud not only assumed independence, hut usurped 
the Rona's own lands^ and the measures taken to reduce tlieta 
by foreign aid, wbieli, from the strength of their eastlosj was 
not always sueee^rul, dissolved tlie connection between 
them and tlieir superior ^— llie struggle terminating in the 
degradation of the Rana^^ authorityt ajtd his becutning a 
tributary to illc Alidinittais, In 1708^ Sindhia obtained from 
the Rana, in commutation of tribute, the haJf of Uie teveuues 
of tJie districts of Jaw ud, Jeerun, Keetnuch, and Morw'un; but 
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in 1774 be ejected tbc Rniiii’s afUcerd from ilie lifuniagomcDt 
of these districtSi find retmned tliem for Idmiielf. Abu lit tbe 
same time, the dLstrlcLs of BampcKini, IlELoipooni, Mulliar^gurli, 
and the tribute of Piirtaubgiirfi were given to Hulk nr- The 
revenue of tlie lands tliua ailennted by Sindbia mid Halkur, 
amounted to thirty lacs of rupees^ to li'bicb may be added 
seven kcB, being tie aggregate tribute of the collective body 
of fendid cbjek which ivas at a Inter period levied by tlie 
oiBcers comraaiiding the troops of iliEse states for ibemselvess. 
But this was nat the wor^E feature of the Mabiattrt alliance, 
us Ameer K.hiiri and Sindlik liatl billeted their Puian and 
Roliilln unxiiiaries on the conntr)\ These conemrent causes 
Lad reduced the Bmia to compiiralive povcrly, hii? revenues 
being quite insufBeieni to lOEet his ordinary expenses. ITiii 
state of anarchy prevailed tbronghuat the country, in which 
fields were wasted mid ckiea ruined, when the British uimy 
approached it in 11^17, and the lluiiu’s personal character being 
little adapted to take full advantage of the fiivonrnble turn 
of ufTairs, which the overawing attitade of tbe British power 
at that tune gave to all tlie depressed sluleE of Rajpootana, a 
decided inEerference was requisite to enable this state to recover 
itsclfi The Tliakoors, or nobles, were convened and prevailed 
on to restore the territories usurped from the Ranu's demesne, 
and the Ran a engaged on bis pfirl to respect and main tain 
their hereditary lands, and preserve to tlieni all tlieir consti-^ 
tiiBuiiJil privileges. 

No regular tribute was payable eitber to Sindhia or Holknr, 
and tbe nsnrpatiDns of tlie latter, amountiiig in ntiiiuaJ revenae 
to 14,75,(H)i) rupees, reverted to their original state by tlie 
treaty of Mnndissoor. 

The superiority of the family conttinies to be admitted, and 
all matters of cast or precedence being referred to diem, tlieir 
dccLsioit on these points k absolute* AMien the legitimacy 
of ft sticees^sor to the Gadee of any of the neighliouriug princes 
or chiefs kdlspatedt—a very coinmon case in eentral Iiidiii,— 
the Ilrtiia h reforred to, :tnd if he caiisents to eat with the 
individual in question, bis legitimncY and eon sequent right to 
succeed is conrideresl as fully eslablislied* The Knjas- of 
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Jum]pDC}|- and Jeyiioor, and nil tlie ndglibouiiiig P<Jtty RaJaAi 
were origimdly dependent on tlie Oodipoor Guinily, and 
presented at die Dasseruli tlieir Nu 2 TErW;i either through a 
VoJteel or in person. 

All dlmRce by zaniricige with tlie family is the highest 
honoiir to whieh n Kojpnot prince aiipire | and the war 
which commciiced in i8&6-7 between the Rajus of Jeypoor 
and Joudpoorj both of whom admiictd prcLenstoris to the hand 
of KhJien Kocor^ a piinceBs of that fiimUy, too celebrated 
for her bcoRtynnd tragical endf made Hajpootnim for some 
years e^oaUy the prey of foreign invasiop and civil war^ To 
restore pcace^ her parent? were obliged^ in IBIO^ to eonsent 
Qiat poison sliould be administered to her^ which the victiiDji 
for the Sake of her coiintr^^i unhesitatingly dmnk. 'llie 
sacrifice was, however, useless, an it brought no peace to 
Hajpootana. 

By the treatj' dated 13dj Januar}', one-fourtli of the 
revenues are payable to the British Government for five years, 
and three-eighths from that time forv^-anL The territory is 
fertile, and as rich os the aame space in any part of ludhi, but 
great part is mortgaged to ^hrolis. 

Li January, the Govemor-GonemL invited the princes 
of Rajpcxitaiia to a geaeral congress at Ajmeer, at wineli, 
among the rest, appeared the Rana of Oodipnnr, whose 
ancestors never had attended upon the emperors, though 
forced to yield lui unwilling sahmksion. He did not consider 
his honour compromised by takitig this opportunity of evincing 
his gmdlude to a govemment which had raised him froni a state 
of muery and destitution, to the enjoyment of a coimidcTable 
revenue, and to nearly the whole of the territorieu possessed 
by his immediate ancestors^ 

FEDDAO^ CKlEVH OF OODIPOOn^ 

The constitution of all the Rajpoot rcserahles the 
feudal system, tiitd an account of one is an account of nil. 
The Rajpoot feudality has arisen out of the ciistom of allotting 
lands to the support ef yooiiger sons, and fndividunk of merit.

decrease* There are Mteeii superior chie^ or nobles, 
belon^ug to Oodipoor, who are entitled to take precedence 
of all the refit, bat there are tliree others who have acquired 
greater power, and two of ihem are royal Rajas, i* r* they or 
their predecessors w'ere created by the emperor* These arc 
the Rajas of Sbubpoum and Buncero, both posscfising fortified 
towns of consideTable e:[tent, pspechiUy the former ^ the tliird is 
Surdar Siiigb, a nominal nephew of the Eanu, his father and 
tlie liima having been cotisius* He is heir to the Gadee after 
Jo wan Singh, the son of the present Rana.

The 
fiimtly is the next in latik, and equal in purity of blood or 
anliquiLyt to tJiat of Oodipoor, from whieli it Is originally 
descended, but it now po&sesst*s greater tenqiora] |iower than 
the latter. The legends of the family record u long line of 
ancestors^ but this □ccouut of them shall comiuence only with 
Mir/a Raja Jey^ingh, tlm foEinder of the city of Jeypoor. 
This Prince, equally celebrated as a statcsmiiiU ami n soldier, 
was selected by Aurungaseb to eominaiid Uie army of the Deccan, 
ngaiost Sivojec, then in the full careBr of success, and who bad 
liiuiirted tlie impcrbl IcadeTii then acting against him. Tlie 
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skill of llic Mirzu Raja, and tki? istrengtli of IiLs proved 
too much for SIvhJoo^ wbo^ after a few uaauccessfiil aettooa^ 
entered iiUo a troatj'i by wbiclt lie yielded np a great part of hia 
conqneats, aeknowledged hfniself a vaaaal of die empire, and 
agreed to vijit llie Emporor at Dolbi* .feysiagb then pro¬ 
ceeded to reduce Beejapoor, in the first ini^ion of which 
bo received the caM>penidDn of hui lute mitagonist, Sivajeo, 
along with hie ^falimtEoE^ 

"Whiie die opetatione proceeded agrdjiHt Beejapoor, Shujee 
TOited the Ejnperor, who received him not so irarmly as the 
pledgee given wnrmnted him to o’cpect- He therefore con¬ 
trived to effect his esesnpe from Dolbi* and retuniijig to the 
Deccan, succeeded m recovering aU hi?i former possessions, 
the re-occiipatian of which the Mirzu Raja hud not u siifEcieut 
number of troops to prevenL Tlic bad success of Jevniugh, 
nt tills juncture, made his fidelity to be suflpectedj und he was, 
in I6fi7, recalled to Hmdoostaii. He became discooteuted^ 
and his bofisting ajid murmurs of unrequited Hondees, induced 
the Euipemr to tempt his youngest son witli the offer of the 
succession, on condi[ion of desjAUtching his parciiL This he « 
did ill by poisuti, but be tt*us dmppoltited in the expected 
rewuriL he only received a stnall Jagheer. The two 
elder sons of t]$c Mirzu liaju succeeded each other on the 
^[usnud, nnd died ufccr short reigns. 

In 1G99', ifeys^ijigh 11, the celebmtcd astrontimcr,, came to 
the UironOt and founded Jcj'poor in 17^9^ from wbich time 
tho prnicipalUy of Amber beeaxuc known by the name of 
Jeypoor. Jey^high wua uppoiiited by the Empemr to die 
vieoroyidEy of Agru and Mulu ii, hnt forming an intimaej' witli 
the great Bajerow', he was induced, in I7;i4, to transfer to 
him the latter province, with the concurrence of the Emperor* 
He also succi^fully u^^cd his influeiiec to obtain for the 
IVlahnitEitfi the L-houth and l^iirdcslimaokhee of die whole 
imiierLil territories^ arhicb were formally surrendered to them hy 
the Emperor Muliamed Shah in 1740, in which year Jeviingb 
died, fhe Muhrattus, frnia this time, iicquirci] a pretext for 
die periodical invasion of Kajpootaiiii, bnt Jeypoor was pre¬ 
sented from ihcif vi&it/itlonj during the lifetiaie of Biijecrow^ 
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anniml vifiitalioiis PitoljliAhe<l at leog'lli a nglit t* 
tribute^ wLieli ms fiiecl witb tbb fititle stX iy 60 ^QO 0 rupees^ 
and assigried in pcjual sJiares Siiidbini H&lkuri nnd Pwir* 
This continued to levied until 17tp>lT when tlie battle of 
Poniput brokC] for a seosoiij llio strength of tbe Miibrattn£> 
Holknr bad become llie assignee of the tribute^ and in I7tl8^ 
be entered die Jcypoot territoryj to levy tbe lurears^ The 
amount received by him on tills uccount wns sixty lacSf 
together with n cestiion of %'arioiis districtn^ including ltJini“ 
poonu 

Miihadjee ^iiidhia appeared suddenly nt Jeypoorj in 178G, 
and detrain doll the arrears of tribute due to the Emperorj 
whose autbority he producied, fixing tbe first inst&lment at 
sixty lacs- Tbe Kana being unprejiared for resistnnect 
part of tbe demand and protmscil tbe resL In the meantime^, 
the principal Rajpoot chiefs cunfederated, and when Smdhia^s 
army appeared to claim tbo baluiicej it attached and 
defeated. Tliis Jed to mare formidable preparations on both 
aides, unii on obstinately contested Imltle ensued^ in which tbe 
4 Rajpoots were again sngeessfuL Maliadjee Sindblsi however* 
persevered in his attempts to bring tbe Raj pools agaiii under tbe 
^fahrami, aubjeedoft, and the sanguiinyry battles of Patun and 
Mairta so far effected this objoctp that the states of Jeypoor 
and Joud floor became theoceforth bis tribotariea. 

Tlie first Bridah ituerconrse with the Jeypoor state was m 
179 jS^ when an envoy was sent to the Rajn, Partauh Singh ^ to 
procure the eurrender of the notorious Viiier Ali, who had 
token refuge at Jcypoof* This was effected only under the 
BtJpulntion that be film aid not be put to death. The ne3:t 
intercourse wa^ during tlie opemtions in 16(>3 against Sindhia, 
when a treaty wn* eoncludcd with die Raja, Dheoruj, by Lord 
T^e, in Deceidbcr of that year, by which Jej^ioor was taken 
under Britiah protection. Tbo terms guarunteed his territorieB 
against external enemies, exempted him from tribute to jmy 
state I in return for which his troops were to ctMuperute with 
tbe BHtmli wiien required. Favourable though this trealy 
was to the Jeypoor Tluja, he nevertheless failed in his 
engagements shorlly afu^^ its conclusion* by preparing to join 
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a general confederacy of llic Maliraltfl# against the British 
tioiremiacnt, and was consequently cjcdvded from tlie pale 
of its protection. Snhseqnently he performed some essential 
serrices, and rendered himself obnoxfoiia to the great Maliratta 
powers, but the policy of the times did not admit of conttaning 
the alliance, or renewing engagements with him. 

Three years after this, the countries of Jeypoor and Jondpoor 
were tom by dvil eumnintioos, which conUnued several venr?, 
in which ^irtdhio, llolknr, and Ameer Khan, took part on one 
or otlier side, and subjected the country to unceasing rainges. 
After the tcTminattonof this war. Ameer Khan's lawless bonds 
of Pntans were quartered upon the Jeypoor Linds, under pre¬ 
test of collecting the tribute payalile to Helbnr. They occupied 
every positiou of consequence in thecfluntry, mid there was no 
where any protection against llieir mcrdless esnetions. Tiiis 
state of anarchy induced the Raja to endeavour to renew the 
connection with Britain, and in 1816 the aiitliorities tii Eng¬ 
land, regretting the policy which had abandoned the Rajpoot 
states to their own resources, were desirous of acceding to the 
views of the Raja of Jeypflor, and of taking him again under 
protetrtitiii- Negqtintioneiq Luviii^ this object in viesr^ were 
therefore commenced, ajtd a fixed tribute of fifteen liwa wm 
offeri?d to the British GavertiaieriL But thau^li at this time 
the Rojn had eyinced so much iiaJicilnide for llie alliaiieet he 
wa^ neverthel™, from the dintracted state of hu cotineili^ the 
Inat of the Bujimot ehiefe to nceeile to the eonfederscy^ or to 
laend a|^eom to Delhi, in ISIS- At length, the fear of beitig 
excluded from the same benefits that had been accorded to the 
neigh bonring llajpoot stetes^ whidi had readily accepted I he 
nlliaiice, indueed the didbrent fhedons sevemljy to send no 
edvoy to Delhi, and n treaty wm lit Jengtli completed, on the 
2d of April, 18!8^ with that party ivhich wm in posdeA^iozi of 
the governmeiit The artielcs embmeed, ns umml, protection 
ugninst extemni enemies, ackdowiedgment of supremney, and 
tributes The latter wns fixed with referedee to the snite of 
tlie cuontry, ajid its prcffljsectii'P improvemenE. Hnvlng been 
aflflicle<l witli n <lreadful scourge for nuiiiy years, in the onnuni 
visitatioti of the Phidurrjefl nud Ameer Khan, anil llic iafliihor- 
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dixiaLioti of tilt feudutaiy ebiefs, wlio had usurped luaiiy trf 
the croini puyinent of tribute i^-ua excused for the 

first year. The second year the ataount was fixed ut four lacis 
ujcreasiiiff every year, uiitiJ* in die mxih yeaft itwm agreed 
ta be eig^lit lacs, and to eontiuuc al tliat sum anTiuolly ever 
after^ with tlic addilion of five-sbc tee nibs of the excess revenue 
above forty lacs, being the eetiniatod amount w'hich tlie 
croivn revenue might attain tOj and by progressive imprave- 
me sit exceed* The feudal and miDUitenal btitls amount ta 
nearly as mueli more, and the tribute payable by lesser states 
to Jeypoor aitiouiit to four lacs* The revenue of the fisc wan 
formerly reckooed at one crere of rnpeest and it Ls Fmppe^ed 
capable ef being incrctused to eighty lacs under proper tuanage- 
mouL The iniiiUiry force of the Durbar is reckoued at 80UO 
infantry and iDjODO cavalry^ 'Ilie contingents of the feuda¬ 
tories form uiiotLer furee* 

Ou the concluBiari of the treaty, a Bridsb agent proceeded 
to aid in the restoration of order and tranquillity in the caniitry, 
a task nf nci ordiiuiT}^ difiieulty. The eonqtieste of the 
aiohnittas, and aiuiuaJ visitations of die Findarries, lefi the 
Raja no power beyond the wjilh of Jeypoor, ihc whole 
country bahig in the occapatioo of fbe kwlL 44 S bands of Ameer 
Klmn, nud the feuilutDries livingludEpcudent in their fortresses* 
An article of the treaty with Ameer Khun stipulated for the 
giuiTcndcr of his cannon and other arms^ and it was ueccssiiirv 
to move a force agaiasl the commander of liis troops to crifuTce 
its obsefii'^anco, aud Jus evacuation ot the Jeypoor countr}\ 
This being effected, the feudatories were convened, and 
agreements were entered into scenting them in their kgitiinate 
Tjglirs and po&^^SGiioufi, while Uie lands whidi they hsd usurped 
were restored to the Raja- 

The Raja Juggeth iiiingli died in December, 1816, nm\ a 
successor was phiced upon tlie Oudee by one of the deceased*® 
proHigate compainoim; but the HriLkh Government iiiterferetl 
in fuvour of the rightful heir, and hence the first benefit whicJ* 
resulted Ifom the BriLUh coiincctiai] Wt^ a permanent sett le¬ 
nient of die succession without apped to arms.

of JOUDl'OOB. OE MARWAB. 

1 HE Jouctpoor state is one of the three of the first class ib 
l^jpooGua. Tradition sscrihcs its fountbdon to Joda, a scioa 
of the Jiou^ of Oodipoor, who, alnint 1460, made the city Lis 
4^pital which now heois Lk name. Ilk sticceasor* carried 
thcif dDmiiiion o%'er neighbouring: lands, and Joudpoor Lad 
Le™me a cansidenible stale, when the Emperor Atbar, aboiU 
J570, luvadcd Rajpoobiua, and conifrellcd the RaJpiJota to 
become tributaries to tljo empire* The independeiiee of 
.Faud|>oor was not, liowcrer, completely noniLilated iiotil 1^84, 
when tlie Raja was ohltged to fariiisL his contingent to serve 
witli the imperial forces. 

Haja Jesorunt Eingh, of this hoiiike, waa one of Aurungzeh’s 

^ t geiierala* IJ 0 tlie Ocdcaii with a siraTi^ 

reinforccmeat, in 1660, to aid in the wur against Sivajee, 
whose continued success in bis efforts to aeliieve Jlahrutta 
independence called forth, as bis opponents, the best leaders 
of tl«e empire. Jeswiint Singh was appointed commiinderdn- 
ehief under the Viceroy Suita an Muurim; but not being more 
succcsaful ill tlie conduct of die war ilian hu pretleeessors, he, 
ns well as Sultaun Mauidm, were recalled, when Raja Jeyaiiigh 
of Jey]>oor was aciit to snperiiede the former in 1665. A 
doubt of the loyalty of Jeysingb having taken possession 
of the Emperor, he was recalled ako, when Jtiswnnt Singh 
was reappointed, in 1007, together witli Siiltaun Mauzijn, in 
the same relative siuiations as before; hut the coadnued 
success of Sivajee occosiotied Uieir final recall in 1671. 
Jcswuiit Singh died white on an exjmditioa to Cabnl, in J68], 
w'hen tile Emperor Aurungzeb directed tbol the chiidreti of 
this most able and attached of all hia offleeni should lie ebemn- 
cised. ITjc horror which the measure ereatod rensod the 
Rajpoots, and numbers perished in the etintests which ensued. 
The fijmily Were in die end exiled from their country'' until 
the dentil of Aumngzeb, when the distractions which followed 
that event enabled Aject lliingh, the gTatiilsou of Jeswutit, to 
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recover Iii^ Lercdiuiry pu^^ions. TliLs gulleut jirtfice, whom 
the miperia] fcircea could not ovctuume in buttle^ fc^ll a vicdin 
ta the ambLduu of hbi own uhilrlrcn, tlie two ehler of whom^ 
insti^tcd by the wieked admiiiJ^trntion who guided uffairH at 
Delhii conspired against him, and com|iafi^d tlie death of their 
parent. The elder &oii, Abhee Sinjgli^ wns rewarded for the 
panteide wiUi the viceroyalty of Gojemt, in addition to Lis 
paternai possesdooa; and the second son, Bukht Singh, by 
whose Imnd the dogger was struck into hui ikther^s brea&L 
during sleep, hod a grout of Jnlore, a district of fiire hnndreil 
and fifty villages an the soutkern frontier of ^larwar, the 
revenue of which wii$ equal to the possessions to which hLs 
brother succeeded. 

Abhee Slngfh entered upon the govenitncnt of Gujerat In 
l73Jt and commenced it inanspicieuslyby tl^o assassination, nt a 
confercuce, of Peelajee Gockwnr, who at that lime was com-^ 
mander-^iit^liicf of Mahrattas in the prorince* The beaeJit 
which he hud calculated upon did uot ensue from his treaeherv^, 
as Dinnajce Gaekwar, the son of the murdered chief, proved 
equally os enterpnaing a Leader as hk bther, Dnmajee being 
unable to make head ogaloiit tho lEDperiaiisti in Gujerat, 
invaded and Laid waste the countiy of Marn'OTf up to the gates 
of loiidpocFT, a scbeinc which fully succeeded, as it obliged 
Abhee fiiugh to return for the defence of his own donunions. 
Subseqnemly be continued to hold Gujernt by deputy until 
173B, when he was superseded by the uncestor of the present 
Nnwab of Cambay, Alraut 17SD Abhee Singh died, and hu 
two nana quarreUed about the respective aUotmeiits of thetr 
fatlicf^s property. Ilie Pesbwa being invited by one of tha 
brothers to arbitrate their dispute, Jyapn iSiudhia was deputed 
for that purpose, but was cut off by assassinn employed by the 
lival brother^ This atrocity wns aTcngcd by the Pcsbwa, 
but more effectually Uiirty years after by Moliadjee Sindhla, 
the brotlieT of the murdered cbk-fi when die state of Joudpoor 
l>ecflirto tributary to the Mahrattas. It would not consist with 
the n-iTure of the present work to enter into a detail of all the 
anarchy and misery which were licaped upon this portion of 
Itajpoonuia during the next fifty yeaTS* 
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In 1604» when the BritUh army operated ia Hindooston, 
Raja Bbeem, the descendant of Abhee Sijigh, who had de- 
atroyc^ by poison or steel, all hia other reladonfl, died while 
besieging Raja Adaim^ in ■falore, and the latter m eonsei^iieiice 
Kucceeded to the throne of Joudpoor. 

The British alliance a-as offered to Raja Mann by Lord 
Lake, hut as he refused to ratify the treaty con eluded with hts 
agent, he was left to hk own resonrcee, and his country became 
a prey for many years after to lawless bands of' faithless 
allies, as well ns of open enemies. The Princess of Raja 
Bheem had been left pregnant, and was secretly dfiliTercd of 
a child who was named Dhokal Singh, whom she sent to lie 
chief of I»okurna, who two years after presented him to the 
assembled feudal chiefs. Iliia party did not prove sufficiently 
powerfiil at thU time, nnd he was therefore sent for eouccal- 
ment to the cbiefo of Shekbawnti in the dcserL Tken 
Dhokal Singh remained tind] 1907, when the war Ijotween 
tie Rajas of Jeypoor and Jondpoor for the hand of the Prin- 
eess of Oodipoor gave another opportunity of brining him 
forward in aid of the cntise of the fonnor. He wna, however, 
cut off; and his principal adherent, the chief of Pokunm being 
assn^nuted, Haju Maun was catabLiahed, without a competitor 
to dispute his title, in tire gavernment of Joudpoor, bi I90p, 
Shortly idter, Kaju Maun, dreading couspimeics, it la aaiif, 
^nst his life, beemne iit Jirst ubstracted, and afterwarda assum¬ 
ing imbecility, the resentment of his enemies n:as neutrab'xed, 
and hb sou was associated in the govemincnt under the title of 
Regent: be ^ n dissipated youth, and n fit tool in the 
bands of a faction which ruled in hia name. Great part of the 
Mnrwar territory bad been alienated in camrautatiou of tribute 
by the Muliratta smtea of Sindhia and Holkur j but since the 
Hnjpoot war of l90«-7. in wHeh the military leader* of these 
states took opposite sides, the whole of Rnjpootana for eleven 
years became the prey of a lawless soldiery. Such was the 
condition of Marwar in 1917, when the British army advanced 
towards the haunts of the Pindarries, and invited tiie Rajpoot 
State* to accept the protection of the Briiisb government, and 
assist in the annihihitioii of predatory power. The Regent of 
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Joiidp04jr, With w^hom^ as the aeknpwl^cd^cd licnd of the Atatef 
the nej^otijidu-iiE Imd cortimenecd, iliod lie fore the treaty was 
si^edf and hm fadier Maun Singh threw nlT iJie mshsk df 
insaiuty an el resumed the gorernmenit. The treutyt hy guaiaii- 
teeing to him tlie uuedhtrollcd admiiiistnition of lib eountryt 
nnd iseeurity against any internal interference, liad an effect 
ivliich WRs not anticipated. The Hajn, who }m\ performed d 
part fora number of years. In order to save hirnself from being 
the object of conspimcleH^ now gave loose to all his smothercft 
pa^ions, and proved himself revengeful, viiidiL-tive, and avari- 
ciouSi In eighieeii mouths after his resumption of tlie gnvem- 
ment, he had used hb power to cut off, hy poison or uiherwbe, 
uLL the civii nml military diiefk whose ilbposttiou toaurds hi in 
bad been iinmasked during his tisaumeil part, and whom he 
had distinguished as hb enemies. He eonliscatcd property to 
the amount of one million of English money^ The British 
idliaiice, w^hile it secured him agtUEiat ezrtcmal eneoitea, did 
equally so ontLout specificaduD aguiiist hb own subjects, who 
would othort^'bo lunro done themselvea jusdccp 

The government revenues of Marw-ar nmniint to ten lacs of 
rupees* The feudal l«jid!j may rcalbe three dmps tins amount, 
though the former arc rated on the old reemda of the gijvern- 
ment at 2tbdo,0£K) rupees, nnd iJie latter at ryC>,00,U(IO rupcefu 
If, tlierefore, thefeudaJ array is to be calculated at one hot^emnn 
and tw^o foot soldiers for every' lOCh) rupees of reveuucT, tlie 
feudal condngents alone should form a body of iiCMJm cavalry 
and 10,000 infantry. The lluja’s own troops are principally 
RohUlas and Pa tans, for his policy b to have foreigners m a 
coanterputse against the luitive levies of bis own feiuktOTies* 
Hb boaseholii force consbls of ^1500 foot, and l^jtMt horse, 
and a park of 25 guns. He has abo a body of Bisheii- 
Swiunees, consistiiig of 700 foot and DOO horse, with a small 
rocket corps. The Roja, hy the treaty, h bound to fimibh a 
contingent of fifteen hundred horse to sen-e with the Britbh 
force t but when ueecssary, all hb forces would be ladlcd upon, 
excepting such a portron os migbt be nequbite lu seettre tlie 
internal tranquillity of the country* No tribute b paid by the 
state to tile Britiah government for itself | bm it receives the 
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former tribute due l* SukUilb, mDounting to 1»00,389 rupees, 
and pays it over to tLul chief, prerenting; thereby ftJl occasioo 
for Ilia iutorrerence. A closer connection leitli joudpoor is 
not of any political importance, its remote litimCton and ita 
restricted foreign relations rendering a general eantrol over 
its political measures quite sufficient to ctisiu-c the prcsertTitioa 
of Lrtm quill ity*

THE COVEtlNSJENT OP KOTA. 

1 HE territories of Kota arid Boondi were at a funner period 
under one dominioi), until tile ambition of a younger brother, 
eupporttvl by the liiuia of Oodipoor, apparently the fcndal 
superior of the state, obtained half the bmlsj ai'id hence the 
State of Kota, the rnler over which tms allowed to a<)ifume the 
title of Mahu-Rao, of groat prince. By another neeount Rno 
Rultun, who flourished ss Raja of Boondi in 134*2, left four 
sons, between whom he divided his possessions, which in the 
ne.\t generation resolved into the states of Boondi, Kola, and 
the twelve fiefs of the former. The legendary history of 
Kota is immaterial in this sketch, and is passed over until the 
succession of Oomed Singh, the first of its princes, who 
resigned the power or essence of Bovereigiity, and tiecamc 
contented irith the 

Oomed Singfi Imd been reduced by the encroachments of 
his TcbcUions feudntories to such a state of distress, that he was 
unable to pay hin fixed tribute to Sindhia, which nmouated to 
75,000 rupees. At this time Zaiim Singh, Uic son of an old 
officer in hi# femily, had, a young man in Siudhia’s service, 
Iwcn distingnished for a precocity of intetligencc and energy 
of character, which induced the Mohu-Hoo to invite him to 
take on himself the office of minister. Zalim Singh, on pro- 
ceding to assnme the office, prevailed on Sindhia to afford 
him the aid of a body of troops, by which he settled the 
country,^and iccreiMcd Stndhiii's tiihute to one lac of rupees. 
From this time the Mahn-Ttao allowed ZnlJm Singh exclusively 
to manage the affairs of his government; and Kota prospered 
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Under iufininbtnitiorit while he, nunhiterr or regen 
bore the hi^Le^t character for wiikloin and integrity nmong 
the iiuTduzjdiiig chiefs. It was before entering the semce of 
Kota that he had oblalited the title of liHj-Raiia. 

The earlier eonmiunieation which the British had with tilts 
state took place in July, I3a% when Colonel Modsoh'b 
detachment passed through the territorj* of Kota, and every 
aid was afforded to fedlititte progress towards Gujerat. 
But on the retrogmde of the detachment towards Hindoustan, 
followed by Holkiir^ the Raj-Rana denied him admittance 
into his capital, st't apparent defection for which he has been 
blamed f but whether he would Itave been justified to bis 
eountoy in tiposing it to theeei^n vengeance of a victorioua 
army, to favour its enemy which had not the instant means 
of saving hiui from the misfortune of tlie mumeot, is qnea- 
deraihle. The aid which Kota bail already afforded was 
dearly purchased, by a fine of ten laca of^apees, wldidi Uolkur 
exacted. 

In 1017, the Kaj-Haua, sagncioiisly pereeivmg the utility 
of llie coalition, set an example to the other inferior states in 
RajpootmiQi and consented to put hit territory under the 
protection of the Bntkh. On tlie advance, tliereforc, of tbe 
army under the Marquis of HosLings, be proceeded to co¬ 
operate in the extirpution of tlie Pindarriefi^ and besdircd 
liimaelf in the blockade of the various mountain passei^ leaduig 
througk Jlnn-owtee. He sent a body of 1^? troopn, infantry 
and cavalry, to join tlic Bridsh Deccan army, fitiaiucd his 
influence with his neighbours, and employed his w^hole energy 
in furthenince of the common cause. 

On 2GiU December of the some year, ho concluded tins 
treaty with the Dritii^h, by which the tribute formerly exigible 
by the Peshwa, Sindhia, Hotkur, and Panr, is now paid to 
the British Government, though i^iiidhia's shure h accounted 
for to that Chief j the Britisli, on the other lumri, confirming 
to the Malia^Hao mid his heim his hereditary |>osse^iou^ 

After the concliuiion of this treaty, Zalim Singh nniur^iUy 
felt deairoiis of pcrpctiiaiing faiH influence in bis dewciidaiitx, 
and hts conduct, whether ns Eiegetit of the priaciimlity for 
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toofL* tluui JuJf fi ctiiitiuy, Of us liariug qtHitributc4 by his 
iufiui!jico unci euiinple to tlie tmnquiJikation of Iiiiiia, liuving 
given hiui L'kims to cobsldcradtiD, two suppkmentd urtideq 
were added to tlie treaty, by wJdcb the fuiictioiis of gEoeral 
arlminbtraliou were eonfirtaed as LuHtage to him and liLi 
descendant. TJiese articles were concluded nt Dellii, two 
mont^ after the treaty witt tbe MaLa-Rao^ wLo, it is said, 
died in ignorance of their existence. They reduced the Mnim . 
Kao to an entity, and gave to the Raf-Runa every attribute 
of Bovereigiity without the name, and a title to improve or 
abuse, for perpetuity, the resources of the state. Though a 
line is drawn between the titular and exeeutivo authorities, it 
has out been sufficient to prevent condnuaJ and petty jealousies, 
by which the state has been rucked by factious. 

This was the state of affairs when Kiahore Sitigb succeeded 
his father, aim at 182-2, Finding himself stripped of all but 
the seiablanoo of savercignty, he appealed to arms hi 1027, to 
vindicate his right to the whole functions of the government. 
But after a vain contest with the British, who co-npeiated witli ' 
the troop! of the Regent, ho was necesaititled to succumb in the 
unequal struggle; and, through the advice of the British agent, 
he siibaequcntly returned to the capital, to grace tjic princi¬ 
pality with the pharitoni of roj-aliy. 

Kota hud, in 1022, an effiideat force of 20,000 men, besides 
a fine park of artillery. The revenue was mted at 25 lues of 
rupees, and the tributes to the British Chivernmeiit and to 
Sindhia, were respectively 1,0U,00t) rupees, and 1,02,430 
rupees. 

THE STATE OF BOONDl, 

Boonbi and Kota having a commou origin, the early 
Jiifltory of the former Iian. been noticed in the shetcb of tli'c 
latter. The first Koja of I^mndi with whom Uie British 
Cloveraiucnt hod any intercourse was Omeda, the grand- 
fetlier gf the preseut Chief. Omedu, or more probabJy bis 
father, had been obliged by a fiictiiiii to flee his country wlicii 
he WHS Very young, but lie recovered hts Musnnd from the 
usurper who had been raised to it, by tlio ussistaiice of the 
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Mal)mtUi3. Foi- die eervice rendered, he ceded tie town and 
districts &f Patnn, wliicli were divHded between Sindim and 
HdUtilt. Oniodn died in 1B04, after a reign of upwards of 
talf n century, and was fiiieceeded by bis son, EiflUen Singb. 
It wm during tlie reign of the fornier that tie Erirish army, in 
its disastrous, retreat under Monson, were aided so efficientfy 
by tins Htate i and as its fidelity and attacbment h believed to 
Lave esjiosed it tu much severitj'' from die iMaJinittas, it 
estabILsbed peenliar claims on die Britisb Goyeniment, to 
which it subsequently owed its regenemtion^ 

During tie period of nnarthy, when all the states of Central 
India were snbjeci to the visitations of predator)^ armies^ this 
state became unable to pay its tributes, The officers of 
Sindlita and Hnlkar^ tlierefore, as^uTned the management of 
the revenues, whicli bad so much deteiionited as to leave a 
mere pittance to the Eaja, after payment of the tributes and 
expenses of coUeetloiL From this lamentable condition be 
was mised again by the Eriteth Government to his place 
among the princes of India. HoLkur's sliarc of Palutij wdtli 
other lands Tvhieh had been tL^arped, wtu relinquished to him 
by construction, diaugb not by specification, in the treaty of 
Mundisoor, together with the tribute heretofore paynble to 
that state. A gratuitous reatomtioii of the hindj formerly 
ceded to^ or osurped liy, Sindbia, was not in the power of the 
British Govern men t, but the share of the district of Patuii 
held by that Chiefs and to which the Raja of Booudi luul an 
hereditary attaclmicnt, was ubtalued for him hy exchange, for 
a portion of die tunda which had been itsurpcd by the Pintlnrriefli, 
and which were ceded to Siudliiii. For tliese lands, lioicet'er, 
an animal tribute of H0,000 rupees is ].uiid by die BiHindl 
stole to the Coinpuny. 

Tlic Ruja EifiheD iSingh died hi 1821, and was KUcccefled 
by Lia son, Rao Ramsiagli, tbenn lainor, eleven yenr^of age- 
Tlic fiscal revenue cannot bo catlnmtcd at more than three 
lacs of rupees, but sometimes fiscal and feudal revenues 
together may produce five bca. The household ami feudal 
array together mtiy amount to 7(K> horse, and, inclusive of 
garrlsofis and police, 27D0 infantry* with a park of tw'clve guiiB* 
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STATE OF BHURTFOOli. 

Tjirs petty fitalc, so rcniarLtbk- in tbe annals of RrirkK 
India for die stout defence of its principal fortress in 1805, and 
for the opcmtioiis Oi'IiicL bceaiDe neoesaory against it in 1828, 
deserves a lengtlumed uoticCi 

TTic JudLs, or Jauts, arc tlindoos of the Shoodr tribe, ivho 
migrated from tbe vicinity of the Indus about one hundred and 
fifty years ago, nod settled iu tlic country which noiv forms the 
principality of Bhurtpoar. They were, at tluit time, peaceable 
renters of land, but during the reign of Aurungzeb, Cliooramun, 
the ancestor of tbe present Raj all of Bhurtpoor, became the 
leader of lianilitti. His first enterprises were directed against 
tho baggngc gf Auruugzcb's army; and subsequently, during 
the eon tests between that honperor’s jwms, Choc ramun hung 
on their rear, and plundered both tlieir armies. The Nurwar 
hills affurded him a refuge, hts local knowledge of whidi enabled 
him to latfile ajid harass his pursuers in their uiiuvailing efforts 
to overlake liim. At lengtli, be found it necessary to conci¬ 
liate and bribe the Soobebdor of ^gni, who allowed him to 
build tlie fortress gf Bbartpoor. 

On Lis decease, bis possessions went to his son, who beeauie 
tributary to the Raja of Joy poor, and, after him, to his gniiid- 
5011 hkiortiJiuidJ, who was created a Knja by the Emperor 
JfaLotned Shall. Soorujmull joined one of the factious which 
at this period distracted the empire; but It proved the unsuc^ 
cessfal party, and lie hod to susrain a long siege in Coomhheer, 
which his enemies were obliged to raise. Saorujmull joined 
tJio Muhrattas in 17GJj but nij their taking post behind 
intrench meats at Paniput, he made liLs peace with the Maho- 
medans, and, withdrawing hm division from the Miihratta 
army, returned to his own country. Huth of the Mahratbu, 
however, as escaped that disastiotis day, and reached his ter¬ 
ritories, found kind treatment. W^heu the conqueror quitted 
Ilindwstttu, ho left Stwrujmull ns Snobehdor of Agm; but his 
ombitjoti made liim aspire to still greater influeiice in the 
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ej^ipire. He levied on army wkli tills vrcwt but, Imting one 
day quitted Uie camp on a liiiiidijg esLCumxodj lie was attacked 
by a party of his enemies atid sbiin- 

Sodmjniull was succeeded by kb son, who rebelled against 
the Jeypoor sUte^ and wos^defeated. He was aftf^rwonls assassi¬ 
nated by n person be imd offended, and was succeeded by bis 
brotber^ who met Lb death from a Faqoeer, who was aiifolding 
to him tbe Sieeret of the philosopher's stazie. A child of oiic year 
old now succeeded to tLc IMusnud under the Regency of the 
third sun of SoaryjtaulL This Regent was a very able chief; 
but his enemies were too powerful iu the fields and be took 
shelter in Deeg, whore be died of dropsy in 177^1^ The 
Regency now fell into the hands of Runjeeth Singhs in whose 
time the principality w'Os reduced to tbe pu^sesidon of Bhint- 
poor Olid a small district round it 

At on early period of Uie war with Sindbiar the Raja of 
Bhurtpoor was the first of the petty' chieftains of Hindoostan 
who evinced a desire to connect their interests with those of 
the British Government. A treaty iias, therefore, concluded 
ill September, ISOB, by whic!i the Raja was guaranteed in the 
independent posse^ou ofhb territories, mid was pertnonenlly 
relieved from the payuiient of Ins accustomed tribute to the 
AloJirattas, and from the apprehension of exactions or encroach- 
mentfi of any foreign state. Lord Luke was aRerwards joined 
by the Bhurtpoor contingent of horse, which eondziued to 
serve with the British army, until the end oftlio campaign, and 
wits present at the battle of Loswnree. In addition to the 
odi'ojitages which the Raja acquired by the treaty, n volnumry 
and gratuitous cession of LmcLi, yieliRng seven lacs of rupees 
per annum, was granted to him by the Company, 

Shortly after the conclusion of tbe treaty, a treacherous 
correspondence camntencetL between llic Rajaimd Holkur, the 
object of which was directed to the aubveision of tho British 
power. As no Interference had token place with tbe eoneeirui 
or iulmiiiistration of the nUitCt its dofeetlon was nojusUtiahle, 
On tbe cumincncement of the mit with Holkur, tlie Rajo was 
called upon to send his contingent to the army, which be at 
first cvadftb and aftenmrdji refnscib Thm eondngerit joinod 
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IToIkuf} pnrt* ns i*"as jifti^Twarci^ iliBcOFtrud, was present at the 
bMh of Dceg. ill Noveaibcr, 1^4. Hh first of open 
lioi^liUtY ocearwd at tius bailie, when tlm routed troops of 
Llolkur were piiivaetl to ilie glaeisof that fortress, a Hostructive 
fire was uiie.xpoctedly opened from it upou tbe British amiy. 

From tliLi timot Holkur and tbe Rryn of Bhurtpu^r wm 
identified m confederates, nud tbe Bridsb army procced£>rl to 
retlnc*^ tlie territories niitl forts of the latter eliief. Deeg was 
carried by s torrn on the 2M Deceml>er, and suda of tJie 

garrison as escaped took refuge in Bliurtpoor^ which the 
Brjtkh proceeded to invest. Tlio Hajii Ifanjeetb Singh, 
foreseeing his down til in tbe loss of biy principal forlrewfl, 
evinced a skill and resoludon equal to the exigency, ivkidi 
Mir^ well seconded by tbe devotion nf bis people. Tbe British 
W'crc repaired in four sueccasivc assaults, witli a loss of ^K2f)3 
men in killed and woundofb Dreading, however, tbe con- 
Keqiience of British pcrseversince, and his treajstircs, wbidi 
Jiacl been tbe chief support of HolktiKs army m well a# his 
own, lieginning to fail by protracted operjiiidny, be made 
overtures w bicli led to a treaty, an if, by tbe conditions, he 
PngTvgeil lo pay twenty lues of rupees towardn the expense^ of 
tlie w'ur, and .icknowledged die finpremacy of the Com|imiy. 

I'he defence of Bbtirtpoor was a r abject of adinimLiun 
throughout India for many successive yearn; nnt\ it wiis a 
Uiniit lliat tbe Btitisb bad not been able to previnl iherc as in 
lOhiT pbices. Tbe llaja bimBelf coidd not he ignorant of bis 
power when placed iti comparison with the BfitibhGovefiimeut; 
but in iliRcaMioiis, it suited lik policy or di!fpo*iitioTi to iiritole 
to tbe full extent of forli«antucct and tu eaucede wben lio 
could not safely risk forth er provoeationi Noll ling fartlier, 
liuivoveTt occurred to disturb the relations of andry wntJi this 
Mtiitc, wbich readily furnisluid iiA etjiitingeut of borae in aid uf 
the Dperatioiis against tlie Plndarries, until 1826, when this 
fortress, hitherto deemed impregnable, destined once inore 
to prove Brkisli skill and valour. 

Tbe Raja Bhunitcr Singb died witli out children on the 
7tb OctobiWt mid was succeeded by bis brother Buldco

iLEutied Hulwiint Singhs thou rf3E years of age. lih successiQi^ 
was recognized by iJie Ujitis!i Govemmeiit, hut opposed hy 
his unde l^oDijuii Lull, The Residciu at Dellih who was at 
the same time the agent for fihurtpeoT^ promptly and preperly 
a&semlkled a force to reiustato the rightful heir i but It vt*ah not 
allowed to proceed to operation^ iii the expectudon of an 
umieahle adjustment of their faniily cUffercTices among them 
selves^ The necessity of interference becoiniDg at length 
ujiuvoidahlc^ an army of 23^000 meo^ witli an ample Lrain of 
artillery, proceeded^ under die persoiml commaod of I^rOrd 
Comhermere, tlicn Command er-lu-Chief, to reduce the fort, 
and expel tlie usurper. The siege was hegun in December, 
1^25; blit us the mud walls w'ere of great height and sixty feet 
thick, fronted hy a deep wet ditch, mining upemtloos were 
rcsifrted lo. These commenced on the 2^1 Dncemlier, and 
ilie mines were sprung on the I7tb January fuliowing, w-Ucii 
a sulfiideiit breach wm effected, and the fortress tvas carried 
by usiniuh^ Dooijun Lull wtlh made prisoner, tmd the y<^nng 
R.j. Uulwutit Singh wn& duly instulLed on the 5tli h^ebruary,

pLinTAca StNfTU> the ance^itor of thiu prince, wua tlie 
revenue manager, under tlte Jeypoept state, of the dktriets 
which formed the onginal hinds of this petty prineipality. 
While Jeypoor was toni by factions, he took part in reliellion 
against his piiiiec, when the ImitiiH under Lis moiuigetaent 
wvie not only alienMed from tlio pare at Atate, but he took 
advantage of circumstancea to unur|.i uLhenn which were 
confirmed lo him nWint 177-1, by Nujeef Khun, who held the 
control of affair# at Delhi. The i^troug hill fort, and fortified 
Iowa of Alwar, how&vcr^ wliicb h now the ea|jitid of Marhcri, 
was 0 eOTKjLiest from the Raja of Bbnrtpoor. 

Buktawur Singh, who fin^t lu-oiighli the stain into conneetion 
with the Itrilish Government, wm the son of the founder of 
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the pnocipd-ity. Prior to tliLi period, it is afEruieil, that Ills 
policy wm to diseoiim^e cultii-ntioo, tlmt the poverty of Lh 
country miglil prcisorit no tcmptutiuu to tlw invaders while lie 
rendered it itronger by forriHed [}ij:iitlou>i^ 

A treaty wan CDiidiufed widj kun in 1803;, hy Lord Lake* 
i>Ji the uBmil teruisi of protoedon and service. Nn tribute ivaj 
denuiTuled; but he fiimished Lis condugent for the enunpaign 
of the follumng year. In reward for his fidelity, the hunk 
which hod been ^nted to the Bhurtpoor Uaja, aiul after¬ 
wards forfeited by hia treachery, were rcstimed, and conferred 
apon this ditef. 

ITic llaja WTLS seized with a rdigiona frenzy tn l@t 1, whldi 
waa displayed in a strange persecution of his Mahoiaetlaii 
subjects^ He destroyed their mosques ; and apprehending 
some of the devotees, mu dinted them, and sent their noses 
and ears to u neighbouring AEahomcxLim Piinqe* His ’ 
savage zeal did not stop hero; and, among other exploits, 
he caused the bodies of M;iiiomcdujis to he disinterred and 
sent their bones out of die country. The interest of hiima* 
nity, aid the discovery tlmt he had given powerful support to 
a rebellious subject of the Jeypoor llaja, whicb ams aitogetlier 
inconsistent with the subsLiting rdntions of amity with the 
British Government, called for its interposidon* This circum¬ 
stance led to a new treaty, in IB12, by the terms of which 
tlic Raja ia prevented from entering Ufum any CTigageoienta 
with foreign states, without the knowdedge and consent of the 
Brirish GovemmenL Toleration wag also secured to his 
Mabomcclim subjects. 

Raja Biikhtawur Singh, of Macheri, or Alwar, died in 1815, 
leaving a neplietr, najned Reney Singh, and a son, Bulwiint 
Singh, bodi minora, who were made joint rulers, by the autho¬ 
rities of 3ilacheri. In 1824, when tlic former was seventeen 
years of age, and ihe hitter ten, Reney Singh attempted to 
get the whole power into bis own hands; but, after the 
capture of Bhurtpoor, he made bis submission to Lord 
Combermcre, and the lerrilory was dUided between them. 
The revenue, before tills dirision, wm sixteen kca of rupeci.

NUWAH OT- BHOPAL, 

BiforAt. now rnjikfl as tLe principal ATg^hati state rematninj^ 
ia India. Dost Mahomcdt tlic founder of thw fhmiJvt com- 
meTici^tl iifc m revenue manag'er of the district of Boiraeealjj 
daring tlic reign of Aurungv.cb- In this flituatioiii, he ohmined 
a reputation for iategrkvt wns left by it ucigb bon ring 
Hindoo Prince in tlic ckorge ofliii territery and firniily^ Mfliile 
Le nms absent at Delhi, wliere he died* Dost Mahomed 
afterwards acquired a title to tlie posse^iioii^ of wliieh lie had 
been only appointed the mEiuager* TJiese ]jc estended^ hy tiilenl, 
courage^ and successful h-eacherj', till he bad‘acquired all the 
lands now fonojitg the possessions of llie family, in which he 
was confirnied by Nizam-MjoFMoolkj ubout 172L He died 
about 1723* after an adreuturous career of thirty years; during 
which, it is said, he had received as many wounds. 

Hm eldest son, Yur Mahomed, though lilegitimaje, ivas 
supported in his claim to the succession by Nisam-ooI-Moolk, 
and he was seated on the Miisuud accordingly. On his 
dcnike, con testa arose between hia son, Fue* Mahomed 
Khan nnd the legirimute son of Dost Mahomed, which ended, 
after some dosperale conflicts, in favour of the former. The 
Peshwn, Ufljee Eow, being appointed Sooljciidar of Malwui 
In 1739, summoficd the nhojm] Afghans to restore till the 
lands tJicy had usurped iii Mnlwa* by which they lost half 
tlicir original possessions: tlie remainder, however, situaied 
in Gondwuiia, wnis confirmed to the Nuwah, by treaty. 
During die reign of Fiicsf Mahomed, three minislem were 
successively cut off* by poison or nsan^ination. On the 
murder of the last, n Hindoo^ his wife destroyed herfidf and 
her family by gunpowder laid under the chumber ?n wdiieh she 
Imd assembled them for the snerifiec^ On the deatli nf Fueat 
Maiiomed, each of his brodiem reigned Li succession, the 
hist of whicht Hyat Mahomed, being IndifTcrcnt about 
governing^ set aside lands, yielding five Jacs of rupees, for 
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Jils own support, and left tlie rest of the revenues, fifteen 
laca, with die minister, for die espepscs of die state. TLc 
adopted son of the Nuwab was the first niioistcr; and it was 
duTin|r his time, that Genenil Goddard’s detachtnent, 

in passing from Bengal to Bombay, expcriencod sucb cordial 
and esseiiLta] assiabLnce from tlita state, ivLicIi establLihed 
daims for Jiis descendants upon the British nation. 

The interesdng history of this petty state, the able iidnuuis- 
tnition flf Cbiita Khan, and the romaude and highly interest¬ 
ing history of YKier Mahonoed, who returned from eailo in 
17i>7, to preserve, by iiis talents and courage, the pobtical 
cjuateocc of his country, against powerful neighbours, who 
had confederated fur its annihihitiou, are not uiatterB for 
this brief sketch. In ISOfl, Siudhia and the llaja of Nag- 
poor had reduced the whole country, otid obtained possesaion 
of Bhopal itself. At this low ebb of his fortune. Vizier 
^Mahomed re-cnptaicd the city; and recovered, with the aid 
of Ameer Khan and the Biudarrics, all his iKtssessions. In 
retaliation ho carried a predatory ww into the Nagpoor domi¬ 
nion^ and a British force. In coiiscqucnce, prepared to act 
against him ; when he would Imve suffered, bad tifcmjistaaeea, 
unnecessary to be here specified, not saved him. 

The opemdous of Sladbia and the Raja of Nogpoor, were 
renewed against this stnte in 1SI2; and Vizier Mahomed had 
to sastniii a siege in his cmpitiil, during nine months of 
which is as remarkable for tlic skill of the chief lind 
devotion of his people, as any on record, in any age. In the 
fallowing year, his enemies again prepared to act agaiiist him, 
when Lc oarnestly repeated his soUcitatioiis for Drilith protec- 
tiou. The Residents at Nagpoor ami Gwalior interposed tlieir 
mediation in consetiuencc; and the hostile designs of those 
courts were abandoned. Virier Mahomed died iu leiS, 
having ruled as Dewan iiiiieteen years-—constantly at war; 

of which, thu state waa oa tbe verge of 

annihilation. 

IBs son Olid successor, Nuzzar Mahomed, endeavoured to 
effect what liad been the earnest desire of his father,—^an 
alliance with the English. Having cordially ccNoperated 
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Sig£uii9t tbe Piiidurriefij thnugb ills p()^essi<^DS ivere ^kuated 
ia the midst of tlieir positionSj kia propossils ^ere ftiUy nct^eded 
to^ dud o treaty concluded ttIiIi bijM on the tJOlIi February, 
ISIS* Hv one of the articles be engages to farnbili u contin- 
geuL of kundred korac and four hundred iufiiJitry; juid 
by another, kir the maintenance of tbsa cniitingeiit;^ tlio Per- 
gtinnah of AnliUit Ifcbnwur, Sekote. Domks and Deveepoora, 
commonly odled the Piiiichmnkots with Bhujairulpoor, being 
part of the lamki i^bicli bud been uaurped by the PJndarries 
and being aituated condguauia to bts other pn^vSes^ions* were 
made orcr to him, in pcrpotunl sovereignty. Ishunnugur 
also obtained for Idm, from Siudkki, id return for port 
of the forfeited Jaghecr of the ^'^cechoorkar; and, by theae 
fee vend anne^mlions be lias now a compact territory, which 
is calenbtcd to realize between twenty and thirty bes of 
rupees. The military force of Bhopal consists of aliowt 
horse and 4000 injhntry' ^ which, with all the resources of 
bis govcnmieiit, may be depended upon in any emerge ncy. 
Nuezut Mahomed tt^is killed by an aeeideutal pistul-^hot, fired 
by a child, in 1618 , leaving on lufuiit daughter married to liii 
nephew, who succeeded to the ebiefebip. 


THE yUWAB AMBEH KltAN. 

TiiJS Chief commenced his military career with one of the 
parlies which divided the Bhopal state, in which Bcrricc he 
remuined twelve months. lie aPtcrwnrda connected In nisei f 
with tlie cx-chiofs of Engooghur, who, expelled their country 
by Sindhici, faubsislcd themselves and followers by plunder. 
He tjuitted this predatory life for ShidIliads service, imd tlint 
jiguin for the service of the celebrated Nuwab of Bhopiil, 
Vizier Mahomed, who, diacovering his true cbiiructer, dijonissed 
him ill six moiiLhs. At no period of hb career as n military 
leader, prior to hJs making overtures to be receiviMl under the 
protection of the British Government, can Ameer Khan be 
cDUsidcfed in any other chicnicter than that of a leader of 
mercenaries, who might he hired and dkchargeiJ nt plea'inre.

of the state be nomiimliy served, fraui which his Jidgheer 
wiks in effect from this lime tn-evmaibJy aUeumtefL liis array 
consisted of men, with 115 pieces of field artillery, to 

support which \ik Jugbeer was unequal^ and it was necciisary 
to subsist tbeni upon odier countne^^ His Ijond^ ninged over 
every part of Rajpootana, Molwa, and Boondelcund, ibe dis¬ 
putes betweenn tbe petty chieftains of wliich provinees presented 
a fine bar^e^t for a predatory chief. ITiough lie aometimefj 
found it convenient to prosecute bk own views under the 
flanctioii of the ilolkur name, it wob perfectly understood, 
ikit as that state Imd no power of control over hk actions, it 
was not rcfiponsible for ibcm« 

In 1806-7, be entered the service of the Raja of Jeypoor, 
who was then con lending with tbe Raja of Jondpoop for the 
band of the Princess of Ooflipoor. When tJie rival chief could 
no longer keep the field, and coinpelled to take refuge tn 
Jeypoor, Ameer Khan w ho was the pfirtkin of that Jaction which 
paid him best, changed sides, and reversed the probable bsiie of 
tbe contest, while he plundered Indkcriraicuitcly the country 
of both princes. TJie horrible d^s pcrpctmled during tlie 
Rajpoot war, by the cool-bluoded pedicy of this chief, arc 
iinsuited to this sketch. It Is siijqMised that, in 1800, he 
caiiteinpliited fhc subversion of the Malinittu Hynasty of 


im 
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Nagpoiir^ and th<> erection of n Matomedikii in ita steady in liis 
own pereoa and family; but wbateTer were bis intentions in 
invading Nagpoor, tley were fnistnated by tie prompt inter¬ 
position of the BrilUih Govern mcnt. 

When the Briiisi army ndvanced, in 1817j townudg the 
frontiers of the Pimiarries^ the offer ivas made to Ameer Kian, 
jn eommon with all the otlier petty fltntes of Hindoostao* to 
accept the protectian of die Brltiiii Goveroinetit, under the 
coodilioDB tiot he slionid reduee his jinny to a certain Bpeoified 
number^ and surrender hie artiiiery ut a raiontioo* In return^ 
the assignments for the payment of troops^ which he held 
under grants from the Hoikur state, to which he was only 
notniJially sub]ei?t, WTre to be guamoteed to him in sovcneigDty; 
he relinquishing all the conquests made during his predatory 
career. The terms were hard, hut as he could not be consi¬ 
dered in any other light thim as n principal supporter of the 
predatory systein, which the Britisli GOT'ernment were now 
putting forth their whole strength to aniijidbtc, tliis chief 
may be considered ns too libcmUy dealt with- Ho proenwri- 
nuted in ratifytng die treaty, until infortnation reacted him of 
the result of the battle of ^etabuldee, when, consideiring the 
Mahrattn game lost^ he completed the treaty, and resolved to 
contiihutc to the maiutcoance of tranquillity, or to support the 
new order of tliings, 

IIU Jaghecr laiitLj arc supposed to yield about nine laca of 
rupees, but they arc acattered all over Malwa and Eajpootana, 
and are in some cases one hundred and fifty miles distant from 
each other* They comprise the districts of Scroiij, Peeniwn* 
Giigul, Tonk-Kampoorn, aud Ncomahera. Such of his old 
rctiuners ns were not taken ioto the Britlsli service have 
settled on lib lands, and he keeps In pay u grent uiimher of 
them, for the piirpiscs of revenuD and police; but his regular 
military' e^tablblimeiit oousists of only abciiit fiOD or 000 horse. 

He has grown devout in his old age, being now ui his sbty- 
fiftli year, dresaes in sackcloth, rea<ls the Korun, b surrounded 
by b extremely rich, and 1ms twelve thriving 

cliildTeD, whom he is at particular pains to educate* In 
JanuaryT when he went to pay his rcBiiccls to tlic

Ouvernor-Gciienil at Ajtneori &lx of hh f^ons accoinpmiiecl 
iiim. Five of Uiem wore in obnin armoufj whitb U BufScicntly 
indiraiiYe of tLeir ialieritliig a pordon of tbeir father’s e^rtt 
milUaire, Tliia interview marked by a spirit of fraoltness 
and eurdiality; and the Nuwab| ivbo k partictilurly dbdii- 
guisbed for bis aeuteness and pawem of cnDverBadod, left a 
very favoumbie Impresdon upon hiB entertainen. 

TiiE Nuwah Giro us Mahomed KhaN:^ a minor^ has 
Hueeeeded bis faUier» the late GhiiJTqor Kban. His Jagheer 
compriHes the districts of Sunjeet, Mulliarghur, Tul, Mini- 
dawaPi Jowm, and IJarrode, wbkb are computed to yield bim 
a revenue of about seven bes of rupees per nituiiid. His 
contingent, which be la bound to keep up for the service of 
the Uolkiir state^ consists of 500 cavalry, 500 in fan try, and four 
giins, wdtli which be is liable to be employed on the requisition 
of the British GoverninenL Gbuffbor KJmn owed liig hrst 
elc^'ntiiiu to his canneetiDD ^dtb Ameer Khan, wbo, in IdOB, 
caused the Itolkur regency to confer a Jnedad upon him, the 
continuance of- which is guaranteed to bim by the treaty of 
Mimdisoord. 


TIIE hEGUM &UMRCW, 

Of all the petty States which have started into esistence, 
since the dibpidntiou of the Moghul Empire, that of Sitrdhoiia 
is one of tlic most reioarkablo. It is now lielil by the wife of 
the foiindefi whose real name was W'atter Keiguard, a German 
by birth, though he afterwards assumed that of SiuDmers, 
corrupted by tlie natives i nto Somraa- Beignurd purelmsed die 
Begum when she was a yaaiig and handsome dancing girl, 
married, and made her, in name, a Clinsthm. He cammeneed 
Ids career in India by deserting from a company of Switzers 
in the British service at Calcutta, in which he was a common 
soldier, and entering that of the Nnwah-vbier of Oude, m a 
pri^iitc boi^emaii, and was after wartb in die service of different 
princes* While in that of Casslm AU, of IJeugid, he ivas 
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to put to deatli fiJl Uic EfiglisU, uwly 20t) in nutn- 
ber, wbo Lnd been fiiir|n:i§ed ainl taken prisoners at Pallia** 
He commanded eight battuliDiis Izi the sen'Ice of Cussim Alt^ 
oti the decline of wLo^ fortune lie was enguged hy Sbuj[i-ood- 
DowUli whoiD be quitteii^ ojid sticcessively served the Raja of 
iihurtpoor, Raja of Jcypoor, Roja of Uburtiioar agnio;, nnd 
lastly I K.iiaJi 4 whip coDfeireil Sirdtiaiiia upon him. for 

the support of a specibed force. He Imd his o^ti foundry for 
i;!tiniiou, and possessed a good arsenal. After his deadly in 
]77B| the JagbccT was cDiitiiiucd to his widow, now known 
by the title and name of Begum SuiutoOi for the support of 
three battalions of infuntry* Tlie^tO battailous were olBccred 
by Eufopeans, of whom dte had in employ a great number* In 
her scrricc the celebrated Irish adveutureri George Thomas,f 
first rose to notice- The Jngheer yields ten or twelve lacs 
of rupees per annum, and the old lady ha.^ amEissed great

TJic troopH of the Begum arc commanded by her aon-m-W, 
Mr r>ycc, to whom she has given tlie rank of Colonel, but 
formerly she used to head them herself. In an attempt liilely 
(1832,) to pbec her cavalry on hnlT-hatln, they mutinied, 
and she ordered her body-guard to Are on theiu, which they 
refused to do, when she dLsmiaacd both the miitinccrs and 
botly-guard from her service^ 


LESSER STATES OF RAJPOOTANA. 

TtlE HAJA OF BICKANEER. 

This pett)’’ State wa^ founded by a sou of the Raja of Jonti- 
poor, n:imcd Rockn, some ecntuiic& ago, by tlie union of a 
number of small communities or republics* Its itidependence 
has been proBcrved till this time, from its positina in the 
desert, and its extreme poverty' presenting notUiiig to tempi 
the avarice of a conqueror. Ilic fatlier of Soorut Singh, the 
pre-seoE Raja, usurped the Musnud in 1801, upon the death of 
luB uifaiit nephew, the rightful heir, who is supposed to liave 
been murdered at his instigation. His ambition led him to 
attempt the extension of hia teirkories at the expense of the 
Bbattics, great part of whose country he subdued, togetlcr 
with their capita^ Rhatueer, in 1805. The govemmcnl 
revenues of thi^ territory do not exceed six lacs of rupees, 
nevertheless, mangre such limited resources, its Chief keep 
en foot a krge body of hctusehold forces, amounting to G7£> 
cavalry, and I70R iiifjiiitryf adth tweuty-nine guns. Tlie 
dependent feuibl Chiefs could bring into acdon 500U fighting 
men, of whom l2tKl would be moiitiled on good hon^cs. In 
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the u-ar Witt tie Bbfltdea, his hDiMhold army esccwied three 
times the tioaoiiTit af his present forcp. A treaty of protective 
nlLiaiice was eoncliidetl with this Slate on die lilth Mareh, 
by which the political iaduencp of BritEiin wita exteBdeJ up 
to the hiinlci of the Siitledge, The connection waa eaicuhited 
to proinote the trade between the EngUsIi and the nortli-’ 
weaterii coiiutries, the roads to which hiy thjotigli the 
Bickanecr territorica. The iderchauia and travellers W'ere 
subject to be plundered by highway robbers, or banditfrom 
the Bliutty country; and m the fiftli article of the treaty 
ongngeis tlie Raja to afford assistance for their soppres^iona and, 
besides, binds him to restore idl plundered property, it eaniiot 
otherwise than prove beneficial to coinmerce* m affording such 
seeiirity to it on its trLinsiC, lids was the chief object sought 
bi the engagement* 

At the time of the alliance^ sevend of hts subjects had 
revolted, and had wrested from liim certain forts und terii- 
toTzes^ which it wm necessary to employ a British force to 
recover for, and restore, to him- 


R.yA OF KtSllEMiUliH. 

Tue himily of thbi chief is derived from a younger branch 
of that of Joudp4M>r| and his subjocts^ except s;i>me of tie 
lowest cultivators, who arc principally Jauts, are of the same 
tribe. The govemment is patriarchal, and tlie Rajpoot sub¬ 
ject, of iffvhicli there arc supposed five tboiisand fit to bear 
arms, are under feudal obligations to follow their chief to tlic 
field in all his qumTcls. The present Itaja, KidJeeaii Singh, 
howovcTj from bis violent attacks on llie liberties of his sob^ 
jects, liEW forfeited all chiim to their respect and confidence^ 
and is bcncc supposed to be labouring under an ubernition of 
intcllectp He has abanfloncd liis country, and was living, in 
January, 1832^ nt Ajmcer. The administration was ably con- 
ductetl, during his minority, by bis mother and a ounudj 
minister, and by their prudence it suffered less during the

PiDdairy times tian its nei^hbouis. Wlien Kulleean Singli 
attained Uw majority, he attempted to seize the mipister, who 
escaped out of the countr}'. li« efforts ofterwardti 

against some of Ms powerful feiidateries, led to liimwtf also 
becouiiJig an exile. Since be abandoned Ms domimotis. the 
administration has been carried on in the name of his mother 
and son, whose autLorit)' is respeett'd tliroughuLt tlie country. 
The gDvernmyjit pevenuc k eomethiiig less than four kei of 
rupees, and llie feudal rerenue is about as mucJi more. An 
this siflte had never paid tribute to any of the predatory 
powers, none was demaj^ded by the Britbi Government, when 
it was admitted into die federal alliance in March, 1818. 

This small principality is situated between Jeypoor and 
Ajmoor^ 


THE HAJA OF JESSULMEER^ 

The early history of all the Rajpoot principtUilies furnishca 
subjects sufficiently interesting to both tho general reailer and 
pWlosopher; Imt no part of that of Jessulmecr is suited for the 
present sketch, wMdi commences from the reign of Moolraj, 
the lirst of its princes which formed a councctaou with die 

Brituh Government, , r, j 

Moolraj, styled Maba-Rawul, succeeded to the Gadce of 
Jessulmeer in*17t>’2, Ht» had three sous; hut Ms unfortunate 
eeiectioii in a minister, brought eventually ruin upon bis 
family. 'Ihis minister had rendered himself fio obnoxious, 
diat Rae Singh, llio eldest son of Moolraj, a lumgLty and 
passionate youth, conspired against, and put him to death. 
Theosiotiotes in ills crime, in order to secure their own safety, 
compelled Rae Singh to ascend tho Gadee, and to confine his 
own father. Daring ciiiifinemcnt, a counter revoludon took 
place in favour of Moolmj, who was reinstated, anil die usi^er 
waa exiled. Salim Singh, the son of the murdered minister, 
succeeded to his father's posts and influence over dm Raja, 
and lie used it for die gratification of Ids revenge more than 
the benefit of his country. 
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Jn Llie incuDttnie^ ilae Slngli rcsideil at JuudpiMiri \r1ierc 
his bridk htring ooe day seiKed by a cxeditar^ In? drew liis 
sward and LlIH him llTele^ The deed led to Iiis reluriiiug 
to JesHulmeer^ where he was incarceratedg uod afterwurds, 
with Ills tw^o sons, poisoned at the instigntiDn of SnJiin 
Tids peiCDu potisessed so iDueh ieiitence os iniuisteTn that the 
remaining sons or granclsojisorhis inatilej-^ who escaped poison 
Qt assasslnaEJoni fled their co nn try for safety« On the dea th 
of Jloolraj in lfcJ20, after a reign of fifty«-ejght years, his 
grajidsoji Guj Singh succeeded to the Gadee, Jrimself the 
submissive pageant of the ministCT, ou whose buunty hia 
fumiiy became dependents^ 

A treaty traa cojicluded witli (die Raja of Jesstilmeer on die 
12th 0eceinber, 1818^ by which his hcirA were seciircd in the 
succession. Tho min isle r endeavoured to obtain an article 
guaranteeing die funcdoiij of administration to ids postedtVp 
ill the same manner m that conceded tu the Ruj-Raua of 
Koto, tbongh 110 two characIcrSt ur tbeir qlainis, could be more 
dissimilar. The tymnny of Ssdim Singh lins driveit all 
wealthy and respeetiible people from the reach of his influence: 
the W'cll ordered government of the Eaj-Rana made Kota n 
refuge to the oppressed from other couTdfies. 

This state is situated deep in the desert: it may bo said to 
be beyond the Umita of India, and a connecting link of the 
TlritLib dependencies tii lliut qunrter, with Sinde, and the 
nations beyond the Indus. The revenue is about four lues of 
rupees. 


THE RAJA HF KEROWLEY. 

Titm i>ett>' ^tute becamu triliutary to the Rritish Govern¬ 
ment, by virtue of it3 treaty with the Peshwa of June, 1817; 
and, on the OHi November, 1617,011 engagement ^-aA coiicliided 
by the British govenimeut w'ith the lluja^ when the tribute of 
2n,00tt rupees, whitli be had lierctofuTC [mid to the 
wm remitted. The other urdtlus of ihc engagement embmec 
protection on the one side, and service on the others and,

conformably thereto, the Uiyii sent Ji body of hone to aet 
wilh one of the Dritisb iletnehments during the war of I8i7, 
iuid undertook to gunrd the paseeu of the Chumbul witliin 
hiH juriEdietioTi. 


RANA of nHOLFOOR AKO RAJASLBERA* 

The All colors of tliie chief, abont a century ago, were 
ZumeendarH of Gohud, then n petty village, until Riiaed into 
a town and capital of a principality, by their warlike disposition 
and industry conjoined. During the first intercoiime of the 
British with this state, it vpnfl tributary to tlie Malirattas, when 
a treaty W'sis concluded in Deectuber, 1779, by wittch the 
British Government jigiecd to niford military aid to tbe Hunii, 
at 20,000 mpeca a-month for each batbiiion, to defend his 
cauutryniid make conijue&ta from the Mahrattas, the acqnist- 
ttons being shared in the proportimi of nine-siiteentha to the 
Company, nnd (ieven*siTteeiilbs to the Kana. llie service to 
he performed wns to be prescribed by tlie Kann; but the 
mode of executing it was left to the English officer commaiid' 
iiig. G wtilioT, a fortress deemed impregnable, which formerly 
belonged to the Rana, was recovered for him during the fol^ 
lowing yoar from tlio Mahrattas, by one of tlie brightest 
exploits in tlie annala of Anglo-Indinn warfare. It vras agnju 
wrested from him by Sindh ia, aud tlie Kaua become his 
tributary. 

On the 17th July, 1804, another treaty waa concluded witli 
tlie Rana, by which he Was to be established in all his 
beTcditary possessions, together with other distTicts, and 
as a compensolaou,'-lie wtjs to main tain a subsidiary force of 
three hattnlioiis, nt 75,000 mpeofl a-mouth, and tbe British 
were to retain Gwalior, This airangeraent led to discussiana 
with Siitdhin, and, in miiscqiieiiec, a new treaty, by which 
the Bana relinquished nil tlie pnsseBsions previously guamn- 
teud to him; and the districts of Dholpoor, Barree, and 
Rajttkheru, were mnde over to liim in exchange. The revenue 
of Ilia present posscssiuita realize about five bus of rupees.

CHIEFS OF BOOKDELCUNB. 

The BrithL connccrion wiUi the clijefk m thh praviiiee 
originates in the supplementary treaty rbsseln in ISO^ 
by which territoTy w^ei ceded ixi llaondeleiizid, yielding a 
revenue uf tbirty-sis lacs of rupees, to bej selected from such 
parts os were most eonveiuetiL Those Bondeln chiefs, who 
w^ere feudatories of the Peshwa, were hy thia treaty transferred 
to the Britkh Gtivenuoenti and had their lands eonfinned to 
them in perpeluit)", by cngageioente separately entered into 
with each. ITie other chiefs, descendants of the uncicut 
Rajas, were also secured in their possessions by treaties, 
similar in conditions to those concluded tvitii other protected 
states, by w'hich they are allowed ta govern their territory as 
they please, interference never being exercised, except in the 
event of a minority or obrious misgovcrmnciit, when a tempo¬ 
rary manager h appointed by the BrIrish GovemmenL 

THE BAJAS OF BANDA AND PUNNA. 

Chut URSA LTi Singii succeeded a long line of ancestors ta 
the Government of Boondeicund; and, availing himself of the 
distmetions wdiich erwued after the deoiise of Anrungzeb, he 
perfected the independence of his country* To secure hig 
posterity against the encroaching power of the Nfabrnttas, he 
entered ilitu a close alimnce with the Peshwa Bajee Row, 
adopted hiin ns liig son, and bequeathed him a third of his 
pcksscHsions, under the express Stipulation, that liis posterity 
should bo protected hy die Mahrattns in independent posses¬ 
sion of the rest, w^hlch w'crc divided into twuguvernmcnCSi 

The Peshwu's filiurc camprised the di^cts of CalpoCi 
Ilutta, Sagiir, Jhnnsi, Seronj, Koonch, Gundcota, and 
H urdeenugur* Tli e revenues were tated at 90,76*959 rupees. 

'Pile sliare which fell to liirdcc Sab, the eldest fton of 
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Cliutursaul, deiioinln«rted the government of PuniuJi, included 
ilifi fortresses of I’uunol), Kallnjnr, Mobuo, Ereeclit Uhiuno> 
ncy, 8:e. estkiated at 3ti,4fi, \'2i} rupees. 

'1*116 divisiou wliieb fell to the sliare of .Tugguth Raj, the 
seenud soil, eum prised the fortress of Bhoudogurh, Bboora- 
giirh, Burfiii, Adjeegurh, Ruiigutb, JyUHHir, Churkluirce, &e. 
supposed to yield, aimuidly, JJ0,76,D50 rupees- Tliis was 
dciiotuinated the state of Jytpoor. 

Ilirdee had two sons, the eldest of whom, Sublui Singh, 
soceceded him in the governiaeiit of Fonnoh and the 
younger, I’ritliGO Narayen, was appointed by tlio Feshu'a 
manager of Gumkola, tidtb a tract of territory around it, 
yielding six lacs of rupees. 

Rojn Subhu Singh had three sons, of whom the second, 
named Hindoopul, assassinated his elder brother, put Ids 
younger into confinement, and assumed the government. 

Hindooput left several children i but Lb heir being a mitior, 
he appointed by his will the Dcwan, or minister, and his bro¬ 
ther, who was Governor of Kalinjur, to lie hia guardians, and 
managers of the Government But the political impossibility 
of liaving two persons in a state, swaying the same damuiion 
witJi equal powers, was exemplified in these guardians. 
Each, or cither, claimed the ascendancy, aud a jealousy 
ensued which divided ihcin. The Governor of Kalinjur, the 
least influential of the two, set up a rival to the Utroiic— 
o number of sanguinAry battles onsned—and, in tJic end, the 
guardians adjusted their own quarrel, set aside botli princes, 
and agreed to establish a third, named Dkokul Singh, on the 
Musttud, who w-as also a minor, by which tliey retained their 
own power. Tlic survivi ng dianppoi nte<l candidate app I i cd for 
succour to h*is cousin, the Hajn of Banda, who espoused his 
cause; and war ensued between the descendants of thutur- 
soul, in which there were a number of battles; but that of 
Chuch-hurrcea, in 1779, the last fought between the states of 
Funnah and Buudu, is stated to have been tlie most obstinate 
and sanguinary of (iny on record- The principal chiefs of 
botJi armies were numbered irtth the slain, and tho tvarriois of 
BoouJclciiiul were minilitluted. Dhokul Singh lost « great 
part of Ithi 'dominions, which were nnnesetl to tlioie of 
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Randal j and his rival SnmicdL Singh rvtirGii to liis Jagliwf 
Hajnngur. 

A sliOTt period after the accession of Jnggut Raj to the Mos- 
xiud uf JyqiooTt Ids territories were iin adecl by the Nuwnb of 
FtirruckaLiml at the head of a powerful army. Juggul Raj, 
being ilefeatetl in several battles^ was obliged to take refiign 
in the hills, when be received asaistance from llio Malirattas, 
agreeably to the stipulatiotis of an ngreement between the 
Raja's fadicr and the Pesbwa. The Nuwali wrs in turn 
reduced to soUdt terms, ami was allowed to quit tic country, 
Jijggut Snigh died in I75§; and his son, Pubar Singi^ 
as!!inned the succession, though liLi claims w'ctc contciStcd by 
two nephews, the sons of an elder brother deceased; mid the 
eouDtry became, in conseqiieiicet a jirey to ci^di wux and 
foreign invasion. At IcngtJs, Pubar Singh eoiisentcd, in tJfiot 
to divide llie territory with Ids nephews. To Gooman Singh 
be assign (kI the Jagliccr of Banda, assessed at I6,!?5,00b 
rupees, when that chief assumed the title of Raja, Goomaii 
Singh died about 1778, and left the anece^lon to Lis nephew, 
Bul^t Singb, then a minor, under the charge of guorduina. 

During the disturbances W'hicb ensued, Raja Biikbt Singh 
was living in great indigence, and, in the latter part of the 
reign uf Ali BabaJoor, received from that chief tw'o rupees 
a-day; Luton the occupation of Booudcicuiid by the Tjritiah 
troops, he was restored to the Gudee of Banda, and tioiv 
resides at Adjeegnrh, enjoying a Jaghcer, yieldbig four laca 
of riipecH per annum. 

At the HJiciie period. Raja Kish or Sing of Piinnab, who 
obtaineii no uUowanec during the reign of All Bolindoor, 
joined the frecbootcTs, w'ho [ilundercd and despoiled the pro¬ 
vince,—a life from whicJi he w*aa. redaimed by the libcndky of 
the Rrlfi&h GoYerniDeiil, and retjtored to the berrltory of hh 
micestors. He is now in possession of a Jngbeer, estimated ut 
the annual sum of seven lacs of rupecu- Ktsho r Singb is the 
iLlcgttimate son of the Rujri Dbokul Singh.

TJie remaining lands of Doteeuh contiiiucd in the hands of 
the Baja’s descendants, of whom thoro is nothing remarkable 
recorded, until ibe British ormy entered Boondelcund, with a 
view to die occupation of the coded portion of it, when the 
Raja Pareech-hut, reqncsted to be received among the num¬ 
ber of British dependents, and co-opemted with b« trmpa. A 
treaty was in consequejicc condudeil with him, dated 15th 
March, 1904, by which ho was couhrmed in his hereditary 
posaessions, an lie iiBuai terms of protection and fidelity. 

During die Piudarry war, the British army was chiefly 
encamped in the territory of the Raja of Duteeuh, when his 
conduct, in affording asBifltnnee as far as Lis means permitted, 
gave much satis&etion; and uu the settlement of the country, 
tis a mark of tlie sense entertained of his services, all the lauds 
formerly held by the Vecchcxirkur, east of the Siude river, 
and known by the name of the Chowrassee, were conferred 
upon him, burdened only with a pension of 10,000 rupees annn- 
ally, to the late agent of tbo Veeelioorkur. The revenue of 
Duteeuh, as now formed, is about toveti or eight lacs of rupees. 

tub raja of TEUltEE. 

This priucc traces Ids descent from the same stock ns die 
Raja of Duteeuh, and his family being the most ancient of the 
Boondela Itojas, they receive investittire from him. Great part 
of his posaessions were wrested from him by tho famous Chu- 
tursaul, by whom they were tranaferred to the Pesbwa Bajeerow 
in 1735, and now form port of the lands of Jhaosi. Iti 1809, 
this chief solicited to 1h? admitted among die number of British 
dependeubs, on terms aimibr to those which had been con¬ 
cluded with the other Boondcla Rajas who had come under the 
British authority, by die operation of the treaty of Ih^eiK.

In 1805, tbis cliief sought to be taken under the protection 
of the Britiak Govermaentj and| on the 22d Fchrnary, u 
draft of an eogagetnent uf ^\x articled vms pre|)arech ^ a 
preliminnry □rTangemeot^ which, throngU the nan-iiUerfcrcnce 
policy just then adopted by Govenimeuta did not terminate 
ill a treaty^ He had made repeated applieatioiid, since that 
period^ to be Luken iioder HritLiL protection ; but It was not 
deemed proper to pccedc to his cntreadcB, an til the 4idvTincc 
of the army, in tbe middle of lSt7| when be wua eonipre- 
heiided in the fedend arrangemciits, and a treaty was concluded 
With him oil the l2tli November of Umt year, llic Haja 
had been hitherto independent, and paid tribato to no one. 
The Jitipuladon^ of the Company'a ougagement guarantee his 
possessions, uiid protection ug^iist enemies, on condition of 
Ilia furnisbing a contingent of liorse, and altaehing biaiself to 
their interests. A body of his horse joined tlie centre dimion^

HAJA OF REW AH. 

AFTEa the annexation of u [Hirtion of lioondelcund to the 
Brilish posse^^fons^ the intercoume witli Rewah beeaioo more 
frerpicnt, and was improved by reeijirocal acts of fricDtUhip. 

The Rujn, JuesLsgh Deo, Iiad expresuseila desire to lie taken 
under the protection of tbe JJfili^h Cioveriimcnt, wldch, in 
1812^ led to a treaty with him of defeiiEiivc aliiimce- Hie 
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Rajsi'a troopn ww? lii ei>-opi?ratP witli die Dritbli, under tlie 
ofEcer comiUDitiding tlie btteri in defending tlie pas^s through 
Iiiii eountr)-| by Ti'bicli the Piiiiiarries might be expected to 
advnuce or retreut. ^llie Rpwah Govern m out did uot prove 
fio friendly as professiom gave reason to expect, and 
a party of British Sepoys being ottached passing through 
tlic country^ flJi additiorud force was detnehed to Kewah, to 
cafopee the stipulations of the treuty, and to obtoLi security for 
die due fuIfiJinent of them in future. Tlio Baja having 
Submitted uncouditionjilly* a^tis Testored to his territories on 
agreeing to poy the extra expenses incorred in the opemtiaas 
against hinij amouiidng to 4a, 000 rupees, A new treaty was 
cOhclLuleil, dated Juue % ISIS, the chief stipulations of whieh 
proAnde for la is reception of a resident envoy, hia allowing a 
Dawk to he e^itablishcii through his territory, and bis acknoiv* 
ledgiiig tlie right of the British Government to piinbh hta 
refectory .lagheerdars. 

Hsivdng thus acquired the power to punish the subjects of 
die Uaja, the Jagltcerdar of Suttemee was dispoasessotl, oiid 
]m lauds transferrLHi U> another. Tlic Jiighoerdar of Chourut 
having voluntarily flurrt!udere<l hirniwlfi wns reinstateii in liin 
lonJs, and the Jugbeerdur ofSenieereah was exempted from any 
portion of the penalty of 45,000 rnpees, levieil upon die lle'U-a!i 
Govemmeiit. As the price of protection, die Baja yielded a 
tract of teiTitory to the Brillsb Governmeni, rated at 
rupeea per annum. 

PETTY PE IK STATES, 

The petty Seik principalities, Bonth of the Sutledge, were, 
by the treaty with Shidbia, in taken under the protec- 

don of the British Government Wlicn, therefore, Uunjeelli 
Siugln of Laliore, approacIiiHl, for the avowed purpose of 
assuming a coulroL over these ciiiefs, part of whotii were 
his tributaries for laniLs bold by tlwrn on the nordi bank of 
that river, tlic Britisli GoveriiiuetU declarcil tiiem under its 
pmteetian. Tlie deetomliun Ams supported by tlie mbanec 
of an ailequate force, when Uunjeetb relinquislied his a'^sumeit 
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tight of interferORce with them, and reeogai^eii ihiit clalnicrl 
hy the BKtiah Govemmciit, hy tronty, cbted 2otb April, 1809. 
Eiigageaieiita were h% this time concluded witli the chiefs, by 
which they were exempted from the payment of tribute; and 
th^y beeame bound to RSSiist in repelling an invader. Inter¬ 
ference with them is, however, liinited to adjusting dUTereneefl 
with each other, or with foreign states, nnd deciding enses of 
disputed suceession. A British force is stationed, in a strong 
position, at T^odceanih, on the frontier, to watch Kunjeeth 
Singh, cover the protected Seiks, and controul their own feutla 
and habits of rapine and piunderl In I8l4, when the bte Sir 
Dn^id Ochterloiiy visited them, they cxhibitetl a atrikiug 
eon trust to their form cT state of anarchy and tarbulenee, 

The Raja of Patiala is the most powcrfiil of these petty 
chiefs. His dominions extend over a wide tract of country 
between the Jumna and Satledge rivers* His cavalry are 
fine martijil looking troops; but his iiifimtry, which are cbihetl 
and accoutred like the native infantry of the British army, 
are a mLserable looking rubble. In 1815, on the condusinn 
of the wor^ tiie greater portion of the lands of two of 

the hill chiels, together with the fort of Jugnthgurli, were 
transferred to this Raja. His revenue iji estimated at twenty- 
five lacs of rupees. The British political agent with the 
petty Seik states, resides chiefly at tlje court of l\tiala, 
where hiB chief employment k that of medialur betf^^een the 
chiefains, who are constantly quarreling; and, during' these 
fends, it is not nncommon for one party to storm another's 
vittoge fortress, and dictate terms* 

Thk Raja or Kitytcl h dcsoended from an elder branch 
of the family of Patiala, and iH^ by inheritaiiee, a Gooreo, nr 
spiritual guide; and his rebitive, though greater in temporal 
power, cannot sit in hk presence* His revenue in about five 
lacs of nipees* He b now scvcuteeii years of nge.

Hill Cilinrs. — Tlie roountain temtoiy Iwtvifeeii tlie Syt- 
ledge aud Tonsc rivers, wna wrested from the Goorkliaa in 
1815, l>ut ns the original princes of the eountry, who bad 
been cilJier ospeUeil, or wlio bad been still suBered to hold 
their lands, contributed in no way towards die eapuision of 
ibeir oppressors, the RrltLsli Government acquired a right by 
the conquest to die distposal of the territory. Those chielh, 
however, wbti hml taken no jwirt in the wnr, cither for or 
against the BritLsli, were restored imdcr cngagcinents by 
which they are Ifound to afford, when required of them, 
military co-opeiatioo to the ejjtent of tlieir meaiis, and n 
stipulated number of lull porters. Tlicy ore, moreover, 
bound to sulimil tbeir disputes to the arbitration of the 
British Government, and to perform, in abort, all the duties 
of aUegiaiice, 'Fhe revenues of the whole of diese petty 
iordsiiips, which arc twelve in ntimber, amount to four wd 
a half hica of rupees, of which the territories of the chiefs 
of Slruiore and Bussaher arc estiinatcd at eighty thousand 
rupees each. The former of these chiefs wiis required to 
cede n portion of his territory as the price of protcctioih 
and the latter agreed to pay a tribute of fifteen lliousand 
rupees annually. The ohiefe nest iu eonaideratign were 
tliosc of Keouthul and Bughat, but tlieir lands having been 
forfeited, they were tnuisfcrred to the Seik Raja of Ptotkln- 


RAJAS OF miAR AND DEVFASS. 

These Princes tmec their origin from Stiliajee Puar, a 
Patel of the village of Multan, thirty miles northM^aat of 
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Poonua where the desecudiLnts of tbe elder bmueli of the 
^Ltnily Biill retain dioii- liereditary affiee of Patch Tlie son 
of SnhaJeOj^ by uiiine Krustmjccr as also hia tbnee sous» 
Bahajeet llyajce, aud Kcroojee, W'ere the ^lajjie tiine 
Siliilidarj and culuvators. Bab^ijee tmd two eohr^ Kaloojee 
and SuJTibliajee] w^lio were miliLary leader^ during the coiUeats 
for Hindoo einuiicipatioii^ Their sons fought m the same 
eause^ and haring served under tlie Ilaja Snhtio, they chum 
precedence over die houses of Sindhin nnd Holkuri who owed 
their elevBlioJi to the Peshw-Tts^ The annexed geneaJogienL 
tree, which iw given ns a speeimen of those kept in ftlaliTiitUi 
familici!;, wltl shew the connectinn of the Eajas of Dhar and 
Dewna^ w'iih die Pjitcls of Multan and mhers.

TJic Patel of Multan holds lamls priuripfilly In Kliitnde^ 
producing 9(337 rupees, and he keeps up about 25 bortse^ 

The Raja of Ubar has the Pergumiafi of Dhur, Badnuwur^ 
and Noldiu, the revenges of w'hich may be rated at -1^09,900 
rupees. He receives also l^lOiDOO rupees nnntittlly from the 
Britidi Goveniment, for the district of Bairseeali, and tribute 
of A lice-Mob mil both of wbidi were ceiled by treaty, dated 
18di iJeceiiiber, ISSl, in perjietuity to the Honourable Coin- 
pony: to whicL be has also given up in lieu of the expense of 
protcctiiig bis coaiitry, all hb tributary rights on the prtuci- 
palititfs of Rnnswom and Doongurpoor^ Bairseeub has since 
been transfcTfeil at a fixed rent to the NuHTib of Rbopid, aiiid 
the tribute of ^yJec-Mohiin has been relinquished to its Chief* 
His troops amount to about 1100 horse and fooL

Ilia revenue may be qh 6 ~ 
mated at 3^00,000 rupees, and be pays diree^ightbs of it 
hi tribute to die Bridsb Guveriunent, to wUidi lie h also 
obliged to fumlsb tr&ops, agreeably to his means. His military 
establisliment consists of about 1000 meni borse ami foot, 
including the coutingents of bia Jugbeerdars, who ali belong 
to tbe same tribe. 

The Ra4a of Purtaiikubh, i^awiiat Singli, bas a eountty, 
die tevenue of wbicb may be assijmcd at 4,00,000 rnpee^ cf 
wbicb he pays 45,000 rupees in tribute to tbe Britiiili Cfovem- 
meiH^ to wbscli he trajisferrcd hi a tributary obligations friiin 
the llolkur Govemmeiit, in 1S04, His military establinb- 
ment comprises about 950 Iiorae and foot, all Riijpoots, besiiles 
his armed Bbcel flubjects. 

The Raja of At.LEn, eomtnonly called ALlee-Moliua, bew 
n revenue rated at 45,000 rupees, iiicludiagtbc Saver, rated at 
90,000 rupees, which belongs to the British Governmaut, but 
which relinquished it to the Raja, to enable him to maintain 
fiftv men for tbe security of the road l>ctweEU Alice and Dkrir. 

The Amjheuua CuiEFt Aject Singh, aRLuttorc Raj^ioot, 
boa a territory which sbouM realise 1,00,000 mpeesj he 
a fixed tribute of a5,iKK) rupees yearly to Sbidlik, gnanuitecit 
by the British GoTcrnmeat. 

The Raja of HutlaM^ Bulwunt Singh, is son of the late 
Purbut Singb, His revenue is assumed at 5,50^000 rupees, 
of which S4,000 are paid in tribute to Sindhia- He has m> 
military establish meat, but on occasions of emergency, the 
depeadent chiefs of hb family, who bold their Joghecni of idm 
on feudal tenure, arm their adherents, and form his mililory 
force. 

The Raja op Seeta-M how, has a revemie rated at 1,90|000 
rupees, of wiiidi he (rays 60,000 in tribute to Sindh in, and has 
n military establLfllimcnt of 900 men* 
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The Rana or Sooktii oIeJmsiJcs€CPt frnm the ancif-^tit Riijjis 
nf He IiM n rercpue of olriiut /UtOOOj and pays 7CN)0 

mpoes in tribute to Sindbia ; bis Zuioecndiin^i principally 
Bheel&t fomiEdi troops wlion rcqulrod« 

The Raj AOF Loon A WAS A. Tliia chief is of an ancient family. 
In rni anci?9tOT,i then styled only Zumeetidar, it appear^ 
paid a tribute of ^00 nipees, together wth tlie customary 
prpsentSf to the royal authorities in GtijemL. Iti 1758, Deep 
Singb^ his Biiccf^soTp isuB besieged by tbe Teishvra^s troops^ 
an<t after an honoumble defence of lilfl fort^ be was obliged (o 
pay doAv^D 5l|OOt) rnpeeBji and giYC hostages for good bcitn^iour* 
Tliia petty state was formerly tributary to Sindh in, nod paid a 
fixed tribute of 12,000 rupees j but his ndegiaiicc being tnuis* 
fcired to tJie Brittsh Govern me nt^ the tribute lins been remitted^ 
on the coiifUtiaii of employing liis troops to guard the passes 
through his country into Gujerat* The roYenue is rated at 
8Q,000 rapeea. 

Th^ Raja of BeVEana, pays 42,000 rupees tu fixed tribute 
to Simlbia. His revenue is rated at 1,20,(KM) rupees^ He 
has no regular mliitary force, but tlie Chiefs of his family, 
wlio hold their lands of hua on feudal tenure, arm when 
required. 

The Baja ot Jl'Ijooa, Bhccoi Singh, n Khattorc RujiKfotr 
is tributary to Holknr, to whom he pays p 3^,000 rupees. IILs 
son, Purtab Singh, bag now the chief management, and the 
revenue rated at 80,000 rupees, h shared equal[y between him 
Olid bis fntherp He has no miliLury force, but hbi subjects are 
Bheel% and his country is strong. 

The CiiinlJS of Oomutwahha* Thh province takes its 
name from chiefs of the Gamut cinsH of Rajpoqt$. They 
esLubhslied their domiuiou over great part of Jfalwa during tLe 
decline of die Moghul empire, hut were cuiifincd to their 
preseiit by the IVinlimlOffii. Xewitl Bingli, styled llawutf 
or Chief, resides at Rajghur, and liuumunt Singh, stjdcd 
Dewan, or Mirngter, at Kmsing’^hur. They arc of the same 
&inily, and deiluce their genealogies from brotbem, between 
whom the territory was equally divided, not into distinct tracts 
of country, but by each talcing tho alternate village. Tlie 
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cntiiilry eoiiUins altoiit 8110 viJbges, anil al present produces 
from four to five lues of rupees* TJ«o Ka»»'ut U tributary to 
Sindluit, utitl tlip Demir to liuUcur* The amount of tribute 
from each is 85,OUO rupees; tliat of tlie Rav’ut* Imwever, lias 
beeu commuted in 1813, for territory ceded* TJie Raw-ut 
besides pays IjOfiO rupees to tbe Raja of Kobi, They continue 
to receive a Tmika, rent or fee, from some of the districta 
formerly in tbeir possession. 

The Raja oe RAGOORt/nii holds a territory realizing two 
lacs of rupees, and Ls a feudatory of SindJim* • The late CJiief, 
Jaerijigh, w'ho died about 183 ( 1 , opposed himself auccesafidly 
to Sindhia, who never wholly subdued him. The rfnefs of his 
fhinily, the principal of whom was Uhokul Singh, continued 
the war, and in an action, with the contingent were defeated. 

The Chief of ML'KooDNPOirn, BLyrcc Saul, styled Raja 
Ruhadoor, Musoodnugur is all that remaim of the conquests 
iniidc by the late Doo^un Saul, wJiom the present chief 
succeeded. He is deseeiided from an elder branch of the 
famUy of tlie present Raja of Kogof^hur. He belongs to 
the Kliychec class of Rajpoots, from whom the tract called 
KhycLeewnra lakes its name, llie district under hfu-voocfnir- 
gur eontaina about sixty villages, but produces a reventiu of 
ouJy 5WH) or UOOU rupees, the districts luring been nearly 
destroyed during the protracted contests between the KLychees 
and Sifi<lljLi's gQvenimfriit. 

The Raj.a or Kilciikefooh Sher Singh, styled Dewnn, is 
of the Khychee tribe of Rajpoots, 'tliesmtc of Kilcheepoor Las 
existed from one hundred and fifty to one hundred and seventy 
years. The family came originally from Gagrone, where 
their ancestors Lchl Lirge possessions, Tire districts contain 
about aOfl villages, and the revenue, exclusive of numerous 
sinull Jnghcers, amounts to 35,CKK) or 40,000 rupees. It Ls 
tributary to Sindhia, and pays tlie yearly sum of ]S,j(lo 
rupees. It also pays a tribute of lOaO rupees to the Raja of 
Kota. Kilcheepoor lies west of Oomutwamt, and Muth of 
Tlorowtee. 

The Chief or CiAnoouNF.v, HugonaUi .Singh, in the 
dcficenthiut of a family who are saiit to have o«ec ruled over 
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the Iwa districts of Zeemponr am] Muchilpoor. Hie present 
IM)ssessioii of tlie fumlly comprises oidy twenty vilUig'cs. It 
is n flepeodeney nf tin; llclkur state, to wbicli it pays u yearly 
tribute of I.tOU rtipecEii, 

TilE Raja of MuK.nAK£, Devi Sail, 'Iliia eblef ig a Gondj 
whoM anccstois in former dnys are said to liavc bcid the Tuiij- 
Miihats of Hurda anil Hindia^ dll they Tvoro taken possession 
of, first by die Mogbul- and latterly by tUc Mabtattu- A tract 
containing forti-five villages, is all that is now left bo tie 
family. This state a dependency of tbe Lite Peshwo, luid, 
con&ctjuentlyi, k now of die Bridsb Government, 


DEITISH FEUDATORY CHIEFS. 

'I'jit: ililFerenee between protected anil feudatory cliiefk is, 
that bEt^atiea weit; concluded with the former as independent 
princes, who B|HiiitEmeausly sought the protection of die British 
Goveniuient, whereaH, the allegiance of dia latter t^us eitber 
tmnsferred by tbeir fentlal saperiors^ or by the events of uw. 
TJie Brilisli Government, with its accustomed liljetiLUty, lias, 
JiJ mosl cjiHeg, ennfirmril to these feudatories ut perpetuity, 
the Lojidg which they had held on a life ten are, and permitted 
them tn enjoy tbe name privileges they had held under tlieir 
former superior, wbieh itieluded a supreme control on tbelr 
own lands. 


THE PL TWURDttUX FA3JILY. 

The founder of tins family wiui Hurry Ilhal, a Konkance 
Bmmin, originally in the gervieo of the Peshwn, Hajeerow 
Y^Tgwarmth, Of his six sons, Gowiiul Hurry, Trimbach 
Hurr}', null RamebTindcr Hurry, and Ln’o of lus grandsons^ 
Gop&I Kuo und Purusnim Dhow, rose to disdiiclioti m military 
lenders. Piiriismm Bliriw is well knowti to the English as thir 
leader of the MahniKa division which co-oiicruted in tbe 
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reduction of Mywre, in 179-2. lie died in battle in ItHOO, 
figLti]i|' against tLe Hnjn of Kolapoor, in whose vicinity the 
family Jaglieen ane eituateiL Of the ten cLiehi cam{MHnng 
the iamily, nine of them bolcl their Jngheera on Uie tenore of 
military service, but are omly required by their engagements 
with the firidsh Government to keep up cmc^fourth of tliEir 
original condugenta. ChiDfamun lino, of Sanglee, however, 
preferred a cession of territory tu serving the English ; one- 
fourth, therefnre, of lug original Jagheer, equal ui reveouB to 
I,‘25,000 rupees, has been resumed, and the rest, winch w 
rated at 1^75,000 rupees, luu been coiifirmcii to him. This 
veteran and intelligent, but reftactory and litlgiaus, chief, ig 
the heir nf the elder branch of the familj-, but his claiing wore 
Set aside by the Peshwa. Since the seuiement of the country, 
he has maiiitoincd a greater number of military foUoweis than 
any other of the southern Jagbeordora, Appah Deasayc 
Keepaunker excepted.

Tlie Peshwn^s renudning rights, (mted as above at 6,^^78S 
rupees) in tie estate of JiiiuiiHi, which were held by its chief 
on the usual tenure of tribute and service, were transferred tu 
the direct authority of the British Government by the treaty 
of Poona, in June, li^l7j when die uniform nltacluneut of 
the Soobebdar to the Erithih interests bidueed govcrntnenl 
to refillrjuish the tribute, and to eouRrm his family in the 
Jugheer on a perpetiud tenure^ with the concession oij 
bis side of the gervicus of u body of horse, and the usiud 
eogageinetits of fidelity and dependence. In deference, therc- 
forc^ to die request, or wUh, expressed by Sivti Rao Hurry 
before Iiis death, in 1817, Lis possesrioiiB were confinaed in 
perpetuity to his gTonthton, ilao Baiuchiindcr Hurry, Siva 
Ilao left three sons, but the eldest, who wiis iadier to the 
present chief, died during his fathcr^s lifedme. 

THE f’HlEF OF JUbAOOK AND GALI'EE* 

The cliieffi of Jukoon and SSgur having the same ancestor, 
their early luBtory will be found tii the oeciourit of tlic latter 
chief, utnoiig die Stipcudiary Princes.

THE FAMILY OF ANGHlA. 

Rani).i£^ ANQEirA whsi die sou of a disting'aisbcd Mali- 
mttn olfieer in Sivajee^s fleet, and commenced life bimself as 
second in comuiimd to the officer who held die command of 
die fleet, with charge of Bucb part of die country, aloug^ die 
coast, fram Goa to ^urat^ as belonged to tlie Mahrattas^ He 
first distiugiushed himself at die capture of die strong fort of 
Itaighur, from the Abyssuibn chief of Jinjecni, in die year 
liBDGi and,^ subsequently, in the reduction of that portion of 
the Koncan sdll held hy the Mubomeduus* In these con^ 
quests, lie attempted to establhih un indepeadent sovereignty; 
but, liaviiig lieeii often defeated, he at leagtli consented to 
acknowledge tlie supremacy of the Raja of Satara, and was 
ironfirmed in possession of the whole of the territory and sea¬ 
ports from \Ietadroog to Kobba- In 1722, the Bombay 
government, incensed at his piracies, joined the Portuguese 
in an expedition against htid} — the Imid forces being fumished 
by the lutter, run! three shipH of the line, tmder CommodDre 
Mathews, being furuished by the former; hut the object of it 
failed, dirough eow^ardice in the Portii^icsc, His posseMionSt 
on Ids dentil ill i 728, reverted, first, to hl^ eldest son, Suekojee, 
and, in two years aflcr, to his second son, Sumbajee, whose 
gteut-gmndsoii now' hobls the estate^ Hie iridiscTiminate 
pimeici^ nf ihis fanijly on all riotioiis appioaehiug die wealern 
coast of India, are matter of liistorVi and do nut atlmit nf 
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illu^tratiDn In this place. Aa tbc BritLih pa-weir prepotitleratcilp 
they gradually iiuLifiided ; ftJiiii after the treaty of Basse in* iii 
! &i% they c?ea»ed altogeUier ; while the once powerful Angriiip 
encroucLed an by tie Pesliwsi from tjroc to tinje, dwindled 
into insignihcance. At the breakin^^ out of the wtiri in IS] 7-18, 
the territory in possession of tbe faruUy yielded three bes of 
rapeea, of w bicJi about lixdf is applied to relig'ious purposes. 
The future reladoiis between Rn^baojee Angrkt the present 
cbi&fi and the British Govenunent^ were fixed by treaty iti 
July, 1S2-2, 


TRlBtTTARIES IN KATTEEWAR. 

IntTwfuritmrn 

Of chiefs bi the Qujemt peninsula^ one hiindred and thirty^ 
seven were tributary to the Pesbwa, and one hundreil and 
eleven to tlic Goekwar^ The tributes^ ns settled with each 
chief individually, by General Walker, in 1809j amounted^ on 
account of tbe farmer, tg rupees; and on uccoiiiU 

of the latter, to 9,79,882 rupees. Since that period^ famine 
and otlier causes have combined to injure Uie prosperity of tlie 
province, and tbe MLiii^ olf in tbe tributes may be oi^umedat 
twenty or twenty-five per cent. The Pesliw^a's hhare of the 
tributes wob ceded to the BritiHih Government in June, IBIS, 
at four Iac8 of rupec^^ bein^ Im value, free of tlie expend of 
cotleotion. Tlieoc turbulent ehiefn are now secured aguinst 
external aggresAioD themselves, and prevented from piicroueb- 
ing on their neighbour; but ibey are free to exereiws sove¬ 
reign autbority on ibeir owMi lands, and are exempted from 
the Bridsb cotirla of law. The fallowing arc a few of the 
principal chiefs, au drawn up from u report wrilten in 1827 : —

They maiiitain 190 horse and 3i2U fooL 
The RAWui-jStyledidso Uajai^and Thakeor, of Rhownuquh, 
V’ujjee Singhs ITe re venues of tbb chief ate estimated at 
10,00,000 rupees. The fibowniigur dbtrict itself, including 
tlie sea and land customs, b cstlninted at * 2 ,tH }3000 rupees ^ 
and the Talooks of Gogeli, Burnt-Sebore, and Omralla, under 
the Ahmedabad collectorutci ure rated at 1,IHI,0(X} rupees^ 
Tlie British GoveriiniciU tribute is 75,400 rupees anniiaillyt 
and on aecouut of llte Joonagurh Zoorluluhee, t£3i,40Q 
rupees more. He pays also 1,36,400 rupees in tribute to the 
Gackwar- Vujjee Singh is pmbablj lie richest chief in the

Tjik Chief op Bojana, Dhureca Khan, is a Jhut, a tribe 
of JfahoraedanM, Ssapposod to be the earliest converts froui 
Llinduoiain, and from whom the province of Jhutwar derii'cs 
ibi name* TJie revemie of Bujarm is rated at^OpUdO rupcesp 
Ilf wliicb 50CN> is ]mid in tribute tu the British ficvemmeiit. 

TiiE CiirEFS oFCiJEETUt^ AND Jaitpciou are Katlccs of the 
Kboumuiin tribe- fbe principal of them arc VikutnAec and 
MooltKi-WaJa. The tribute paid by JaiLpoor and Chectui 
together, to the Brirish Goverinncnt, b 54,264 nipces, mid 
the Joonngnrh Zoorliilnbee amniinta to a farther sum of 'i530 
rupees uuanally.

The legend says that the ancestor of the present Chief of 
More wee, hy name Remijee, who was the eldest son of 
Baidhunjee, ftao of Cutch, and should have socceeded to the 
Gadec of that country^, was murdered about 1005, by his 
younger brother, Pragjee; and his offspring were cibJiged to 
fly to Morcwrcp, then a possesaioii in Kalteewar belonging 
to the Cuteh state, w'hich, at a suhsequeut period, coiilinned 
the Talook to an niieestor of the present Chief of Morewce. 

The Jam of NoANtreun, Runmuljee, is the head of the 
.Inhrejah Rajpoots, He was adopted by the widow of Jam 
Suttajee, the last chief, who died about 1014. The w'iduw 
continued in the administration of affairs during LLs miuority, 
aided by Jug-Jccwaii, a Nagur Bramiu, of some talent, as her 
minister. His governoient extends over the greater part of 
the province of Uallar, and his revenue is rated at 15,00,000 
rupees, whereof 05,000 rupees arc paid in tribute to the Brirish, 
Olid a like sum to the Gachwar government. Noonugiir, thir 
chief town, is the most populous in Kotteewar, niid nearly 
four mile# in circumfeTcnce.

The Raja or PiLruTANAk a relation of tlic Raja of Bhow- 
nug'iir j he however^ nmo!i iij liebtj and his country b nt 
present mortgaged to a Banyan, Pauhtina b the chief 
place of pilgrimage ia Gnjcnit, The priucipal place of 
werehip k on the summit of the SLiitrojee hill, the bottom of 
which k about a mile from the town. The top U covered 
with temples of various hinds* but the ftnest is that dedicated 
to Parisnatb; the image is of black luarhlei and k aiwayn 
adorned witli a great variety of rich clolhes and jewels- I'he 
sculpture in tJic other temples is well cieeuted^ and the gods 
are of white marble. 

The Dessave of Patuee's estate Uc^i on the northern 
extremity of KaLteewuT. The town was formerly reckoned 
a pkoe of coiifsiderable strengtli \ but k now much hi decay.

Khan, die present chJcfi is the elde^'tson of the late Ihrabim 
Kliao, whoj after a reign of aljout tu'cnty-fonr ycars^ <ljed 
towards the end of 1His Lerritories are nol fifty miies from 
Hojnbiiy, and lie along the sea coast, between the Rewdunda 
and Baiikoot rivers, aaii produce a re venue of about 1^75,(100 
rupees. The legend sets forth, that, about the year 14^9, a 
party of AbyKsiriLans, m the service of one of the Nlzam- 
Slmhi Kings of Abmednugur, disguised as merchants, 
oblnjiiefl permisaioii from tke cJiJcfs of the isknil, to bud 
three hundred boxes, each of which contaiactl a soldier; by 
wtiieli means they possessed dLcmselves of Dhunda-HajpcKir: 
It afterwarila formed part of the dominiDns of tlic King of 
ticjaponri under wliotu, iu the time of Stvajee, the goveraincnt 
of ibe Bouthern Konlcna utis held by the uduiiraL of tbe 
Bcejapour fiect, who was an AbyBainian, and who^c olhccri 
and crews were his own countrymen- Being imrd pressed by 
die Mahtatlas the captjiinjt of the fleet nppeor to have formed 
themselves into a republic, ami to have ofiered their services 
to Auningiceb, dicii at equally with Beejapoor and the 
Miihrattas« 'I'heir services were inuneptcd, and dieir chief 
was appointed admiral of the imperial fleet; for the iuppon 
of which an assignment vnis granted on the revenues of 
^ura^ tlie trade of whicli port, together with the ship ivbich 
anntially conveyed the pilgrims to ileecB, he wn*? Hpecially 
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Itouinl to protect. Since t litst time, till vTtliiit the last fifteen, ot 
twenty years# they have l»eeH onpjgcd in constant wars by sea 
aiiil lami; btil ilijslittle ['irinciiwlity toiiititains its indepernknee 
to this day. The Seedeta were terrible as pirates, and iiiorv 
drcwled tluifi all othein *11 the pirate coast. The tos'ii and 
district of JoSer&bad, on die soutli coaal vf Jvatteewnr, w a 
colony beloujjiiijf to this petty state. XJie ^edee'a pemonal 
npjieiirance and moiiiiers arc much in Ins fitvour, uiiii bis 
fotnplcxioii is very fidr for an Asiatie. His snbjeets tnlk nf 
the jnildfiessof liw gnTernmeiit, and recently, duringn fnniine, 
Ibmbim Khun directed that all strangers should be hospitably 
receivwl by Ida subjects wberuver they entered the country. 

Tmk GovnaNon or jArrERAUAO, Eyib Kliuo, hia Yakool) 
Kiian, is a Meedec, <ir AbyaiutruiD, Ho was oppoiiititl, in 
suecessian to bis Slither, about IWei from Jinjccra, otlii-Twisc 
Dutidn-Rajpoor, of wliicli goverament Jpffcmbiid it n colony. 
It is a witiled town of conridcmblc strength, niid baa five 
vilbiges subject to it; the revenues of cadi, liiiwcver, do not 
cxcc«l ftOO ni|K!Cs, ujul the whole of the revenues of lliia 
petty wloiiy, including land and sea cuatoms, may not c.Teced 
1 rupees. 

The Nowab or SufiiEr.n, Scedee Ihrahini Kliaii 
Hnhadoor, is lui Aliyssinlnn by descent. His father, Akioot 
Kbiireeih Khan, commoiily called Ballow Mcah, was the elder 
broUier of tlic htte Chief of Jinjeera. The latter having 
sliccccikil to the Jhijccru printipnlity, agreeably to tlic will 
Ilf llicif fiitlier, niui Ahilool Khurcem Khan, being unable to 
obtain foreign aid to recover it, was ituluced to reliai)uUh to 
the PesbwQ his right of siicccssioii, and rccciveil in return a 
grant of the estate of Suchern, in Aitamglui gnint, in June, 
1701, iLeii rated at 75,000 ritfiecfi. The Pesbwa, however, 
never obtained powessioii of the island of Jinjccra, I lie 
estate of Stichecu comprises acveutocii rilinges, aud the kiTjd 
revenue is at jiTCsent 6tt,000 rupees, iMjaides which, tlic Nawnh 
receives about 10,000 rupees froin other sources. His inde- 
poiulcnce is acknowdcilged, mid he has steadily refused to 
a^lmit the criminal luid civil jurtwlittion of the British 
Ciovenimetit on he. lands, though his boumhiry rejches U'lthin 
two iniU's Ilf .Sural. 
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Thk DEiisAVP, an Desumuokh, ttv SAii‘iiSt-WAni;>;, is 
Dll iridspendtiil Priut-e, niliiig over ft small lerritory stliuit«iJ 
betwetm Gmi anti Maliwin, and yielding from two Ut tlirw 
to« of rupees. Klieia SftwuJit, to wLom lliie family Itnce 
lljeir origiHj was uii officer under tlie Bee^apiMr klngn, tmil 
field great port of the WWe eountry in Jugheer during the 
declining pcri«l of that laonardiy, Wlieti the eclefiratwl 
Siviyee wns in the wiiitli of lib glory, Khein ISQwunt tTans~ 
frrrcd Kin nllcgiatiiM* to liim from Heejapoor, nnd iVna coiifinneil 
iin Sur-.Ue»«ye over nil that part of llie Koiiktnn IiftU 
the TBveime of wfiieli srai to Iw nuule nvailalple to SivujvCiaiid 
the other half wt« amigned for the tnaiiiteminee of a finely of 
three titousuiid infantry for foreign sersice, busidea ilie riH]tib]le 
number for garmom. 'Hie Sawimts, however, resiinieil their 
Etllogiance to Beejnpoor on Sivajee meeting with reventes, and 
□n the erentnal dbsolutioti of tliat moniirt'by, ^suwlllll-\Vo^ce 
appeiira to have Wen left independent- Tlie long wars of 
this petty state with the neighbouring state of Kohtpoor, and 
oecasioiuilly with the Portiigucw and British CiovcninieHta, 
will be found detailed in larger works. Their piraticB obliged 
the government of Bombay to send an expedition aguiitst 
Sawunt-Waree in 1765, and the fort uf Hairet* wna taken, 
but restored oil receiving security for tbc future, and itideia* 
iiifioilioL for the past. Vingoilit was also wdtd, and n fnetory 
estnbliahed by the Brituili, but I he ^5awai(ila retook the place 
in and their piracies were renewed, and coiitiiiiied until 

1SI2, when they were finally suppressed. An exjiedition 
was at tills time sent against Sawuni^W arec, und after the 
reduction of the country, u iretity, dated tJd October, 101*2, 
was concluded, by which Vltigurhi tvas again ceiled to tlie 
nritisli! and, for the wore efiectucJ suppression of piniey. In* 
was obliged to agree to ft detnehment of troops beingattiliuned 
at the seaiMirtH of Rairee and Newt}', for tlie pur]Hi6e of 
searching all vessels proceeding from, or arriviiig at, uny of
